To  the  Grand  Sire,  Officers,  and  Grand  Representatives  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.  : 

Brethren  and  Gentlemen — I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  for  your  consideration,  the  following  report  showing  the 
general  condition  of  Patriarchs  Militant  upon  the  day  of  the  anniversary  muster,  etc.,  April  26,  1887,  together  with  financial 
statements  to  September  1st,  1887;  and  to  recommend  certain  amendments  and  additions  to  the  laws  regulating  the 
Degree  as  hereinafter  expressed. 

The  Militant  Movement  has  advanced  steadily  and  beyond  the  most  sanguine  expectations  of  its  ardent  friends;  and  to 
prove  that  the  enthusiasm  with  which  it  was  received  still  exists,  it  is  only  necessary  to  state  that  the  357  Component  Cantons, 
reported  last  year,  have  been  increased  by  the  addition  of  105  new  Bodies,  through  growth  or  by  new  organization,  thereby 
making  a  grand  total  of  462  Component  Cantons  to  Sept.  1.  The  membership,  which  from  a  corrected  roster,  made  from  data 
reported  after  the  anniversary  muster,  April  26,  1886,  was  11,400,  has  increased  to  the  very  satisfactory  figure  of  15,259,  and 
the  Chevaliers  comprising  it  are,  with  few  exceptions,fully  uniformed  and  officered  as  shown  by  theappended  tables  and  rosters. 
(See  Addendums  A,  B,  and  C.) 

Such  facts  are  especially  gratifying,  and  speak  louder  than  words  or  argument  to  show  the  permanency  of  the  Degree, 
and  I  congratulate  your  honorable  Body  upon  the  foundation  of  such  an  adjunct  to  Odd  Fellowship. 

Information  has  been  received  at  Army  Headquarters  from  nearly  or  quite  all  the  Jurisdictions  of  the  Order  in  the 
United  States  and  the  Canadas,  containing  expressions,  based  upon  reported  facts,  that  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Degree  has 
assisted  materially  in  the  advancement  of  Lodges  and  Encampments  in  localities  where  it  has  been  instituted  and  worked;  and 
the  tabulated  Addendum  A  shows  that  1710  Chevaliers  joined  or  became  active  in  the  Order  to  obtain  membership  in  the  Military 
Branch,  which  showing  would  be  found  to  be  far  short  of  the  actual  results  gained  could  the  facts  have  been  obtained,  but  most 
of  the  Clerks  of  Cantons  in  reporting,  answered  the  query  as  to  the  reason  for  joining  Lodge  or  Encampment — "unknown," 
without  taking  the  trouble  to  ascertain  and  report.  From  data  furnished  by  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  it  is  discovered  that  the  membership  of  the  Order  has  increased  greatly  and  generally  during  the  past  year,  which  facts,. 


taken  with  statements  from  various  sources  ascribing  the  growth  of  the  Order  largely  to  the  P.  M.  influence,  induces  the  belief 
that  a  good  portion  of  the  increase  referred  to  has  been  brought  about  by  the  activity  in  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Branch;  and 
in  substantiation  of  the  assertion,  the  following  comparative  data  compiled  from  the  reports  of  the  Grand  Secretary  to  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O  O.  F.,  sessions  1886  and  1887,  is  published  in  tabulated  form,  giving  increases  and  decreases 
of  Lodge  and  Encampment  membership  in  the  United  States  and  the  Canadas  for  the  years  1885  and  1886;  also  the  special 
statements  of  officers  of  Grand  Cantons  Atkins,  No.  1,  of  Paducah,  Ky.,  and  J.  H.  Dearborn,  No.  4,  of  Biddeford,  Me.,  and 
letters  from  the  Grand  Patriarchs  of  Massachusetts  and  Ohio,  etc.,  viz.:

Or,  a  net  increase  of  membership  in  the  Lodges  in  the  United  States  and  the  Canadas  during  1886  of  12,663,  against  a 
net  increase  of  membership  in  the  Lodges  in  the  same  territory  during  1885  of  637 — nearly  two  thousand  per  cent,  increase; 
and  a  net  increase  of  membership  in  the  Encampments  in  the  United  States  and  the  Canadas  during  1886  of  3,518,  against  a 
decrease  of  membership  in  the  Encampments  in  the  same  territory  during  1885  of  2 — three  hundred  and  fifty-two  thousand 
per  cent,  increase. 

The  general  mustering  of  Cantons  of  Patriarchs  Militant  began  in  January,  1886,  and  the  unprecedented  growth  of  the 
Degree  during  the  year  1886  was  never  equaled  by  a  similar  increase  of  any  secret  Order  That  the  Patriarchs  Militant  move- 
ment has  greatly  assisted  the  advancement  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  is  evidenced  by  the  above  tables  of  increases,  showing  that  some- 
thing has  given  new  life  to  the  Order.  The  entire  advantage  is  not  claimed,  but  in  reason,  a  very  considerable  share  of  the 
work  recorded  during  1886  was  certainly  superinduced  by  the  P.  M.  movement. 

Again,  the  following  report  and  official  statements,  under  the  heading  of  remarks  on  the  Inspecting  Officer's  report  of 
Grand  Canton  No.  1,  of  Kentucky,  are  published  to  give  a  detailed  idea  of  the  advantage  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Degree  is  to 
both  Lodges  and  Encampments,  viz  : 


"  In  procuring  material  out  of  which  to  make  Chevaliers,  the  two  Lodges  of  Paducah  initiated  81  applicants,  received  16 
by  deposit  of  card,  and  reinstated  7  members — total,  104  new  members;  conferred  259  degrees,  other  than  the  'Initiatory' — 
total,  340  degrees;  Union  Encampment  received  and  conferred  the  3  degrees  upon  130  Scarlet  Members— total,  390  degrees; 
all  aggregating  730  degrees  conferred  in  initiating  and  advancing  Odd  Fellows  for  the  purpose  mentioned;  to  which  number 
add  the  160  degrees  conferred  in  making  Chevaliers  to  organize  the  Canton  and  increase  the  membership  of  the  Gr.  Canton, 
and  you  have  a  grand  total  of  890  degrees  conferred  in  organizing  and  forwarding  the  P.  M.  movement  in  Paducah,  with  the 
following  pecuniary  advantage  to  Lodges,  Encampment  and  Canton,  viz  :

Which  moneys  are  in  the  treasuries  of  the  several  organizations. 

On  January  1,  1886,  Union  Encampment  was  virtually  dead,  but  not  buried.  The  work  of  organizing  a  Canton  com- 
menced in  June,  1886,  with  forty  signers  the  first  day,  and  nearly  or  quite  all  of  the  growth  reported  by  Lodges,  and  the  En- 
campment was  obtained  after  that  date. 

The  Lodges,  which  were  in  some  degree  inactive  at  the  beginning  of  the  P.  M.  movement,  have  been  greatly  benefited 
by  its  success,  and  the  Encampment  resurrected  and  made  one  of  the  strongest  in  the  State  by  the  formation  and  growth  of  the 
Canton  in  Paducah.  As  sustaining  proof  of  the  above.  I  offer  the  following  official  statements  over  the  seals  of  the  Lodges,  En- 
campment and  Canton — viz  :

This  is  not  only  true  of  Grand  Canton  Atkins,  No.  1,  of  Kentucky,  but  has  its  parallel  in  many  others  in  the  United  States. 
For  instance,  Grand  Canton  Joseph  H.  Dearborn,  No.  4,  of  Biddeford,  Me.,  was  mustered  as  Canton  Joseph  H.  Dearborn,  No. 
19,  with  41  Chevaliers  in  line,  on  the  28th  of  December,  1886;  by  growth,  shortly  afterward,  it  became  a  Grand  Canton,  and 
reported  on  the  26th  of  April,  1887,  144  active  and  7  honorary  Chevaliers,  making  a  total  of  151  members,  completely  uni- 
formed up  to  regulation.  Capt.  Dearborn,  after  whom  the  Canton  is  named,  informed  the  Commander  that  when  the  move- 
ment was  started,  the  Encampment  at  Biddeford  had  been  sleeping  so  long  that  it  was  difficult  to  ascertain  whether  there  was 
any  life  in  it  or  not,  but  that  the  establishment  of  the  Canton  and  the  appearance  of  the  organization  upon  the  streets  had  not 
only  put  new  life  into  the  Encampment,  but  was  working  great  benefit  to  the  Lodges. 

These  two  Cantons,  some  1,500  or  more  miles  apart,  are  located  in  sections  of  the  general  country  entirely  different  in 
the  characteristics  of  people,  as  well  as  climate  and  soil;  and  reasoning  therefrom,  it  is  natural  to  infer  that  similar  results,  in  a 
greater  or  less  degree,  have  been  obtained  throughout  the  States  and  Canada. 

The  following  letters  from  the  Grand  Patriarchs  of  Massachusetts  and  Ohio,  and  an  extract  from  a  letter  of  Past  Grand 
Representative  Perkins,  of  Massachusetts,  will  be  found  most  interesting,  and  are  published  as  additional  evidence  of  the_ 
advantage  the  Militant  Degree  has  been  toward  increasing  the  membership  of  the  Order. 

GRAND    ENCAMPMENT   OF   MASSACHUSETTS,  I.  O.  O.  F.

Lieutenant-  General  John  C.  Underwood  :  Boston,  September   4,  1887. 

My  Dear  General — I  endeavored  to  get  for  you  earlier  the  data  regarding  the  Encampment  work  in  Massachusetts,  for  the  term  ending 
July  1,  1887 — six  months.     After  the  returns  were  in,  and  before  I  had  an  opportunity  to  examine  them,  I  received  an  injury  which  prevented  my

doing  so,  but  I  have  received  from  the   Grand  Scribe   the  following   information,  which   he  would   have   furnished    sooner    had  my  letter  to  him 

requesting  it  been  received  in  time,  which  not  being  the  case  has  caused  a  further  delay  of  fifteen  days  :

The  withdrawals  by  card,  from  change  of  residence,  suspensions,  and  deaths,  were  204;  leaving,  however,  a  net  gain  in  six  months  of  612! 
The  total  membership,  July  I,  1887,  was  8,421.  The  total  amount  of  relief  was  $7,227.91.  Amount  of  receipts,  six  months,  $28,971.69.  I  have 
instituted  five  Subordinate  Encampments  since  February  9,  1887,  some  of  which  started  with  a  membership  of  over  100. 

The  cause  of  this  great  interest  in  the  Encampment  branch  of  our  Order,  I  think,  is  traceable  to  the  parade  which  occurred  in  Boston,  Sep- 
tember 22,  1886,  which  I  am  aware  was  first  suggested  by  yourself,  in  order  that  the  Representatives  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  might  witness 
the  living  reality  of  what  Patriarch  Militant  Odd  Fellowship  had  then  become.  Added  to  this,  the  Encampments  and  Lodges  joined  heartily 
with  the  Chevaliers  in  the  grand  exhibition  which  proved  such  a  success,  and  was  the  wonder  and  astonishment  "  of  the  uninformed,"  many  of 
whom  have,  however,  since  become  of  us. 

Trusting  Colorado  may  gather  the  same  inspiration  which  Massachusetts  felt,  and  congratulating  you  on  your  grand  success  with  the  Odd

PROFIT    TO    SOVEREIGN    GRAND   LODGE. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  reports  a  net  cash  profit  received  from  Patriarchs  Militant  sources  of 
$904.97,  and  Rituals,  Tactics,  and  Organizations  on  hand,  estimated  at  cost  price,  to  the  value  of  $402.90  : — thereby  showing  a 
total  profit  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  $1,307.87,  which  amount  will  be  probably  increased  more  than  $1,000  when 
the  said  supplies  shall  have  been  disposed  of  and  the  moneys  received  therefor  covered  into  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge 
Treasury.     (See  Addendum  E.) 

COMPARATIVE    TABLES    OF    STATISTICS. 

The  comparative  tables,  giving  the  detailed  condition  of  Cantons,  are  exceedingly  full,  and  will  be  found  very  interesting 
to  the  statistical  student.  From  them  it  will  be  seen  that  the  percentage  of  the  increase,  for  the  past  year,  in  Cantons  is  nearly 
30  per  cent.,  and  in  membership  over  33^3  per  cent.;  that  the  reported  uniforms  aggregate  14,975,  swords  9,274,  banners,  flags, 
and  guidons  133 — all  procured  at  an  expenditure  of  over  one-half  million  dollars,  a  sure  sign  that  those  engaged  in  the  P.  M. 
movement  are  thoroughly  in  earnest.     (See  Addendum  A.) 

The  following  explains  the  order  for  a 

COMPETITIVE  DRILL. 

Having  received  numerous  communications  from  Odd  Fellows  at  Denver,  requesting  that  an  order  issue,  allowing 
Patriarchs  Militant  throughout  the  States  and  the  Canadas  to  visit  Denver  during  the  session  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  to  take 
part  in  a  demonstration  by  way  of  parade,  and  asking  that  a  Competitive  Drill  be  had  upon  the  occasion,  I  visited  Denver  and  had 
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a  personal  interview  with  the  Committee  of  Arrangements,  which  resulted  in  the  proffer  to  raise  three  thousand  dollars  ($3,000) 
to  be  placed  to  the  credit  of  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant,  and  be  awarded  as  prizes,  etc.,  to  winning  Cantons  in  the 
Competitive  Drill.  I  submitted  the  whole  matter  to  the  Supervisory  Committee,  and  in  response  to  my  written  communication 
received  the  following  letter  of  authority,  viz.: 

Lieutenant-General  John  C.   Underwood,  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant:  Concord,  N.  H.,  June  16,  1887. 

Sir — We  have  considered  the  request  contained  in  your  letter  in  relation  to  the  proposed  Competitive  Drill  at  Denver, 
and  the  reception  of  three  thousand  dollars  raised  by  the  Odd  Fellows  and  citizens  of  that  city,  which  has  been  proffered  you 
to  be  used  as  prizes,  etc. 

We  think  it  advisable  to  have  such  a  drill,  provided  ten  or  more  Cantons  compete,  and  under  such  circumstances  would 
recommend  that  you  accept  the  money  so  raised  in  trust  for  the  purpose  named. 

In  addition  thereto  you  have  certain  jewels  in  your  possession  which  were  prepared  for  the  proposed  drill  in  Boston,  and 
you  are  hereby  authorized  to  make  disposition  of  the  same,  under  guarded  conditions,  to  officers  in  command  of  winning 
Cantons,  etc. 

In  your  schedule  which  you  shall  prepare  for  the  government  of  said  Competitive  Drill,  we  think  that  you  should  require 
a  marked  estimate,  by  disinterested  judges,  aggregating  at  least  sixty  per  cent,  of  proficiency  out  of  a  possible  hundred. 

We  think  that  prizes  should  not  be  given  except  upon  award  by  a  majority  of  judges,  which  board,  we  think,  should  be 
composed  of  three  or  five  officers  selected  for  their  military  proficiency,  fairness,  etc.

Upon  the  above  authority,  I  issued  General  Orders  Nos.  22  and  23,  in  which  the  rules,  regulations,  etc.,  for  the  Competi- 
tive Drill  were  published  in  detail  and  thoroughly  promulgated,  and  which  are  here  referred  to  as  part  and  parcel  of  this  report. 

The  following  correspondence  is  the  basis  upon  which  I  prepared  the  ceremony,  etc.,  for 

THE  DECORATION  OF  CHIVALRY. 

Appreciating  the  desire  entertained  by  Officers  and  Chevaliers  generally  for  an  authorized  decoration,  one  which  could 
be  worn  upon  all  occasions  of  parade  or  display,  and  feeling  that  such  a  wish  might  be  turned  into  a  movement  for  much  addi- 
tional good,  I  outlined  a  ceremony,  and  was  digesting  it  when  I  received  a  letter  from  Past  Grand  Sire  Nicholson,  urging  that 
I  give  the  matter  the  fullest  consideration,  and  aid  in  elevating  and  protecting  women  in  their  honor  and  rights. 

I  consequently  wrote  the  Chairman  of  the  Supervisory  Committee  as  follows,  and  upon  the  reception  of  the  authority 
expressed  in  official  communications  below,  I  designed  the  jewels  and  prepared  the  ceremony  for  conferring  the  Decoration  of 
Chivalry,  and  herewith  submit  it  as  having  been  unanimously  adopted  by  the  Military  Council : 
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HEADQUARTERS  OF  PATRIARCHS  MILITANT,   I.  O.  O.   F. 
Hon.   John  H.    Albin,    Chairman  Supervisory  Committee:  Covington,  Ky.,   May   16,    1887. 

My  Dear  Sir  and  Brother  — I  have  been  thinking  for  some  time  of  the  advisability  of  preparing  a  decoration  to  be 
given  to  Chevaliers,  Patriarchs  Militant,  and  Daughters  of  Rebekah,  who  shall  be  selected  because  of  general  worth  and  service, 
and  looking  toward  the  protection  of  the  mothers,  wives,  and  daughters  of  Odd  Fellows  in  their  rights.  Such  thoughts  of  my 
own  have  been  fully  endorsed  by  a  letter  received  from  Past  Grand  Sire  Nicholson,  of  Pennsylvania,  asking  that  I  give  my 
attention  to  something  of  that  nature.  I  therefore  propose  to  design  a  suitable  decoration  to  be  worn  upon  the  left  breast  by 
Chevaliers,  and  at  the  throat  by  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah,  and  prepare  a  suitable  ceremony  for  the  conferring  of  the  same; 
but  before  I  do  so,  I  desire  to  receive  your  sanction  as  the  Chairman  of  the  Supervisory  Committee.  The  ceremony  will  consist 
of  military  movements  of  Cantons,  short  obligation,  and  a  few  appropriate  charges.  The  idea  of  the  whole  is  to  make  a 
beautiful  display,  and  through  the  intrinsic  excellence  of  the  teachings  of  the  charges,  etc.,  in  the  conferring  of  said  deco- 
ration, to  weld  the  interests  of  the  Daughters  of  Rebekah  with  the  Patriarchs  Militant.

CAPTAIN-GENERAL . 

In  proceeding  with  the  organization  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  upon  the  elective  basis,  orders  issued  for  the  election  of 
Officers  of  all  grades,  culminating  in  that  of  Captain-General,  and  blanks,  forms  for  proxies,  were  sent  to  all  the  General  Officers 
of  the  Army  by  registered  letters,  August  27,  1  887,  with  instructions  that  they  should  fill  out  and  forward  to  Colonel  Geo.  Coker, 
Deputy  Adjutant-General,  at  Army  Headquarters,  by  September  5,  1887.  Proxies  were  received  by  that  Officer,  and  were 
opened  upon  the  day  and  date  named,  at  8  p.m.,  allowing  the  greatest  margin  for  receiving  all  communications  by  mail.  The 
following  is  a  transcript  of  the  return  thereof  made  to  the  Commander:

ACTION    OF   THE    MILITARY    COUNCIL. 

recommendations  by  the  commander,  adopted  by  the  military  council. 
I.  The  P.  M.  Degree  membership,  having  become  so  extensive,  has  entailed  upon  the  Commander  an  enormous  amount 
of  unnecessary  correspondence,  which  has,  with  difficulty,  been  answered  by  using  a  stenographic  amanuensis  both  day  and 
night.  This,  however,  can  not  be  done  in  the  future  because  of  the  expense,  when  it  is  considered  that  the  revenue  will  be 
reduced  nearly  or  quite  one  half  by  the  election  and  commissioning  of  Officers,  other  than  for  Cantons,  for  periods  of  two, 
three,  and  four  years,  etc.  Therefore,  the  remedy  is  to  divide  the  labor,  and  as  to  the  means  the  Commander  proposes :  To 
organize  the  Army  into  Corps,  comprising  two  or  more  Divisions  each,  limiting  the  number  to  four  in  the  United  States  and 
Canada. 


II.  That  Officers  to  be  placed  in  command  of  Army  Corps  shall  be  selected  by  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant 
from  the  Generals  in  command  of  troops,  and  be  commissioned  as  Corps  Commanders  with  the  rank  of  Major-Generals;  and 
that  the  general  correspondence  from  Officers  and  Chevaliers  within  the  territory  comprising  the  Army  Corps  shall  be  answered 
first  by  the  Corps  Commanders,  and  not  be  forwarded  to  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant  unless  of  great  importance  and 
necessary  that  he  should  personally  answer  it. 

III.  That  the  relative  grade  of  the  General  Officers  in  the  Army  shall  be:  i,  Lieutenant-General,  Commander  of 
Patriarchs  Militant ;  2,  Captain-General ;  3,  Major-General  Commanding  an  Army  Corps;  4,  Major-General  of  a  Division;  5, 
Brigadier. 

IV.  That  the  heads  of  the  Staff  Corps  of  the  Army  shall  be  promoted  one  grade,  and  remain  hereafter  as  follows  :  An 
Adjutant-General,  with  rank  of  Major-General;  an  Inspector-General,  with  rank  of  Major-General ;  a  Quartermaster-Gen- 
eral, with  rank  of  Major-General ;  a  Commissary-General,  with  rank  of  Major-General ;  a  Chief  of  Equipment  with  rank  of  Major- 
General ;  a  Surgeon-General,  with  rank  of  Major-General;  a  Judge  Advocate-General,  with  rank  of  Major-General;  and  a 
Chaplain-General,  with  rank  of  Major-General. 

V.  That  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant  shall  appoint  and  commission  an  Assistant  Adjutant-General  with  rank 
of  Brigadier,  who  shall  be  a  salaried  Officer  on  duty  at  Army  Headquarters,  and  who  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  his  entire 
services,  a  sum  of  not  less  than  twelve  hundred  nor  more  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly.  The 
said  amount  to  be  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund  of  Patriarchs  Militant. 

VI.  That  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant  shall  appoint,  upon  his  staff,  six  Brigadiers,  to  be  attached  to 
the  General  Staff  Corps,  and  a  Banneret  with  rank  of  Colonel. 

VII.  That  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant,  when  he  can  obtain  effective  service  thereby,  may  attach  General 
Officers,  whose  terms  of  service  have  expired,  to  the  Staff  of  the  Army. 

VIII.  That  the  Major-Generals  in  command  of  Army  Corps  shall  appoint  Staffs  with  rank  as  follows  :  A  Chief  of 
Staff,  with  rank  of  Brigadier;  an  Assistant  Adjutant-General,  with  rank  of  Colonel;  an  Assistant  Inspector-General,  with  rank 
of  Colonel ;  an  Assistant  Quartermaster-General,  with  rank  of  Colonel ;  an  Assistant  Commissary-General,  with  rank  of  Colonel ; 
an  Assistant  Chief  of  Equipment,  with  rank  of  Colonel;  an  Assistant  Surgeon-General,  with  rank  of  Colonel;  an  Assistant 
Judge  Advocate-General,  with  rank  of  Colonel;  an  Assistant  Chaplain-General,  with  rank  of  Colonel;  a  Banneret  with  rank  of 
Lieutenant-Colonel;  and  four  Aids-de-Camp,  with  rank  (each)  of  Lieutenant-Colonel. 

IX.  That  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant  may  cause  to  be  organized  a  mounted  command  of  retired  Officers, 
and  design  for  such  a  body  a  distinctive  mark  in  uniform  and  arms,  appropriate  for  a  mounted  command. 

X.  That  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant  shall,  where  there  are  two  or  more  Officers  of  the  same  grade  in  com- 
mand of  troops  within  a  Department,  assign  one  to  the  command  of  the  Department. 

XL  That  Officers  of  all  grades  above  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  shall,  upon  having  passed  the  offices  for  which  they  were 
commissioned,  by  active  service  rendered,  be  entitled  to  obtain  retired  commissions,  which  shall  hold  for  life,  or  good  behavior, 
and  be  issued  upon  application  therefor  and  the  payment  of  the  fee  of  two  dollars  ($2). 
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XII.  That  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant  shall  issue  to  Chevaliers  of  defunct  Cantons,  certificates  of  honorable 
discharge  upon  application  therefor,  and  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  one  dollar  ($i),  which,  together  with  certified  evidence  of  good 
standing  in  a  subordinate  Encampment,  may  be  deposited  with  other  Cantons,  and  by  means  thereof  membership  therein  obtained. 

XIII.  That  in  the  elections  of  Field  and  General  Officers,  the  Officers  in  command  of  troops  only  shall  vote  ;  that  votes 
shall  be  of  two  classes,  viz:  Oral,  upon  a  call  of  the  roster  at  an  "  Assembly"  of  Officers  for  any  election,  or  by  sealed 
written  proxy  forwarded  to  the  Officer  holding  the  election  ;  that  an  oral  vote  may  be  changed  by  the  Officer  casting  it  at  any 
time  prior  to  the  announcement  of  the  vote;  that  a  written  proxy  vole  may  be  withdrawn,  changed,  and  redelivered  at  any  time 
prior  to  the  hour  fixed  for  opening  proxies;  that  all  elections  shall  be  held  under  written  orders,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be 
filed  with  the  returns,  and  the  written  proxies,  if  any,  shall  be  filed  and  forwarded  to  Army  Headquarters  with  the  election  returns; 
that  personal  representatives  or  telegraph  proxies  shall  not  be  legal. 

XIV.  That  General  and  Staff  Officers  shall  not  influence  elections. 

XV.  That  Officers  holding  elections  at  "Assemblies"  shall  detail  two  Officers  of  the  Assembly,  who  are  entitled  to 
vote,  as  tellers  to  distribute  and  collect  ballots,  and  count  the  votes. 

XVI.  That  all  supplies  shall  be  sold  directly  from  Army  Headquarters,  at  such  reasonable  prices  as  may  be  determined 
upon  by  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant,  and  that  previous  legislation  in  regard  thereto  in  conflict  with  the  above  is 
hereby  repealed. 

XVII.  That  instead  of  the  present  fees  charged  for  the  Commissions  and  N.-C.  Warrants  of  Canton  Officers,  an  annual 
"Canton  Tax"  shall  be  collected,  of  twelve  dollars  from  each  Canton  operating  under  Warrant,  and  an  amount  from  each 
Grand  Canton,  operating  under  Warrant,  of  ten  dollars  for  each  Component ;  and  that  Commissions  and  N.-C.  Warrants  shall 
be  issued  to  Officers  of  Cantons  which  have  paid  the  Canton  tax,  without  cost. 

XVIII.  That  the  above  law,  substituting  the  "Canton  tax"  in  place  of  the  charge  of  specified  fees  for  Commissions  and 
N.-C.  Warrants  for  Canton  Officers,  shall  go  into  effect  on  and  after  the  next  anniversary  muster,  April  26,  1888. 

XIX.  That  ten  per  cent,  of  all  moneys  received  from  Organizations  and  Chevaliers  in  Departments,  for  Commissions 
and  Supplies,  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  Lieutenant-General  to  the  Commanders  thereof,  and  be  by  them  covered  into  the 
Department  Treasuries,  and  be  applied  in  payment  of  the  general  expenses. 

XX.  That  five  per  cent,  of  all  moneys  received  from  Organizations  and  Chevaliers  in  Grand  Departments  and  Divis- 
ions for  Commissions  and  Supplies,  after  deducting  the  ten  per  cent.  Department  funds,  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  Lieutenant- 
General  to  the  Commanders  thereof,  and  be  by  them  covered  into  the  respective  Treasuries,  and  be  applied  in  payment 
of  the  general  expenses. 

XXI.  That  two  per  cent,  of  all  moneys  received  from  Organizations  and  Chevaliers  in  Army  Corps  for  Commissions 
and  Supplies,  after  deducting  the  amounts  paid  to  Department,  Grand  Department,  or  Division  Commanders,  shall  be  paid  over 
by  the  Lieutenant-General  to  the  Commanders  thereof,  and  be  by  them  covered  into  the  Treasuries  of  the  Army  Corps,  respect- 
ively, and  be  applied  in  payment  of  the  general  expenses. 
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XXII.  That  the  above  laws,  requiring  the  distributing  of  certain  percentages  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  revenue  to 
Commanders  of  Departments,  Grand  Departments,  Divisions,  and  Army  Corps,  shall  go  into  effect  on  April  26,  1888. 

XXIII.  That  the  Commanders  of  Battalions,  Regiments,  Brigades,  Divisions,  and  Army  Corps  shall  hold  active  mem- 
bership in  a  Canton  forming  part  of  the  command,  except  where  for  good  and  satisfactory  reasons  the  Commander  P.  M.  shall 
deem  proper  to  grant  and  issue  a  Dispensation  to  the  contrary. 

XXIV.  That  the  Commander  P.  M.  shall  design  suitable  insignia  to  denote  the  rank  of  General  Officers  from  Major-Gen- 
eral  of  an  Army  Corps  to  Commander-in-Chief,  inclusive,  and  also  determine  upon  appropriate  jewels  for  General  Officers,  and 
sashes  for  Corps  and  Army  Commanders. 

XXV.  That  the  Commander  P.  M.  shall  design  suitable  uniforms  for  P.  M.  Bands  and  Drum  Corps,  and  codify  all  uniforms 
for  the  information  and  direction  of  the  Army. 

XXVI.  That  it  is  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  that  the  Military  Council  shall  be  convened  during  the 
summer  months,  and  that  the  annual  parade  of  the  Army  shall  occur  at  the  time  and  place  selected  by  the  Commander  P.  M. 
for  holding  the  "Council." 

XXVII.  That  as  a  general  rule  to  be  followed  in  determining  the  points  at  which  to  convene  the  Military  Council,  the 
Commander  P.  M.  should  consider  the  accessibility  of  the  location,  its  fitness  for  a  parade  and  display  occasion,  and  the  possi- 
bility of  making  cheap  excursion  rates  for  the  round  trip  thereto  from  the  greatest  number  of  points  where  P.  M.  troops  are 
located. 

XXVIII.  That  it  is  advisable  to  procure  a  camp  outfit  for  the  Army,  and  with  that  view  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs 
Militant  is  hereby  authorized  to  raise  moneys  by  contribution  from  Cantons,  Officers,  Chevaliers,  other  Odd  Fellows,  and  the 
people  generally;  and  when  a  sufficient  amount  shall  have  been  obtained,  to  purchase  tents  and  other  equipment  for  the  Army. 

XXIX.  That,  hereafter,  in  estimating  the  strength  of  Cantons  in  the  roster  of  Battalions  and  Regiments,  the  active 
Chevaliers,  only,  shall  be  reported  as  bearing  swords,  and  that  the  mention  of    honorary  members  shall  be  made  as  such. 

XXX.  That  a  Board  of  thirteen  Officers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant  to  draft  rules  for 
the  government  of  the  Military  Council  when  in  session,  and  present  such  general  suggestions  as  they  may  deem  important 
and  to  the  interest  of  the  Degree  and  Army,  and  make  report  thereof  at  the  next  annual  session  of  the  Military  Council. 

XXXI.  That  all  existing  law  in  conflict  with  the  foregoing  be  and  is  hereby  modified  and  changed  to  conform  with  the 
said  requirements,  or  repealed. 

PERTINENT    ACTION    OF    THE    MILITARY    COUNCIL. 

On  motion  that  the  recommendations  of  the  Lieutenant-General  be  adopted,  a  division  of  the  question  was  asked  for  by 
Major-General  E.  B.  Palmer;  and  the  question  being  put  on  the  adoption  of  all  except  that  providing  for  the  appointment  of  Corps 
Commanders,  it  was  unanimously  carried.  The  question  then  being  taken  on  the  recommendation  in  regard  to  Corps  Com- 
manders, resulted  in  its  adoption ;    all  voting  in  favor  except  Major-General  Palmer.

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Brigadier  Charles  B.  Foster,  Commanding  the  -Department  of  Connecticut,  moved  that  the  acts  of  Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral  John  C.  Underwood  in  all  respects  be  approved  by  this  Military  Council,  and  the  motion  was  unanimously  carried  by  a 
rising  vote.

VISITATIONS. 

During  the  past  year  I  have  made  many  visitations,  embracing  all  sections  of  the  general  country — North,  South,  East, 
and  West — as  follows  : 

With  the  Grand  Sire,  I  attended  the  sessions  of  both  of  the  Grand  Bodies  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  Indiana,  and  upon  the 
same  general  occasion  had  the  pleasure  of  being  present  at  the  unveiling  of  the  Colfax  statue  monument  in  the  City  of 
Indianapolis,  and  of  listening  to  a  most  admirable  address  from  the  Grand  Sire  ;  I  participated  with  him  in  the  dedicatory  cere- 
monies of  the  Odd  Fellows'  Home  at  Concord,  N.  H.,  and  was  delighted  at  the  substantial  and  elegant  preparation  made  by  the 
Order  in  that  jurisdiction  for  the  cire  of  its  widows,  orphans,  and  old  men,  and  regard  the  benevolent  enterprise  well  worthy  of 
imitation  in  other  quarters;  I  continued  the  visitation  with  the  Grand  Sire,  and  visited  and  was  received  by  the  Odd  Fellows  of 
Lewistown,  Me.,  in  royal  style,  the  citizens  there  as  well  as  the  members  of  the  Order  turning  out  en  masse  to  do  honor  to  the 
Commander-in-Chief;  also,  and  by  accident,  I  was  present  at  the  beautiful  cemetery  near  Buffalo,  N.  Y.,  and  witnessed  the 
decorating  of  the  graves  of  deceased  Odd  Fellows  with  exquisite  flowers,  and  there  again  met  the  Grand  Sire  and  joined  with 
him  in  the  impressive  ceremony — one  that  should  be  generally  adopted  and  be  followed  with  a  jealous  care,  for  nothing  can 
freshen  the  memory  of  the  honored  dead  of  the  Order  better  than  an  annual  floral  tribute,  silently  placed  upon  their  graves. 

Among  the  many  places  where  I  made  visitations  are  Atlanta,  Ga.;  Alexandria,  Va.;  Baltimore,  Md.;  Bangor,  Me.; 
Brooklyn,  N.  Y.;  Chicago,  Illinois.;  Cincinnati  and  Cleveland,  O.;  Denver,  Colo.;  Fitchburg,  Mass.;  Kansas  City,  Mo.;  Lowell, 
Mass.;  Nashua,  N.  H.;  New  Haven,  Conn.;  New  York  City;  Paducah,  Ky.;  Peterborough,  Ont.;  Philadelphia,  Pa.;  Portland, 
Me.;  Portsmouth,  N.  H.;  Providence,  R.  I.;  Rochester,  N.  Y.;  Springfield,  Mass.;  St.  Louis,  Mo.;  Worcester,  Mass.;  Warsaw, 
Ind.,  and  other  points. 

At  most  of  the  places  visited  the  local  commands  of  Patriarchs  Militant  turned  out  in  force  for  review  and  parade,  and  I 
was  in  many  instances  astonished  at  the  proficiency  acquired  in  the  drill,  and  delighted  at  the  fine  appearance  of  the  Chevaliers ; 
the  commands  at  the  following  places  deserving  special  mention  :  The  Third  Brigade,  Division  of  the  Ohio — parade  at  Indianap- 
olis; the  First  Regiment  of  New  Hampshire — parade  at  Concord;  the  First  Regiment  of  Ontario — parade  and  display  drill  at  Peter- 
borough, Canada ;  the  First  Regiment  of  Indiana  —review  and  parade  at  its  Encampment  near  Warsaw  ;  Grand  Canton  Worombus 
No.  i,  Maine — parade  and  display  drill  at  Lewiston  ;  Grand  Canton  Pawtucket  No.  9,  Massachusetts — display  drill  at  Concord  ; 
Grand  Canton  Sassacus  No.  1,  Connecticut — display  drill  at  New  Haven  ;  Grand  Canton  Atkins  No.  1,  Kentucky,  and  visiting 
Cantons  from  Illinois — parade  at  Paducah  ;  Grand  Canton  Springfield  No.  10,  Massachusetts,  at  Springfield  ;  Canton  Atlanta 
No.  1,  at  Atlanta.,  etc. 
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I  was  most  courteously  received  and  entertained  at  every  point  visited,  and  superbly  banqueted  at  Atlanta,  Baltimore, 
Bangor,  Brooklyn,  Concord,  New  Haven,  etc. 

The  above  synopsis  of  visitations  are  given,  only,  to  show  the  enthusiasm  and  interest  manifested  in  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
movement  throughout  the  general  country.

From  the  summary,  in  recapitulation  table  above,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  known  membership  of  Patriarchs  Militant  upon 
the  26th  of  April,  1887,  was  15,259,  which,  compared  with  the  corrected  membership  on  the  26th  of  April,  1886,  of  11,400, 
shows  the  very  healthy  net  increase  of  3,859  Chevaliers,  or  nearly  34  per  cent,  growth  during  the  year.  Had  all  Cantons 
reported  the  result  of  the  year's  work  in  time  to  have  enabled  the  data  of  increase  to  have  been  compiled  in  this  report,  the 
aggregate  membership  would  undoubtedly  have  been  enlarged  one  or  two  thousand,  and  should  an  additional  allowance  be  made 
and  added  for  the  legitimate  increase  from  April  26,  to  September  19,  1887,  the  grand  total  of  the  membership  would 
approximate  18,000  or  more  Chevaliers.

The  reported  number  of  officers,  both  commissioned  and  non-commissioned,  are  only  approximately  correct,  since  very 
few  clerks,  in  filling  out  reports,  estimated  and  reported  the  field  and  staff  officers,  members  of  the  Cantons,  as  Officers. 

The  tables  show  that  there  are  9,096  dress  uniforms,  5,879  fatigue  uniforms,  14,975  uniforms  altogether,  9,274  swords, 
106  banners,  15  flags,  etc.,  all  representing  a  moneyed  investment  of  over  half  a  million  dollars. 

The  relative  rank  numbers  are  not  absolutely  correct,  because  of  some  of  the  Cantons  failing  to  report  the  dates  of  their 
first  organization  as  military  bodies,  and  in  consequence  thereof  the  final  determination  of  the  relative  rank  of  Cantons  will 
have  to  be  postponed  until  after  the  next  annual  muster  reports  are  received  from  the  Commandants,  when  the  said  rank  will  be 
definitely  fixed,  and  Cantons  then  failing  to  report  necessary  data,  from  which  to  determine  grade,  will  lose  numbers  that 
might  otherwise  be  assigned  them  under  the  law.  <

Explanatory  Notes. 

The  rosters  of  the  Army  and  Department  Officers  have  been  kept  open  to  January  I,  1888,  and  embrace  the  reported  names  of  Officers 
appointed  and  elected  to  that  date — thereby  accounting  for  a  few  changes  in  the  names  published  in  Addendum  B,  etc. 

The  apportionment  of  the  active  members  of  Grand  Cantons  among  the  several  Components  thereof,  varies  from  that  published  in  Addendum 
B,  the  changes  having  been  made  for  appearance  and  upon  supposition  as  to  probabilities,  no  data  with  regard  thereto  having  been  received. 

In  so  many  thousand  names  there  will  doubtless  be  found  a  few  errors,  but  the  rosters  are  as  correct  as  could  be  made  from  the  data  furnished. 

Although  the  roster  of  the  Army  as  herein  published  contains  changes  in  names  of  Officers  to  January  I,  1888,  still  the  estimate  of  the 
strength  of  Cantons  has  been  recorded,  according  to  the  statistics  reported  in  Addendum  A,  that  the  aggregates  might  tally  with  those  of  the 
statistical  recapitulation  in  that  Addendum.  If  the  percentage  of  increases  in  membership  of  Cantons,  both  active  and  honorary,  were  estimated 
from  April  26,  1887,  to  January  1,  1888,  the  strength  of  the  Army  would  unquestionably  be  20,000  Chevaliers,  or  over.

THE  DECORATION  OF  CHIVALRY. 

Organization. 

The  Decoration  of  Chivalry  shall  consist  of  three  degrees. 

First.  The  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry,  to  be  conferred  by  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant  upon  Chevaliers 
whom  he  shall  select  for  intrinsic  worth,  military  ability  and  prowess,  and  honorable  attributes  of  character. 

Second.  The  Decoration  of  Chivalry,  to  be  conferred  by  the  Commanders  of  Departments  upon  Chevaliers  whom  they 
may  select,  and  upon  Chevaliers  recommended  by  Cantons  to  receive  such  decoration.  All  of  whom  shall  be  chosen  because 
of  excellece  of  character,  military  ability,  and  other  honorable  qualities. 

Third.  The  Decoration  of  Chivalry,  for  a  Lady,  to  be  conferred  by  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant  upon  Daugh- 
ters of  Rebekah  selected  by  himself,  and  by  Commanders  of  Departments  upon  such  Daughters  of  Rebekah  and  other  Ladies, 
who  are  wives  of  Chevaliers,  as  may  be  recommended  by  Lodges  of  the  Degree  of  Rebekah  to  receive  the  decoration.  All 
of  which  shall  be  done  in  consequence  of  the  pure  womanly  traits,  general  loveliness  and  beauty  of  character  of  the  lady 
selected  to  receive  the  decoration. 


Ceremony  of  Conferring  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry. 

CHARACTERS. 

The  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant,  or  his  representative,  and  Staff;  three  Cantons,  with  three  Officers  (Captain, 
Lieutenant,  and  Ensign),  and  twenty-four  file,  each;  a  Sentinel;  a  Guard;  two  Standard-Bearers ;  a  Color  Sergeant;  a 
Banneret;  four  maidens  and  a  little  girl;  Trumpeters,  Drummers,  and  Band.  All,  however,  subject  to  modifications  as  the 
conditions  and  exigencies  of  each  ceremony  may  require. 

PROPERTIES. 

The  Commander's  tent  pitched  in  center  of  the  end  of  the  hall  farthest  from  entrance  door ;  two  other  tents  in  the 
back  ground,  one  to  the  right  and  one  to  the  left  of  the  Commander's ;  a  font  of  pure  water  to  the  left  front  of  the  Com- 
mander's tent,  and  a  table  near  the  entrance  to  hall.     (See  Plate  i.) 
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POSITIONS  OF  DRAMATIS  PERSONS. 

A  Sentinel  at  entrance  door  to  hall;  the  Commander  and  Staff  within  tent,  with  curtains  closed;  the  maidens  and  the 
little  girl  within  the  tent  to  the  right  of  the  Commander's;  Trumpeters,  Drummers,  and  Band  in  and  about  the  tent  to  the 
left  of  the  Commander's;  a  Guard  marching  upon  "  beat"  in  front  of  the  Commander's  tent;  the  Floor  Canton,  three  Officers 
and  twenty-four  file  drawn  up  in  line  at  a  carry,  right  resting  near  the  entrance  to  hall,  and  line  extending  toward  Com- 
mander's tent;  the  second  and  third  Cantons,  three  Officers  and  twenty-four  file  each,  formed  in  double  ranks,  at  in  place, 
rest,  on  the  right  and  left  of  the  Commander's  tent,  respectively,  with  right  of  both  Cantons  farthest  from  the  tent,  and  the 
Chevaliers  facing  to  the  front.  All,  however,  subject  to  modification,  conditioned  upon  the  number  of  characters  participating. 
(See  Plates  1  and  2.) 

THE   CONFERRING   OF   THE  DECORATION. 

[The  Chevalier-Candidate  enters  door  in  full  uniform.] 

Sentinel — Halt!    Who  comes  there ? 

Chevalier  (candidate  for  the  decoration) — A  friend;  a  Chevalier  selected  to  receive  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry. 

Sentinel  (calling  the  Captain  in  command  of  floor  Corps  or  Canton,  says:) — Sir,  this  Chevalier  reports  that  he  has 
been  selected  to  receive  the  decoration. 

Captain — Sir,  is  it  true  that  you  have  been  selected  to  receive  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry  ? 

Candidate — It  is. 

Captain— Sir,  you  will  let  me  examine  your  papers-patent  authorizing  the  conferring  of  the  decoration.  [The  Candidate 
exhibits  the  official  papers  appointing  him  to  receive  the  decoration,  which  the  Captain  examines  and  returns,  and  then  says:] 
Sir,  before  you  can  receive  the  decoration  you  must  pass  through  a  primary  ceremony,  which  will  be  fully  understood  as  you 
proceed.     Are  you  willing  to  advance? 

Candidate — I  am. 

Captain — Lieutenant,  assume  command  of  the  Canton. 

Lieutenant  (left  in  command  of  the  floor  Canton) — Rear  open  order,  march;  front;  front  rank,  about,  face;  rear 
rank,  cover,  files. 

Captain  (addressing  Candidate) — Then  disarm  and  uncover,  in  signification  of  trust  and  respect.  [The  Candidate 
surrenders  sword  and  chapeau  to  the  Captain,  who  places  them  upon  the  table.]  Thus  prepared,  I  will  accompany  and 
conduct  you  through  the  ceremony.      Lieutenant,  form  the  arch. 

Lieutenant — Cross,  swords. 

Captain — Advance,  friend,  and  pass  beneath  the  arch  of  humiliation.  Sir,  you  will  march  forward,  accompanied  by 
me,  and   pass   with   humility  beneath  this  arch  of  steel.     [Candidate  advances  with  head  bowed,  followed  by  the  Conductor, 
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uncovered,  and  with  head  also  bowed.  Having  passed  the  left  of  the  line,  the  Lieutenant  (left  in  command  of  the  Canton) 
brings  the  Chevaliers  to  a  carry,  and  the  Conductor  conducts  the  Candidate  to  the  font  of  pure  water  and  says  :]  (See  Plate  i.) 
Conductor  (addressing  Candidate) — Sir,  in  your  professed  humility,  it  is  fitting  that  you  should  wash  your  hands  in 
pure  water,  thereby  signifying  your  desire  to  cleanse  the  body  of  the  sins  born  in  the  flesh,  as  far  as  it  may  be  possible  for  a 
human  being  so  to  do.  [The  Candidate  washes  his  hands  and  wipes  them  on  a  perfectly  white  towel,  which,  having  been  done, 
the  Lieutenant  in  command  of  the  floor  Canton  commands :] 

Lieutenant — Front  rank,  about,  face  ;  close  order,  left  oblique,  march  ;  light  forward,  threes  right,  march  ;  column  left, 
march;  left  front  into  line,  double  time,  march;  Canton,  halt  ;  right,  dress;  front  ;  parade,  rest.  [The  Conductor  advances 
with  Candidate  from  water  font  to  a  position  in  front  of  the  Commander's  tent,  and  addresses  the  Guard  there  on  duty :]  (See 
Plates  i  and  2.)  ( 

Conductor — Guard  [both  saluting],  inform  an  Aide  that  a  Chevalier,  professing  humility,  and  outwardly  cleansed,  prays  an 
interview  with  the  Commander.  [The  Guard  (saluting)  advances  to  the  Commander's  tent,  and,  with  sword,  draws  back  the 
curtain,  displaying  the  Commander  and  Staff  seated  around  a  table.  An  Aide  rises,  and,  advancing  to  the  opening  of  the  tent, 
is  addressed  by  the  Guard  as  follows :] 

Guard  (saluting) — Sir,  an  Officer  having  in  charge  a  Chevalier,  outwardly  cleansed,  who  professes  humility,  is  without, 
and  prays  an  interview  with  the  Commander. 

Aide — I  will  communicate  your  information  to  the  Commander.  [The  Guard,  saluting  with  sword,  returns  to  position. 
The  Aide,  saluting  with  hand,  faces  about,  advances  and  communicates  the  information  received  to  the  Commander,  who  sends 
him  to  the  Officer  to  ascertain  what  he  specially  desires,  The  Aide,  again  facing  to  the  front,  and  advancing  to  the  opening  of 
the  tent,  thus  addresses  the  Conductor  :]    Sir,  what  would  you  with  the  General? 

Conductor — Sir,  this  Chevalier  in  humiliation  of  heart,  and  having  cleansed  the  flesh  to  the  utmost  extent  of  purification, 
allowing  for  the  frailties  of  human  nature,  and  having  been  properly  selected,  presents  himself,  determined  to  take  the  necessary 
obligation  to  obtain  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry. 

Aide  (addressing  Candidate) — Remain  here,  sir,  until  I  shall  acquaint  the  Commander  with  these  facts.  [The  Aide 
faces  about,  returns  to  the  Commander,  and  informs  him  of  the  purpose  of  the  Chevalier.  Upon  being  informed  of  such  detailed 
fact,  the  Commander  arises  and  goes  to  the  front  of  his  tent.  The  Staff  accompany  and  take  position  as  follows:  Adjutant- 
General,  Judge  Advocate-General,  and  Chaplain-General,  forming  three  paces  from  and  on  the  Commander's  left,  in  the 
order  named,  and  one  pace  to  the  rear  ;  the  remainder  of  the  Staff  forming  three  paces  to  the  rear  of  the  Commander,  and 
equidistant  on  his  left  and  right;  three  Guards-at-Arms  forming  three  paces  to  the  right  of  the  Commander,  and  on  a  line  with  the 
Adjutant-General  and  Chaplain-General.]     (See  Plate  2.) 

Commander  (addressing  Candidate) — Sir,  if  I  am  rightly  informed,  you  have  been  selected  to  receive  the  Decoration 
of  Chivalry;  but  before  you  can  receive  the  coveted  decoration,  you  must  take  the  obligation  thereunto  belonging.  Are  you 
willing  to  take  such  an  oath? 
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Candidate — I  am. 

Commander — Sir,  you  will  let  me  examine  your  papers-patent,  authorizing  the  conferring  of  the  decoration  upon  you. 
[Candidate  exhibits  papers,  which  the  Commander  examines  and  returns,  and  then  commands :]  Guards,  Officers,  Banners, 
Flags,  Assistants,  post.  [Whereupon  the  Captain-Conductor  returns  to,  and  assumes  command  of,  the  floor  Canton.  The 
Captains  in  command  of  the  Cantons  to  the  right  and  left  of  the  Commander's  tent,  command  :  Attention;  carry,  swords; 
Captain  of  the  right  Canton,  left  half-wheel,  march  ;  Captain  of  the  left  Canton,  right  half-wheel,  march.  The  movements 
having  been  made  simultaneously,  and  the  Cantons  having  marched  to  the  proper  position,  both  Captains  will  command 
halt,  and  dress  their  Commands.] 

[The  first  Standard-Bearer  will  march  to,  and  take  position  on  the  right  of  the  second  Canton,  on  the  line  of  the  front  rank 
three  paces  from  the  right  file ;  and  the  second  Standard-Bearer  will  march  to,  and  take  position  on  the  left  of  the  third  Canton, 
on  the  line  of  the  front  rank  three  paces  from  the  left  file ;  and  both  display  banners  to  the  front,facing  the  first  or  floor  Canton.] 

[The  Color  Sergeant  will  march  to,  and  take  position  one  pace  to  the  right  of  the  Adjutant-General,  and  on  line  with  the 
three  Staff  Officers,  and  display  the  P.  M.  Colors;  and  three  kettle  drummers  will  march  to,  and  take  position  two  paces  to  the 
left  of  and  on  the  line  of  the  Staff  in  rear  center.] 

[The  Banneret  will  march  to,  and  take  position  one  pace  to  the  left  of  and  on  line  with  the  Trumpeters;  and  three 
Guards-at-Arms  will  form  two  paces  to  the  right  of  and  on  line  of  the  Staff  in  rear  center.] 

[The  little  girl  will  take  position  immediately  in  front  of  the  Judge  Advocate-General,  and  the  four  maidens  (called  Lady- 
Assistants)  will  take  position,  two  to  the  right  front  and  two  to  the  left  front,  three  paces  from  the  Commander,  and  on  lines  parallel 
with  the  fronts  of  the  second  and  third  Cantons,  respectively.  The  Band  will  take  position  in  rear  center,  three  paces  behind  Staff, 
flanked  with  the  U.  S.  Colors  on  the  right,  the  Canadian  Colors  on  the  left,  and  the  Colors  of  the  other  countries,  con- 
taining Patriarchs  Militant,  appropriately  displayed.] 

Commander  (addressing  Candidate) — Sir,  you  will  kneel  upon  your  right  knee,  place  your  left  hand  upon  the  Bible 
(which  has  been  laid  open  on  a  drum  before  him),  uplift  your  right  hand,  give  your  name  and  title,  and  repeat  the  following 
obligation : 

Captain  (in  command  of  first  or  floor  Canton) — Attention;  carry,  swords. 

First,  second,  and  third  Captains   (Officers  in  command  of  the  three  Cantons) — Order,  swords;  un-cover. 

OBLIGA  TION. 

I, , ,  with  my  approved  free  will  and  accord,  before  these  living,  noble  witnesses,  do  thus  voluntarily 

promise  and  obligate  myself:  To  defend  maidens,  wives,  widows,  and  orphans  in  their  rights;  to  relieve  the  distressed;  to 
permit  no  extortion,  so  far  as  I  may  be  able  to  prevent  it ;  to  support  those  who  are  weak  and  powerless  to  maintain  their  rights, 
and  to  administer  justice  to  the  advancement  of  honor  and  the  suppression  of  vice.    All  of  which  I,  in  this  presence,  do  avow  it 
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my  purpose  and  intention  to  perform,  to  the  uttermost  bounds  of  human  ability,  under  penalty  which  shall  be  no  less  than  deg- 
radation caused  by  the  loss  of  my  personal  and  military  honor. 

Commander — Officers  and  Chevaliers,  attest! 

Officers  (in  command  of  the  three  Cantons) — Re-cover  ;  carry,  swords. 

Captain  (of  first  Canton) — Advance,  swords. 

Lieutenants  (of  second  and  third  Cantons) — Front  rank,  thrust,  swords.   [■    Given  simultaneously. 

Ensigns  (of  second  and  third  Cantons) — Rear  rank,  advance,  swords. 

All  (Officers  and  Chevaliers) — The  oath!    The  oath! !     Remember  the  oath! ! ! 

{LONG  ROLL   OF  KETTLE  BRUMS.] 

Officers  (in  command  of  three  Cantons) — Carry,  swords. 

CHARGES    BY    LADY-ASSISTANTS. 

[The  four  ladies  should,  if  possible,  be  Daughters  of  Rebekah,  and  dressed  appropriately  in  white,  with  black  velvet, 
gold-embroidered  shoulder  capes  faced  with  scarlet  silk  and  bearing  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry.] 

First  Lady  (on  the  left  of,  and  nearest  to,  the  Commander,  stepping  forward  and  addressing  the  kneeling  Candidate) — Sir,  I, 
as  a  weak  woman,  do  commend  your  fortitude  and  noble  purposes,  and  do  beseech  you  to  go  on  in  the  chivalrous  work  you  have 
delineated ;  and  further,  do  thus  with  feeble  hands  press  a  golden  spur  upon  the  heel  of  your  right  foot  [she  presses  a  spring  spur 
on  his  right  heel],  thereby  giving  the  instrument  of  coercion  to  the  strongest  member  of  the  human  frame,  indicating  that  neither 
time  nor  opportunity  should  be  lost  in  the  carrying  out  of  your  avowed  purposes  for  good. 

Commander — Arise.     [The  Chevalier  arises,  and  the  first  lady  resumes  her  position.] 

Second  Lady  (on  the  right  of,  and  nearest  to,  the  Commander,  advances  with  the  Chevalier's  sword,  and  says  :) — Receive, 
sir,  this  your  sword,  the  arm  of  your  chivalrous  Degree ;  unsheath  it  only  in  the  right,  and  use  it  in  defense  and  maintenance 
of  the  principles  you  have  upon  this  occasion  voluntarily  espoused,  never  forgetting  to  grant  honorable  quarter  to  those  whom 
you  find  are  no  longer  able  to  defend  themselves.     [The  second  lady  retires  to  her  station.] 

Third  Lady  (on  the  left  of,  and  farthest  from,  the  Commander,  advancing  and  addressing  the  Candidate :) — Receive, 
sir,  this  steel  gauntlet,  as  a  type  of  firmness,  which  most  highly  becomes  a  Chevalier  of  your  soldierly  bearing.  Be  ever  firm 
and  true  as  steel  to  the  obligation  you  have  voluntarily  taken ;  and,  under  your  iron  rule,  forget  not,  in  the  administration  of  justice, 
to  exercise  mercy,  as  you  in  turn  shall  expect  to  receive  it.     [The  third  lady  returns  to  her  position.] 

Fourth  Lady  (on  the  right  of,  and  farthest  from,  the  Commander,  advancing  and  addressing  Candidate  :) — Receive,  sir, 
this  silken  glove  of  white,  symbolizing  that,  howsoever  bold  and  firm  may  be  your  military  life,  you  should  never  forget  first  to 
endeavor  to  administer  justice  by  kindness  and  gentleness,  and  resort  to  arms,  only,  when  compelled  to  enforce  a  right  which 
can  not  otherwise  be  obtained.  You  also  do  know  that  "  such  duty  as  the  subject  owes  the  prince,  even  such  a  woman  oweth 
her  husband,"  and,  in  turn  for  the  homage,  it  is  but  proper  and  right  that  such  prowess  as  you  shall  exercise  in  defense  of  your 
good  name  should  in  courtesy  and  honor  be  used  in  protecting  the  rights  of  weak  women,  even  as  you  would   for  your  mother, 
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sister,  wife,  and  daughter.  [Elevating  her  right  arm.]  Remember!  Remember!!  Remember!!!  [Thefourthladyretak.es 
position.] 

Commander — Sir,  be  bold,  be  just,  and  fear  not;  and  know  now  and  forever,  that  so  long  as  you  are  true  to  the 
principles  you  have  so  openly  affirmed,  and  to  the  obligation  you  have  voluntarily  assumed,  you  will  receive  the  honorable 
regard  of  your  fellowmen,  and,  far  more  desirable,  the  conscious  respect  of  your  own  self;  failing  to  comply  with  your  obli- 
gations, your  coercive  spurs  will  be  stricken  from  your  heels  in  disgrace,  and  you  will  be  regarded  a  dishonored  Chevalier  and 
an  apostate  man.  Entertaining  a  belief  that  you  will  practice  the  lessons  taught  by  these  charges  as  based  upon  the  oath  you 
have  taken  [Officers  in  command  of  Cantons — Present,  swords],  I  now,  as  [or  the  representative  of]  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs 
Militant,  do  proclaim  and  pronounce  you  a  proper  Chevalier  to  receive  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry.  [Triple  flourish  of  trumpets.] 

Officers  (in  command  of  Cantons) — Carry,  swords.  $ 

Commander — Sir,  as  an  outward  emblem  of  your  noble  degree,  of  the  high  moral  character  you  have  publicly  assumed, 
and  the  duties  under  voluntary  obligation  espoused,  I  would  now  bestow  upon  you  a  fitting  decoration.  [Turning  to  and  addressing 
Adjutant-General,  both  saluting.]  Sir,  have  you  prepared  a  proper  jewel  to  be  bestowed  upon  this  good  Chevalier,  as  a  decora- 
tion and  appropriate  testimonial  of  his  chivalrous  worth  ? 

Adjutant-General  (addressing  Commander  and  saluting)  -  General,  I  have  prepared  this  jewel  [exhibiting  it],  an 
emblematic  decoration  suspended  from  a  brilliant  representation  of  light,  typical  of  the  age  of  civilized  chivalry,  embodying 
enlightenment  and  justice,  being  a  white  cross  of  ancient  design,  having  mounted  upon  the  face  a  scarlet  heart,  and  bearing  a 
golden  crown;  and  inscribed  upon  the  back,  the  motto  of  action,  ''  Be  just,  merciful,  honorable,  and  brave."  The  interpreta- 
tion of  all  of  which  is:  The  enameled  whiteness  representing  the  purity  upon  which,  as  a  basis,  all  justice  is  built;  the 
scarlet  heart,  representing  the  heart  of  man,  from  which  flows  the  fountain  of  mercy ;  the  golden  crown  being  indicative  of 
the  crowning  virtue,  honor,  when  practiced  with  the  moral  courage  and  bravery  to  defend  helpless  women,  and  not  oppress 
the  weak. 

Commander —Judge  Advocate-General  [both  saluting],  sir,  it  is  fitting  that  such  a  decoration  should  be  placed  upon 
the  bosom,  containing  a  noble  heart,  by  pure  hands. 

Judge  Advocate  General  (saluting  Commander) — General,  anticipating  your  purpose,  I  sought  of  her  mother  this  little 
girl,  who,  in  her  purity  and  infancy,  is  a  type  of  loveliness  and  innocence,  and  I  present  her  as  one  unsullied  and  maidenly  pure, 
and  ask  that  she,  as  the  Maid  of  Honor,  shall  place  the  decoration. 

Commander  (addressing  Candidate) — Sir,  you  will  kneel.  [And  leading  the  child  to  the  kneeling  Chevalier,  gives  her 
the  jewel,  and,  assisting  her  to  pin  it  on  the  left  breast  of  the  Candidate,  says :] 

Commander — I  now,  by  the  hands  of  innocence  and  purity  of  this  maid,  thus  invest  you  with  the  badge  decoration  you 
are  entitled  to  wear.  Be  brave,  be  chivalrous,  be  just,  be  merciful,  be  true,  be  happy.  [Addressing  Chaplain-General,  both 
saluting.]  Sir,  at  this  point,  it  is  fitting  that  you  invoke  Divine  blessing.  [The  Chaplain-General  steps  forward,  and  the 
Commandants  of  Cantons  command  :     Order,  swords  ;  un-cover  ;  bow.] 
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PRATER. 


Chaplain-General — Great  Commander  of  all  men,  Sovereign  of  the  universe,  extend  Thy  helping  hand  to  this  suppliant 
Chevalier ;  aid  and  assist  him  in  the  chivalrous  and  righteous  work  he  has  undertaken,  and  give  him,  O  God,  the  strength  and 
power  to  keep  the  obligations  he  has  voluntarily  assumed.  Possess  him  with  the  courage  to  advance  the  right  with  a  strong 
arm  and  conscientious  heart,  and  so  let  him  live  as  to  enjoy  the  blessings  of  Thy  creation,  and  obtain  the  glories  of  the  un- 
fathomable hereafter.

The  Conferring  of  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry  upon  a  I^adtj. 

[The  lady,  a  Daughter  of  Rebekah  or  the  wife  of  a  Chevalier,  the  candidate  for  the  decoration,  should  be  accompanied 
by  a  Chevalier  as  escort,  and  will  be  received  at  the  entrance  to  the  hall  as  follows :] 

Sentinel — Halt!     Who  comes  there  ? 

Chevalier-Escort — A  friend,  with  a  lady,  a  Daughter  of  Rebekah.  [or,  the  wife  of  a  Chevalier]. 

Sentinel — Advance,  friend,  and  explain  her  purpose. 

Chevalier-Escort  (advancing) — She  has  been  selected  to  receive  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry. 

Sentinel  (turning  toward,  saluting,  and  addressing  the  Commandant  of  the  first  or  floor  Canton,  says  :) — Captain,  this 
lady,  by  word  of  her  Chevalier-Escort,  has  been  selected  to  receive  the  decoration. 

Captain  (advancing,  saluting  with  hand,  and  uncovering  says :)  —Sister,  is  it  true  that  you  have  been  selected  to  receive 
the  Decoration  of  Chivalry  ? 

Lady-Candidate — It  is,  and  here  are  the  papers-patent  setting  forth  the  fact. 
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Captain  (receiving  and  examining  the  documents,  returns  them  and  says :) — Sister,  you  will  uncover  and  accompany  me. 
Lieutenant,  assume  command  of  the  Canton  and  prepare  to  extend  honors  to  a  Daughter  of  Rebekah  [or,  the  wife  of  a  Chevalier], 
who  has  been  designated  to  receive  the  Decoration  of  Chivalry.  [The  lady  removes  her  bonnet  and  it  is  placed  upon  the  table, 
and  while  it  is  being  done  the  Lieutenant  commands :] 

Lieutenant — Rear  open  order  [the  guides  step  six  paces  to  the  rear],  march;  front;  front  rank,  about,  face;  rear  rank, 
cover,  files. 

Captain  (addressing  Lady-Candidate,  says :) — Sister,  I  will  now  relieve  your  escort,  and  will  myself  protect  and  conduct 
you  through  the  ceremony. 

Lieutenant — Present,  swords  ;  carry,  swords  ;  order,  swords  ;  remain  kneeling,  ground,  swords  [at  ground,  each 
Chevalier  will  with  right  hand  turn  the  sword  flat  to  the  front;  and  at  swords,  will  step  with  left  foot  one  pace  to  the  front  and 
kneel  upon  the  right  knee;  lay  the  sword  upon  the  ground  with  right  hand,  point  resting  where  it  was  placed  at  order  swords, 
the  blade  being  perpendicular  to  the  line  of  the  rank  of  which  he  is  a  file;  and  drop  the  hand  to  the  side];  uncover. 

Captain — Advance,  sister;  I  follow.  [They  pass  between  the.  ranks  of  kneeling  Chevaliers,  and,  passing  the  left 
of  the  line,  march  to  the  font  of  pure  water,  whereupon  the  Lieutenant  commands :] 

Lieutenant — Re-cover;  take,  swords  [at  take,  each  Chevalier  will  reach  forward  the  right  arm,  and  with  right  hand 
grasp  the  hilt  of  the  sword ;  at  swords,  he  will  arise,  bring  left  foot  into  line,  heel  touching  the  heel  of  the  right  foot,  with 
sword  at  an  order];  carry,  swords;  front  rank,  about,  face;  rear  rank,  close  order,  left  oblique,  march  ;  right  forward, 
threes  right,  march;  column  left,  march;  left  front  into  line,  double  time,  march;  Canton,  halt;  right,  dress;  front;  parade, 
rest.     (See  Plate  i.) 

Conductor  (addressing  Lady-Candidate,  says :) — Sister,  you  have  received  the  military  honors  in  the  present,  swords  ; 
and  you  have  witnessed  the  chivalrous  devotion  of  Patriarchs  Militant  to  your  sex  in  the  grounding  of  their  arms  and  kneeling 
un-covered  as  you  passed  between  the  ranks,  thereby  indicating  through  such  acts  your  privilege  to  command  protection  in  all 
your  rights;  and  now,  in  turn,  it  is  fitting  that  you  should  wash  your  hands  in  pure  water,  thereby  signifying  your  desire  to 
cleanse  the  body  of  the  sins  born  in  the  flesh,  and  of  the  pure  purpose  to  which  you  shall  devote  your  future  life.  The  Lady- 
Candidate  washes  her  hands  and  wipes  them  on  a  perfectly  white  towel,  which  having  been  done  the  Conductor  advances  with 
her  from  the  water  font  to  a  position  in  front  of  the  Commander's  tent,  and  addresses  the  Guard  there  on  duty  :] 

Conductor — Guard  [both  saluting],  inform  an  Aide  that  a  lady,  a  daughter  of  Rebekah  [or,  the  wife  of  a  Chevalier], 
professing  purity  of  purpose  and  outwardly  cleansed,  prays  an  interview  with  the  Commander.  [Guard,  saluting,  advances  to 
the  Commander's  tent,  and  with  sword  draws  back  the  curtain,  displaying  the  Commander  and  Staff  seated  around  a  table ;  an 
Aide  arises,  and,  advancing  to  the  opening  of  the  tent,  is  addressed  by  the  Guard  as  follows :] 

Guard  (saluting) — Sir,  an  officer  escorting  a  lady,  outwardly  cleansed  and  professing  purity  of  purpose,  is  without  and 
prays  an  interview  with  the  Commander.  [Guard,  saluting  with  sword,  returns  to  position.  The  Aide,  saluting  with  hand, 
faces  about,  advances  and  communicates  the  information  received  to  the  Commander,  who,  learning  that  a  lady,  with  an  officer 
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attendant,  is  in  waiting,  goes  in  person  to  ascertain  the  object  of  her  visit,  and  upon  arriving  in  front  of  his  tent,  followed  by 
the  Staff,  which  takes  position  as  in  the  conferring  of  the  decoration  upon  a  Chevalier,  says:] 

Commander — Captain,  to  what  good  fortune  am  I  indebted  for  this  lovely  visitation  ? 

Captain — General,  this  lady,  a  Daughter  of  Rebekah  [or,  the  wife  of  a  Chevalier],  has  been  designated  to  receive  the 
Decoration  of  Chivalry,  and  here  are  her  papers-patent.  [Receiving  the  documents  from  the  Lady-Candidate  and  handing 
them  to  the  Commander, who  examines  and  returns  them,  and  says:] 

Commander — Sister,  your  documents  sustain  your  statements;  but  before  I  can  confer  upon  you  the  decoration,  you  must 
take  the  obligation  thereunto  belonging  for  a  Daughter  of  Rebekah  [or,  the  wife  of  a  Chevalier].  Are  you  willing  to  take  such 
an  oath  ? 

Lady-Candidate — lam.  » 

Commander — Guards,  Officers,  Banners,  Flags,  Assistants,  post.  [Whereupon  the  Captain-Conductor  returns  to,  and  assumes 
command  of,  the  floor  Canton.  The  Captains  in  Command  of  the  Cantons  to  the  right  and  left  of  the  Commander's  tent,  com- 
mand:  Attention;  carry,  swords;  Captain  of  the  right  Canton,  left  half-wheel,  march;  Captain  of  left  Canton,  right  half- 
wheel,  march.  The  movements  having  been  made  simultaneously,  and  the  Cantons  having  marched  to  their  proper  positions, 
both  Captains  will  command,  halt,  and  dress  their  Commands.] 

[The  first  Standard-Bearer  will  march  to,  and  take  position  on  the  right  of  the  second  Canton,  on  the  line  of  the  front 
rank  three  paces  from  the  right  file  ;  and  the  second  Standard-Bearer  will  march  to,  and  take  position  on  the  left  of  the  third 
Canton,  on  the  line  of  the  front  rank  three  paces  from  the  left  file  ;  and  both  display  banners  to  the  front  facing  the  first  or  floor 
Canton] 

[The  Color  Sergeant  will  march  to,  and  take  position,  one  pace  to  the  right  of  the  Adjutant-General,  and  on  line  with  the 
three  Staff  Officers,  and  display  the  P.  M.  Colors ;  and  three  kettle  drummers  will  march  to,  and  take  position,  two  paces  to  the 
left  of  and  on  the  line  of  the  Staff  in  rear  center.] 

[The  Banneret  will  march  to,  and  take  position  one  pace  to  the  left  of  and  on  line  with  the  Trumpeters;  and  three 
Guards-at-Arms  will  form  two  paces  to  the  right  of  and  on  line  of  the  Staff  in  rear  center.] 

[The  little  girl  will  take  position  immediately  in  front  of  the  Judge  Advocate-General,  and  the  four  maidens  (  called  Lady 
Assistants )  will  take  positions,  two  to  the  right  front  and  two  to  the  left  front,  three  paces  from  the  Commander,  and  on  lines 
parallel  with  the  fronts  of  the  second  and  third  Cantons,  respectively.  The  Band  will  take  position  in  the  rear  center,  three  paces 
behind  the  Staff,  flanked  with  the  U.  S.  Colors  on  the  right,  the  Canadian  Colors  on  the  left,  and  the  Colors  of  the  other 
countries,  containing  Patriarchs  Militant,  appropriately  displayed.] 

Commander  (  addressing  Candidate ) — Sister,  you  will  kneel  upon  your  right  knee,  place  your  left  hand  upon  the  Bible 
[which  has  been  laid  open  on  a  drum  before  her,]  uplift  your  right  hand,  say  I,  pronounce  your  name,  and  repeat  the  following 
obligation:

The  First  Conference  of  the  Decoration. 

'  At  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Headquarters,  the  Albany  Hotel,  in  Denver,  Colorado,  on  the  evening  of  September  24,  1887, 
in  the  presence  of  the  Grand  Sire  and  a  goodly  number  of  Grand  Representatives  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  Officers  of 
the  Army  of  Patriarchs  Militant,  and  ladies  (their  wives,  daughters,  and  visitors),  Lieutenant-General  John  C.  Underwood, 
Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant,  conferred  the  Grand  Decoration  of  Chivalry  upon  Brigadier  Jas.  B.  Nicholson,  P.  G.  S., 
of  Pennsylvania. 

Colonel  Wm.  S.  Frost  (A.  A.  G.,  Commander's  Staff),  of  Lynn,  Massachusetts,  officiated  as  Adjutant  General;  the 
Lady-Assistants  were  Misses  Eva  Wilson,  Lottie  T.  Hobbs,  and  Mattie  Vaughn,  all  of  Paducah,  Kentucky;  and  the  Maid  of 
Honor  was  the  beautiful  little  daughter  of  Colonel  A.  J.  Woodbury  (A.  D.  C,  Commander's  Staff),  of  Denver,  Colorado. 

The  interest  in  the  ceremony  culminated  in  the  pinning  of  the  jewel  upon  the  breast  of  the  kneeling  knight  by  little 
Addie  Woodbury,  and  the  kissing  of  the  child  by  the  decorated  Chevalier,  all  of  which  was  received  with  enthusiastic  applause. 

The  jewel,  the  grand  decoration  presented  by  the  Commander  to  Brigadier  Nicholson,  was  wrought  in  pure  gold  and 
fine  enamel,  being  a  badge  decoration  worthy  of  the  recipient.

[Compiled  from  the  original  Organization,  subsequent  Enactments  of  the  Military  Council  and  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  and  the 
approved  Acts  of  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant.} 


INTRODUCTORY. 

The  Degree  of  Patriarchs  Militant  shall  be  based  upon  the  principle  of  universal  justice  (justilia  universalis),  and  the 
doctrine  of  rights  shall  be  advocated  by  peaceful  methods,  but,  if  necessary,  shall  be  defended  with  exerise  of  force— pax  aut 
bellum.     The  charge  to  the  candidate,  prior  to  enrollment,  must  embrace  the  above  ideas,  enlarged  and  beautified. 

This  degree  is  intended  to  be  purely  military  and  for  purposes  of  display,  and  all  civic  matters  affecting  its  members  must 
and  can  only  be  arranged  through  the  Encampment  Branch  of  the  Order. 

The  membership  shall  be  based  upon  good  standing  in  the  Subordinate  Lodge  and  Encampment  of  the  L  O.  O.  F.;  and 
no  other  requirement  shall  be  exacted  of  an  applicant  for  membership. 

ORGANIZATION. 

The  unit  of  the  organization  of  the  Degree  shall  be  the  "  Canton,"  which  shall  consist  of  at  least  fifteen  (15)  members, 
who  shall  be  designated  Chevaliers. 

The  Cantons  throughout  the  world  shall  be  organized  into  an  Army,  with  its  various  gradations  of  Corps,  having 
appropriate  staffs  and  suitable  officers  commanding. 

CONSTRUCTION    OF    THE    ARMY. 
The  Cantons  throughout  the  world  shall  be  organized  into  Battalions,  Regiments,  Brigades,  Divisions,  Army  Corps,  and 

an  Army. 

Four  Cantons  shall  constitute  a  Battalion.  A  Regiment  shall  consist  of  twelve  Cantons  organized  into  three  Battalions. 
Three  Regiments  shall  form  a  Brigade.  Three  Brigades  shall  make  a  Division.  Two  or  more  Divisions  shall  constitute  an 
Army  Corps  (number  limited  to  four  in  the  United  States  and  Canada),  and  the  Army  shall  embrace  the  entire  rank  and  file 
of  the  Patriarchs  Militant. 
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RANK    AND    PRECEDENCE. 

GRADE. 

The  "  Grand  Sire"  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  0.  O.  F.  shall  be  ex  officio  the  Commander-in-Chief.

Cantons  shall  take  rank  in  battalion  line  according  to  the  age  of  organization  ;  Battalions  in  regimental  line  according  to 
date  of  separate  formation  ;  Regiments  in  brigades  according  to  the  dates  of  the  Colonels'  commissions  ;  Brigades  in  line  in 
division  formation  by  assignment  of  the  division  Commander,  and  Divisions  and  Corps  in  the  Army  per  order  of  the  Lieutenant- 
General. 

The  organization  of  the  Army  is  based  upon  the  approved  European  system,  and  the  battalion  is  made  the  unit  for  large 
bodies.  Cantons  are  thrown  into  particular  battalions  because  of  jocal  reasons,  the  distance  which  separates  them,  the  ease  with 
which  they  can  be  brought  together,  the  congeniality  of  the  members  of  the  different  bodies,  etc.,  being  considered,  and  Nos.  1, 
5,  13,  and  40  may  be  in  the  same  battalion.  Battalions  form  in  regimental  organization  as  follows  :  The  first  battalion  on  the 
right  of  the  line,  the  second  battalion  next  to  the  first,  and  third  battalion  next  to  the  second  ;  and  where  there  is  a  fourth  bat- 
talion temporarily  assigned  to  the  regiment,  it  will  form  next  to  the  third  at  left  of  the  line.  Regiments  take  precedence  in 
brigade  formations  according  to  dates  of  their  Colonels'  commissions.

MANNER   OF   ADDRESSING   AND   REFERRING  TO   OFFICERS. 

Spoken  to  in  person,  the  Lieutenant-General  must  be  addressed  as  "  General;"  being  referred  to,  as  the  "Commander." 
All  other  officers  must  be  addressed  in  person  by  their  titles  of  military  rank ;  being  referred  to,  the  Colonel  of  a  Regiment 
must  be  mentioned  as  the  Colonel  Commanding;  the  Captain  of  a  Canton,  as  the  Commandant,  etc.  In  speaking  to  Bodies, 
they  must  be  addressed  as  "  Chevaliers." 

TITRM   OF   HORSE. 

The  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant  may  cause  to  be  organized  a  mounted  command  of  retired  Officers,  and  design 
for  such  a  Body  a  distinctive  mark  in  uniform  and  arms,  appropriate  for  a  mounted  command. 

In  consequence  of  the  nominal  rate  of  $2.00,  fixed  as  a  standard  fee  for  the  issuing  of  retired  commissions  to  officers  of 
all  grades,  it  is  deemed  advisable  to  authorize  the  organization  of  a  mounted  command  of  retired  Officers,  to  be  mainly  used  for 
escort  duty,  and  the  unit  of  which  shall  be  designated  a  "  Turm  of  Horse,"  be  divided  into  two  Troops  and  four  Platoons,  and 
consist  in  maximum  strength  of  ninety-six  Cavaliers  and  seven  Officers. 
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Since  the  retired  Officers,  the  file  Cavaliers  constituting  a  "Turm  of  Horse,"  will  each  hold  past  rank  as  Captain  and 
upward  the  Officers  of  such  command  shall  consist  of  a  Colonel,  the  Commandant ;  two  Lieutenant-Colonels,  in  command  of 
the  ist  and  2d  Troops;  four  Majors,  in  command  of  the  1st,  2d,  3d,  and  4th  Platoons,  and  the. seven  Officers  shall  have  issued 
to  them  live  commissions  designating  their  rank  and  command. 

The  "Turm  of  Horse,"  a  Troop  or  Platoon  thereof,  shall  be  drilled  in  the  simpler  movements  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant 
Tactics,  suitably  changed  and  adapted  for  Cavaliers. 

In  forming  the  "Turm"  in  line,  the  Platoons  will  form  from  right  to  left,  with  the  Majors  upon  the  right  of  their  Pla- 
toons respectively,  and  the  Lieutenant-Colonels  as  guides  on  the  right  and  left  of  the  line.  In  forming  column  of  Troops, 
right 'in  front  the  Majors  of  the  ist  and  2d  Platoons  will  act  as  right  and  left  guides  of  the  ist  Troop,  under  command  of  the 
senior  Lieutenant-Colonel,  and  the  Majors  of  the  3d  and  4th  Platoons  will  act  as  the  right  and  left  guides  of  the  2d  Troop,  under 
command  of  the  junior  Lieutenant-Colonel.  In  forming  column  of  Platoons,  right  in  front,  the  Majors  will  command  their 
Platoons,  respectively,  and  the  Lieutenant-Colonels  will  take  position  upon  the  left  of  their  Troops,  opposite  the  ist  and  3d 

Platoons,  respectively.  .  .. 

Past  Officers  organized  as  a  "Turm  of  Horse"  may  hold  membership  in  Cantons,  regardless  of  location,  and  will  not 
be  required  to  turn  out  and  drill,  as  Chevaliers  in  the  line,  with  their  Cantons;  but  will  be  required  to  attend  practice  and 
mounted  drills  of  their  Platoons,  Troops,  and  the  "Turm  of  Horse "  to  which  they  belong. 

Officers  of  a  "Turm  of  Horse,"  when  mounted,  shall  carry  lances  resting  in  the  stirrup-sockets  and  extending  upward 
back  of  their  right  shoulders,  and  use  swords  only  as  arms;  file  Cavaliers,  when  mounted,  will  use  swords  or  lances  in  obedi- 
ence to  orders  and  at  the  command,  "Carry,  lances,"  will,  with  right  hands,  hold  the  lances  erect  resting  in  st.rrup-sockets; 
being  at  a  carry,  at  the  command,  "  With  lances,  charge,"  the  lances  will  be  brought  to  a  horizontal  position,  staffs  pressed 
firmly  to  sides  with  right  elbows,  bodies  leaning  forward;  being  at  a  charge,  at  the  command,  "Carry,  lances,"  the  bodies  will 
resume  position,  and  lances  be  held  erect  resting  in  the  stirrup-sockets ;  being  at  a  carry,  at  the  command,  "Rest,  lances,  the 
lances  will  be  fastened  to  the  shoulder  cords.     The  foregoing  skeleton  manual  will,  for  the  present,  answer  all  necessary  purposes. 

CANTONS. 
WARRANTS  for. 
The  Warrants  for  Cantons  shall  be  applied  for  through  the  Department  Commander,  if  there  be  one,  and  shall  be  rec- 
ommended by  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  jurisdiction,  if  in  session  at  the  time  of  application ;  otherwise,  to  be  certified 
by  the  Board  of  Grand  Officers,  if  there  be  such  a  Board,  and  if  not,  by  the  Grand  Patriarch  of  the  jurisdiction,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Grand  Encampment  when  convened.  Such  applications  must  be  made  to  the  Lieutenant-General,  and  all  War- 
rants shall  issue  in  the  name  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  be  signed  by  the  Lieutenant-General,  and  attested  by  the  Adjutant- 
General,  and  approved  by  the  Grand  Encampment  of  the  jurisdiction  in  which  the  Canton  is  located,  at  its  first  session  after  the 
issue  of  Warrants. 
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Whenever  fifteen  Patriarchs  of  the  Royal  Purple  Degree  make  application  for  a  Warrant  authorizing  the  formation  of  a 
Canton,  the  Lieutenant-General  shall  select  a  competent  officer  through  the  Department  Commander  or  the  Grand  Patriarch, 
and  commission  him  with  authority  to  muster  the  applicants  into  the  service  and  enroll  their  names  upon  the  roster  of  the  pro- 
posed Canton.  This  having  been  done  the  mustering  Officer  shall  hold  an  election  for  Officers  of  the  new  Canton,  whereupon 
nominations  for  the  various  positions  shall  be  made,  and,  by  ballot-vote,  a  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  determine  the  Officers 
for  the  respective  elective  positions. 

Commanders  of  Departments  are,  as  it  were,  recruiting  Officers,  and  must  approve  and  cause  all  applications  for  Warrants 
to  establish  Cantons  to  be  properly  certified  to,  as  to  the  rank  and  standing  of  the  applicants,  by  the  Board  of  Grand  Officers, 
if  there  be  such  a  Board,  otherwise  by  the  Grand  Patriarch  pf  the  jurisdiction,  and  approve  the  same  and  forward  with  lawful 
fees  to  Army  Headquarters.  In  cases  where  the  Commanders  of  Departments  disapprove  applications  and  object  to  the  issuing 
of  Warrants,  they  must  set  forth  fully  in  writing  the  reasons  for  withholding  their  approval,  that  the  Commander  may  be  fully 
advised  in  the  premises. 

Applications  for  Warrants  to  establish  Cantons,  P.  M.,  must  be  accompanied  by  either  a  type-written  or  printed  roster  of 
charter  names,  otherwise  the  Warrant  can  not  be  engrossed — owing  to  the  difficulty  of  deciphering  strange  signatures  correctly; 
and  Commanders  of  Departments,  through  whose  hands  such  applications  pass,  must  see  that  they  are  accompanied  by  perfectly 
legible  rosters  of  applicants. 

GRAND. 

When  the  membership  of  a  Canton  shall  have  reached  90,  the  body  shall  be  termed  a  Grand  Canton,  and  the 
members  enrolled  after  the  first  sixty-three  (63)  shall  elect  a  second  set  of  officers — Captain.  Lieutenant,  Ensign,  etc. — thus 
making  two  Cantons,  which  shall  have  two  separate  military  organizations,  but  be  banded  together  under  the  Warrant  for 
a  Grand  Canton.  The  senior  Captain  shall  be  Commandant  of  the  Grand  Canton.  His  Canton  shall  take  precedence  in 
parades,  and  he  shall  command  when  the  body  is  turned  out  as  a  Grand  Canton ;  and  no  Grand  Canton  shall  parade  with  less 
than  27  Chevaliers  rank  and  file  in  each  Canton.  Should  the  Grand  Canton  number  several  hundred  members,  then  each  63 
members,  and  fraction  of  27  or  over,  shall  elect  a  Captain,  Lieutenant,  and  Ensign,  etc.,  who  shall  take  precedence  according 
to  date  of  commission.  Should  the  Grand  Canton  contain  a  sufficient  membership  to  make  three  Cantons  of  63  members  each, 
and  start  the  fourth  Canton  with  27  members  (216  in  all),  then  it  shall  be  organized  as  a  Battalion,  and  the  commissioned 
officers  shall  elect  a  Major,  who  shall  be  the  Commandant  of  the  Grand  Canton,  This  may  continue  up  to  a  Grand  Canton, 
comprising  12  Cantons,  and  be  organized  into  a  Regiment,  with  the  Colonel  as  Commandant  of  the  Grand  Canton,  and  the 
several  Captains  as  Commandants  of  their  respective  Cantons.  During  the  Provisional  Period,  Grand  Cantons  may  be  organ- 
ized and  started  with  fifty-one  (51)  members,  rank  and  file,  in  each  complete  component  Canton,  with  the  privilege  of  increasing 
such  membership  to  the  maximum  limit — 63. 

There  shall  be  issued  a  special  Warrant  authorizing  a  Grand  Canton,  and,  when  desired,  regular  Warrants  for  each  Canton 
comprising  such  Grand  Canton.

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ORGANIC    REGULATIONS    AND    BY-LAWS   FOR. 

The  Organic  Regulations  for  Cantons  are  obligatory  to  the  letter.  The  general  By-Laws  for  Cantons  may  be  modified 
to  suit  particular  cases  and  localities,  and  in  such  instances  they  must  be  forwarded  to  the  Lieulenant-General  for  approval, 
and  will  not  go  into  effect  until  they  are  approved  by  such  Commander. 

(The  Organic  Regulations  and  general  By-Laws  for  Cantons  are  published  in  pamphlet  form,  and  therefore  are  not 
reproduced  here.) 

SEALS    FOR. 

It  is  necessary  for  a  Canton  to  have  a  Patriarchs  Militant  Seal,  and  that  the  same  may  be  properly  constructed, 
and  that  all  may  be  of  uniform  pattern,  arrangements  have  been  made  for  their  manufacture  after  pattern  of  the  approved 
design. 

Cantons  must  send  impressions  of  seals  to  Army  Headquarters  for  approval  before  they  are  used.  All  seals  must  con- 
form in  size  and  general  design  to  the  sample  impression  on  file  in  the  Adjutant-General's  office,  and  no  variation  will  be  allowed 
in  such  particulars.  Seals  not  approved  will  carry  no  force  with  them,  and  papers  to  which  they  are  attached  will  not  be 
regarded  as  official. 

It  is  a  direct  requirement  of  law,  that  all  official  documents  emanating  from  Cantons  shall  have  an  impression  of  the 
regulation  seal  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  stamped  upon  the  paper  to  make  the  communication  official.  Therefore,  Cantons 
must  take  immediate  steps  toward  procuring  regulation  seals. 

All  Cantons  using  seals  which  have  not  been  officially  approved  by  the  Lieutenant-General,  or  by  an  Assistant  Adjutant- 
General  on  duty  at  Army  Headquarters,  must  forward  impressions  thereof  to  the  Deputy  Adjutant-General,  that  the  same 
may  be  compared  with  the  regulation  P.  M.  Seal  for  Cantons,  on  file  at  Army  Headquarters. 

annual  parade,  reports  of  officers,  and  banners  of. 

The  26th  of  April  of  each  year,  or  the  Saturday  preceding,  or  Monday  succeeding,  when  the  said  date  falls  on  Sunday, 
shall  be  a  day  of  annual  parade  in  celebration  of  the  anniversary  of  American  Odd  Fellowship. 

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Cantons  thereafter,  the  annual  reports  of  officers,  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  on  the  26th  of 
April,  shall  be  considered  and  audited,  and  after  adoption  and  attestation  as  correct  by  the  Captain  or  Commandant,  duplicates 
shall  be  made  out  by  the  Clerks  and  be  forwarded  to  the  Adjutants  of  Regiments,  who  in  turn  shall  properly  condense  and 
forward  to  the  Assistant  Adjutant-Generals  of  Brigades,  and  so  on,  through  the  Assistant  Adjutant-Generals  of  Divisions  and 
Corps,  to  the  Adjutant-General  of  the  Army.  Such  reports  must  reach  the  Adjutant-General  by  July  1st  at  furthest,  and  he 
shall  condense,  arrange,  and  compile  from  such  data  his  report,  and  forwajd  the  same  to  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Sovereign 
Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F. ,  by  September  1st  for  publication. 

Each  Canton  shall,  when  on  parade,  carry  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Banner. 

MUSTER    OF    OFFICERS    OF,   AND. 

The  Lieutenant-General  may,  at  his  discretion,  cause  the  retiring  Commandant  of  a  Canton  to  muster  his  successor  and 
other  officers-elect,  and  shall  at  will  issue  muster-commissions  to  that  effect. 
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The  retiring  Commandants  of  Cantons  will  be  commissioned  to  install  and  muster  their  successors  when  practicable. 

The  installation  and  muster  of  the  Officers  of  a  Canton  in  public  is  admissible,  where  the  Canton  is  properly  uniformed 
and  can  make  a  creditable  display.  All  Bodies  desiring  to  install  and  muster  their  Officers  in  public  must  make  application  for 
such  privilege  to  the  Commander  of  the  Department,  setting  forth  the  facts  with  regard  to  membership,  condition  of  uniforms, 
military  proficiency,  etc.  All  Commanders  of  Departments  are  hereby  instructed  to  grant  Dispensations,  authorizing  the 
installing  of  Officers  of  Cantons  in  public,  when  in  their  judgment  the  membership  of  the  Canton,  the  condition  of  uniforms, 
and  the  military  proficiency  of  the  Body  will  enable  it  to  make  such  a  display  as  to  be  of  credit  to  the  Degree  ;  and  when  such 
Dispensations  are  granted,  they  must  require  that  the  installing  ceremony  be  performed  without  the  use  of  books  in  public. 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  Special  Aids-de-Camp  to  the  Lieutenant-General  for  the  several  States,  Territories,  and  Provinces, 
to  muster  Cantons  into  the  service,  except  wherein  the  Lieutenant-General  may  otherwise  order;  and  all  Officers  who 
muster  Cantons  into  the  service  shall  make  report  direct  to  the  Lieutenant-General,  and  also  to  the  Commanders  of  Departments. 

So  far  as  practicable  the  Commanders  of  Departments  will  be  commissioned  to  muster  the  newly  organized  Cantons 
within  their  Departments,  and  they  will  then  assign  the  new  Cantons  to  Battalions  and  Regiments,  and  make  report  of  such 
assignment,  to  the  proper  Field  Officers,  to  the  Generals  of  Brigade,  Division  and  Corps,  and  to  the  Lieutenant-General. 

The  mustering  Officers,  after  having  mustered  and  installed  the  Officers-elect  of  Cantons,  will  unofficially  report  the  per- 
formance of  such  duty  direct  to  the  Lieutenant-General,  and  forward  official  reports  thereof  to  the  Commanders  of  Depart- 
ments, who  will  extract  and  file  information,  and  then  transmit  them  to  the  Lieutenant-General  through  regular  military  channels. 

Unofficial  "  Election  Returns"  forwarded  direct  to  Army  Headquarters  are  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  engrossing 
clerks  to  prepare  commissions,  etc.,  promptly,  and  the  failure  of  Officers-elect  to  be  mustered  as  early  as  they  desire  and  expect 
to  be,  is  caused  almost  entirely  by  the  delay  in  forwarding  official  "Election  Returns,"  since  commissions  and  non-commissioned 
warrants  will  not  issue  until  such  official  papers  are  received. 

A  commissioned  Officer,  not  an  officer  of  a  Canton,  shall  be  considered  as  mustered  and  installed  into  office  when  he 
receives  and  accepts  a  commission,  which  shall  also  be  read  upon  the  first  proper  occasion  to  the  command.  Other  officers 
shall  be  inducted  into  office  by  the  announcement  of  their  election,  or  appointment,  by  the  ranking  Officer  of  the  grade 
organization. 

An  Officer  detailed  for  special  duty,  on  mustering  and  installing  tours,  etc.,  shall  have  his  expenses  paid,  provided  the  same 
are  not  defrayed  by  the  bodies  visited ;  and  when  such  expenses  come  out  of  the  Quartermaster-General's  Department,  they 
must  be  limited.as  to  mileage  and  per  diem,  by  the  allowances  made  annually  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  similar  expenses 
of  its  members. 

DUES    OF. 

A  system  of  dues  may  be  adopted  by  each  Canton  for  armory  and  military  purposes,  but  in  no  instance  shall  benefits  be 
paid  members  during  sickness. 
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MEMBERSHIP    AND    OFFICE. 

This  Military  Degree  shall  be  open  to  Patriarchs  of  the  Royal  Purple  Degree  everywhere,  the  condition  requisite  for 
receiving  or  retaining  membership  being  good  standing  in  a  regular  Encampment  of  the  Order,  without  reference  to  jurisdiction. 
Thus,  an  applicant  for  enrollment  on  the  roster  of  a  Canton  shall  furnish  only  a  certificate  of  membership  and  good  standing  in 
his  Encampment  and  make  application  in  the  form  prescribed  by  law,  and  it  shall  be  received  and  considered,  regardless  of  the 
jurisdiction  from  whence  he  hails;  but  it  shall  require  a  three-fourths  (^)  ball  vote  of  the  members  present  at  the  time  the 
ballot  is  taken  to  elect. 

Cantons  as  a  compliment  may  elect  honorary  members,  from  Odd  Fellows  possessing  the  Royal  Purple  Degree,  who  shall 
not  be  required  to  purchase  a  uniform,  or  turn  out  in  parades  or  at  funerals. 

All  Chevaliers  are  either  active  or  honorary,  and  the  difference  between  such  classes  is  fully  expressed  by  law. 

Past  officials  of  bodies  which  merge  into  Cantons  of  Patriarchs  Militant,  shall  hold  a  retired  rank  corresponding  to  the 
rank  held  in  the  merged  body ;  provided,  however,  that  no  such  retired  rank  shall  be  recognized  below  the  grade  of  Captain. 

In  Cantons  formed  by  the  merging  of  Uniformed  Degree  Camps,  or  Temples  of  the  Patriarchal  Circle,  whose  members 
are  Patriarchs  of  the  Royal  Purple  Degree,  the  Commander  and  Chief  Captain,  or  Oracle  and  Chief  Captain,  and  other  mem- 
bers who  have  passed  such  offices,  shall  be  entitled  to  retired  rank  as  Captain  ;  and  individual  applicants  for  a  Warrant  to  establish 
a  Canton,  holding  certificates  of  past  office,  as  above,  or  who  may  produce  satisfactory  evidence  to  such  effect,  shall  also  be  entitled 
to  said  retired  rank. 

Retired  commissions,  setting  forth  the  grade  of  office  past  in  such  merged  bodies,  shall  be  furnished  applicants  upon  the 
conditions  hereinbefore  expressed,  and  for  which  fees,  even  in  amount  to  those  specified  for  live  commissions,  shall  be  charged 
and  collected. 

Commissions  for  retired  officers  hold  for  life,  conditioned  with  continued  membership  in  a  Canton. 

Officers  whose  terms  of  service  expire,  and  who  desire  to  have  their  names  appear  upon  the  retired  list  of  the  Army 
Register,  must  forward  applications  for  retired  commissions,  which  will  hold  for  life,  conditioned  with  continued  membership 
in  a  Canton. 

The  Commissions  of  all  Staff  Officers  appointed  for  the  Provisional  Period  have  expired,  except  in  cases  where  such  Officers 
have  been  temporarily  continued  in  the  service  by  General  or  Special  Orders.  Staff  Officers  whose  terms  of  service  have 
expired,  should  obtain  retired  commissions  (at  the  nominal  cost  of  $2  00  each,  irrespective  of  rank),  that  their  names  may 
hereafter  be  reported  upon  the  Army  Register. 

All  Chevaliers  in  good  standing  shall  be  eligible  to  office  in  their  respective  corps  and  commands ;  and  all  officers  are 
eligible  to  re-election,  except  the  Captain-General  (who,  at  the  expiration  of  his  term,  shall  by  promotion  attain  to  the  command 
of  the  Army,  with  rank  of  Lieutenant-General),  and  the  Lieutenant-General  (who  at  the  same  date  becomes  a  retired   officer.) 

In  order  to  hold  office  in  the  Army  of  Patriarchs  Militant,  it  is  necessary  to  be  an  active  member  of  a  Canton,  or  a 
member  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I.  O.  O.  F.,  the  Body  which  created  the  Degree. 
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Chevaliers  holding  office,  and  accepting  appointments  to  advanced  positions,  must  resign  the  positions  held  when  they 
accept  appointments  to  positions  more  to  their  liking;  and  when  fees  for  commissions  have  been  entered  upon  the  Headquarters' 
books,  they  will  not  be  altered  or  effaced;  and  the  fees  for  the  second  and  other  commissions,  issued  to  the  same  officer,  must 
be  paid  for  as  in  the  beginning,  for  first  commissions.  This  is  necessary  to  prevent  defacing  the  books,  and  to  show  the  grada- 
tion of  promotions  upon  the  Adjutant-General's  Register. 

All  appointments  to  office  must  be  accepted  in  writing,  and  such  acceptances,  together  with  fees  for  commissions  or 
warrants,  must  be  forwarded  before  they  issue. 

All  Chevaliers  and  retired  Officers  are  eligible  to  office,  and  all  Officers  must  hold  live  commissions  to  enable  them  to 
perform  the  functions  of  office. 

An  Officer  who  accepts  promotion  in  his  command,  or  Staff  corps,  virtually  resigns  the  position  previously  held;  and  by 
such  acceptance  vacates  the  office  held  at  the  date  of  the  writing  accepting  promotion. 

An  Officer  elected  or  appointed  to  position  out  of  his  command  or  Staff  Corps,  must  resign  the  position  held  prior  to 
accepting  the  new  position. 

The  resignation  of  an  office  does  not  retire  the  Officer  with  the  rank  held ;  retired  rank  can  be  obtained  only  through 
service  rendered  in  office,  past. 

OFFICERS— HOW  ELECTED   AND  APPOINTED. 
OF   CANTONS. 

The  commissioned  Officers  of  a  Canton  shall  consist  of  a  Captain  (who  shall  be  Commandant),  a  Lieutenant,  and 
Ensign;  and  the  non-commissioned  Officers,  of  a  Clerk,  an  Accountant,  a  Standard-Bearer,  a  Guard,  a  Sentinel,  a  Picket,  who 
shall  rank  in  the  Canton  in  the  order  named. 

The  first  five  shall  be  elected  annually  by  the  members  of  the  Canton,  and  the  remaining  four  shall  be  appointed  by  the 
Captain,  and  hold  office  at  his  will  for  the  period  he  serves  as  Commandant. 

In  the  election  of  a  Commandant  for  a  Grand  Canton,  where  the  Body  comprises  two  or  three  Components,  it  is  not 
obligatory  for  the  Canton  to  promote  Officers  of  any  grade ;  it  is  within  the  power  of  the  Body  to  elect  Officers  from  the  Chev- 
aliers in  the  ranks,  under  the  general  elective  franchise  of  the  Organization.  Where  two  or  more  Captains  are  retained  in 
office,  the  senior  by  virtue  of  past  service,  if  acceptable  to  the  Grand  Canton,  should  be  designated  as  the  Commandant.  Where 
there  is  no  perceptible  seniority  between  such  Officers,  the  Canton,  as  a  body,  must  select  and  designate  the  Commandant  from 
among  the  Captains — in  fact,  the  Grand  Canton  possesses  the  inherent  right  to  select  its  Commandant  from  among  the  Captains 
of  its  Components;  and  it  is  suggested  that  other  Officers  of  the  Grand  Canton  should  be  designated  to  act  as  Lieutenant  and 
Ensign  for  Degree  work,  being  selected  according  to  their  fitness  for  such  floor  positions. 

Where  the  Commandant  of  a  Grand  Canton  ranks  as  a  Field  Officer,  he  must  be  elected  by  the  commissioned  Officers 
of  the  various  Components  of  the  Grand  Canton. 
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On  the  night  of  the  regular  Cantonment,  next  before  the  26th  of  April  of  each  year,  an  election  shall  be  held  in  every 
Canton  of  Patriarchs  Militant  for  Commandant  and  subordinate  elective  Officers. 

The  Clerks  of  the  various  Cantons  throughout  the  several  Departments  shall  hold  elections  as  named  in  the  preceding 
paragraph,  and  make  report  thereof  to  the  Adjutant  of  the  Battalion  or  Regiment,  which  report  shall  be  attested  by  the 
retiring  Commandant. 

The  Clerks  of  Cantons,  generally,  will  hold  elections  for  Canton  Officers  under  provisions  of  law  and  orders,  and  will 
make  returns  thereof  on  seven  sheets,  blanks  furnished  for  the  purpose,  and  will  also  fill  out  seven  blanks  for  the  Report, 
showing  the  result  of  the  muster  and  inspection  of  their  Cantons,  respectively,  on  the  26th  of  April  of  each  year  (all  as 
expressed  on  the  face  of  the  election  and  muster  and  inspection  report  blanks),  and  transmit  as  follows:  One  copy,  marked 
unofficial,  direct  to  the  Lieutenant-General ;  one  copy  direct  to  the  Commander  of  the  Department;  five  copies  to  the  Adjutant 
of  the  Regiment  to  which  the  Canton  is  attached — one  copy  for  regimental  file,  and  four  to  be  forwarded  by  the  Adjutant 
through  military  channels:  One,  to  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  the  Brigade;  one,  to  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  the 
Division;  one,  to  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  the  Army  Corps;  and  one  to  the  Deputy  Adjutant-General  at  Army  Head- 
quarters. For  and  in  consideration  of  such  clerical  services,  the  Clerks  should  be  paid  a  reasonable  remuneration  by  the 
Canton,  either  in  cash  or  by  way  of  credit  on  account  of  dues  to  the  Canton  military  fund. 

The  Adjutants  of  Battalions  and  Regiments  shall  forward  the  reports  of  elections  held  for  Officers  of  the  Cantons  in 
their  commands,  respectively,  through  the  Assistant  Adjutant-Generals  of  Brigade,  Division,  and  Army  Corps,  to  the  Adjutant- 
General  at  Army  Headquarters. 

All  returns  of  elections  and  appointments  to  office  must  be  accompanied  by  the  written  acceptances  of  the  Chevaliers 
so  elected  and  appointed,  together  with  check  or  money  order  in  payment  for  commissions — this  is  absolutely  required,  and  is 
needed  that  proper  dates  may  thereby  be  obtained  to  be  engrossed  upon  commissions,  and  that  it  may  not  be  necessary  to  keep 
open  accounts  with  Officers. 

All  Line  Officers  elected  at  the  general  elections  in  April  will  be  commissioned  as  soon  as  the  returns  of  their  election 
are  received,  and  they  will  be  mastered  into  the  service  in  the  presence  of  their  Cantons  by  the  retiring  Commandants,  or  such 
other  Officers  commissioned  for  that  purpose. 

OF    BATTALIONS. 

The  Major  of  a  Battalion  shall  be  elected  every  two  years  by  the  commissioned  Officers  of  the  Cantons  composing  the 
command. 

The  Major  of  a  separate  Battalion  shall  appoint  the  Battalion  Staff  after  the  manner  of  appointment  of  a  Regimental  Staff. 

It  is  much  easier  for  the  Cantons  forming  Battalions  to  meet  and  drill  than  for  the  Battalions  constituting  the  Regiment  to 
assemble  for  a  similar  purpose.  Therefore,  and  with  the  view  of  encouraging  quarterly  drills  by  Battalions,  it  is  deemed  advis- 
able to  allow  the  Majors  of  Battalions,  generally,  to  appoint  regular  Staffs,  as  provided  by  law  for  a  separate  Battalion ;    upon 
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the  condition,  however,  that  the  commissioned  and  non-commissioned  Officers  so  appointed  shall  uniform  immediately  according 
to  regulations,  without  modification. 

When  the  Battalions  are  formed  for  regimental  drill  and  parade,  the  Staffs  of  the  several  Battalions  will  form  as  the 
right  Canton  of  the  Regiment;  the  commissioned  Officers  forming  the  ist  Platoon,  and  the  non-commiss,oned  Officers  forming 
the  2d  Platoon;  the  senior  Adjutant  will  act  as  Captain  and  take  command  of  the  Canton;  the  2d  Adjutant  will  act  as 
Lieutenant,  and  the  junior  Adjutant  as  Ensign.    All  be  attached  to  the  ist  Battalion,  and  under  command  of  the  Major  thereof 

Staffs  of  regular  Battalions  forming  Regiments  are  not  mounted  Officers,  except  by  courtesy  on  special  occasions,  and 
are  required  at  regimental  drills  and  parades  to  form  as  the  right  Canton  of  the  Regiment. 

That  the  Officers,  the  file  of  the  ist.  Platoon  of  the  right  Canton,  as  referred  to  in  the  paragraph  next  preceding,  may  be 
dressed  uniformly,  the  Captains,  Assistant  Surgeons  on  the  Staffs  of  regular  Battalions,  should,  in  uniforming,  procure  single- 

breasted  coats. 

The  Officers  constituting  the  Staffs  of  regular  Battalions  should  equip  with  Line  Officers'  swords. 

The  uniforms  and  equipment  for  Officers  forming  the  Staffs  of  regular  Battalions  are  similar  to  those  for  Officers  forming 
the  Staffs  of  separate  Battalions  and  Regiments,  except  in  the  details  mentioned  in  preceding  regulations. 

The  Officers  comprising  the  Staffs  of  regular  Battalions  should  drill  at  all  practice  drills  as  Chevaliers,  that  they  may  be 
able  to  form  a  well  drilled  Canton  at  regimental  drills  and  parades. 

OF    REGIMENTS. 

The  Colonel  and  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  a  Regiment  shall  be  elected  every  two  years  by  the  three  Majors  and  other 
commissioned  Officers  of  the  Cantons  composing  the  Regiment.  The  Colonel  shall  appoint  the  commissioned  and  non-com- 
missioned Staff  of  the  Regiment  from  the  command,  and  any  vacancies  caused  by  such  appointments  shall  be  regularly  filled 
by  election,  or  appointment,  as  may  be  necessary. 

OF    BRIGADES,  DIVISIONS,  CORPS,   AND    THE   ARMY,   ETC. 

A  Brigadier  shall  be  elected  every  three  years  by  the  Field  Officers  of  the  Brigade,  and  shall  appoint  the  Brigade  Staff 

from  the  command. 

A  Major-General  of  Division  shall  be  elected  every  four  years  by  the  Brigadiers  and  Colonels  having  commands  within 

the  Division,  and  shall  appoint  the  Division  Staff  from  the  command. 

Officers  to  be  placed  in  command  of  Army  Corps  shall  be  selected  by  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant  from  the 
Generals  in  command  of  Troops,  and  be  commissioned  as  Corps  Commanders  with  rank  of  Major- Generals.  The  Major- 
Generals  in  command  of  Army  Corps  shall  appoint  Staffs  from  the  command. 

The  Captain-General  shall  be  elected  every  three  years  by  the  general  Officers  of  the  Army,  and  shall  appoint  his  Aids- 
de-Camp.  He  shall  succeed  to  the  active  command  of  the  forces,  with  rank  of  Lieutenant-General,  at  the  expiration  of  such 
three  years'  term. 
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The  Lieutenant-General  shall  attain  the  office  by  regular  promotion  from  Captain-General ;  shall  appoint  the  general  Staff 
of  the  Army  and  his  Aids-de-Camp,  and  be  the  active  Commander  for  three  years. 

The  Grand  Sire  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.  shall  be  the  head  and  Commander-in-Chief  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  but  his  instruc- 
tions shall  be  issued  through  the  Lieutenant-General  and  proper  Staff  corps. 

The  Grand  Treasurer  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  shall  be  ex  officio  Quartermaster-General. 

All  commissioned  Staff  appointments  shall  be  for  the  period  of  office  held  by  the  appointing  Officer. 

MANNER    OF    HOLDING    ELECTIONS    FOR    FIELD    AND    GENERAL    OFFICERS. 

'In  the  elections  for  Field  and  General  Officers,  the  Officers  in  command  of  troops,  only,  shall  vote;  the  votes  shall  be  of 
two  classes,  viz.:  Oral,  upon  a  call  of  the  Roster,  at  an  "Assembly"  of  Officers  for  any  election,  or  by  sealed  written  proxy 
forwarded  to  the  Officer  holding  the  election ;  an  oral  vote  may  be  changed  by  the  Officer  casting  it  at  any  time  prior  to  the 
announcement  of  the  vote ;  a  written  proxy  vote  may  be  withdrawn,  changed,  and  redelivered  at  any  time  prior  to  the  hour 
fixed  for  opening  proxies;  all  elections  shall  be  held  under  written  orders,  and  a  copy  thereof  shall  be  filed  with  the  returns, 
and  the  written  proxies,  if  any,  shall  be  filed  and  forwarded  to  Army  Headquarters  with  the  election  returns;  personal  repre- 
sentatives or  telegraph  proxies  shall  not  be  legal. 

Officers  holding  the  following  positions  shall,  when  necessary,  and  when  specially  authorized  so  to  do,  hold  elections  as 
follows:  The  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  a  Brigade,  for  the  Field  Officers  thereof;  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  a 
Division,  for  the  Brigadiers  commanding  Brigades  therein;  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  a  Corps,  for  the  Generals  of 
Divisions  therein. 

General  and  Staff  Officers  shall  not  influence  elections. 

Officers  holding  elections  at  "Assemblies  "  shall  detail  two  Officers  of  the  Assembly,  who  are  entitled  to  vote,  as  tellers 
to  distribute  and  collect  ballots,  and  count  the  votes. 

The  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  a  Brigade  will  hold  the  election  for  the  Field  Officers  thereof  upon  the  following  basis, 
and  make  return  on  seven  sheets:  The  Line  Officers  of  each  Battalion  voting  for  the  Major  of  the  Battalion;  the  Majors-elect 
and  Line  Officers  voting  for  the  Lieutenant-Colonel  of  the  Regiment;  or  if  the  Regiment  comprises  four  Battalions,  the  Majors- 
elect  and  Line  Officers  of  each  double  Battalion  voting  for  the  Lieutenant-Colonel  thereof;  and  the  Lieutenant  Colonel  (or 
Lieutenant-Colonels),  Majors-elect,  and  Line  Officers  voting  for  the  Colonel  of  the  Regiment.  He  will  make  return  upon 
blanks  (R-6),  file  one  copy,  and  forward:  One  copy,  marked  unofficial,  inclosing  fees  for  commissions,  direct  to  the  Lieuten- 
ant-General ;  one  copy  direct  to  the  Commander  of  the  Department ;  and,  obtaining  the  approval  of  the  Brigadier  upon  the  four 
remaining  copies,  forward  one  to  the  Adjutant  of  the  Regiment  for  file;  three  to  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  Division, 
who  will  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Major-General,  file  one,  and  forward  two  to  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  the  Corps, 
who  will  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Corps  Commander,  file  one,  and  forward  the  remaining  copy  to  the  Deputy  Adjutant-Gen- 
eral at  Army  Headquarters. 
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The  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  a  Division  will  hold  and  make  return  of  the  election  held  for  a  Brigadier  either  at 
an  "Assembly"  of  the  Field  Officers  of  the  Battalions  and  Regiments  constituting  the  Brigade,  or  from  written  proxy  votes  for- 
warded by  the  Officers  of  such  grade  from  a  distance,  on  blanks  (R-7).  He  will  fill  out  five  sheets  of  official  returns  on  blanks 
(R-8),  file  one  copy  and  forward :  one  copy,  marked  unofficial,  inclosing  fees  for  commissions,  direct  to  the  Lieutenant-General ; 
one  copy  to  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  the  Brigade,  for  file  ;  two  copies,  approved  by  the  Major-General  of  Division, 
to  the  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  the  Army  Corps,  who  will  obtain  the  approval  of  the  Corps  Commander,  file  one,  and  for- 
ward the  remaining  copy  to  the  Deputy  Adjutant-General  at  Army  Headquarters. 

The  Assistant  Adjutant-General  of  an  Army  Corps  will  hold  and  make  return  of  the  election  held  for  a  Major-General, 
either  at  an  "Assembly"  of  the  Generals  of  Brigades  and  Colonels  of  Regiments,  constituting  the  Division,  or  by  written  proxy 
votes,  forwarded  by  Officers  of  such  grades  from  a  distance,  on  blanks  (R-7).  He  will  fill  out  four  sheets  of  official  returns  on 
blanks  (R-8),  file  one  copy,  and  forward:  one  copy,  marked  unofficial,  inclosing  fees  for  commissions,  direct  to  the  Lieutenant- 
General  ;  one  copy  to  the  Assistant  Adjutant  General  of  the  Division,  for  file  ;  and,  obtaining  the  approval  of  the  Corps  Com- 
mander, forward  the  remaining  copy  to  the  Deputy  Adjutant-General  at  Army  Headquarters. 

Full  information  as  to  the  manner  of  proceeding  in  the  holding  of  elections,  together  with  blanks  upon  which  to  fill  out 
and  make  returns  of  elections  held,  will  be  forwarded  to  the  Clerks  of  Cantons,  and  to  other  proper  Officers. 

Conditions  Necessary. 

All  elective  offices  shall  be  filled  by  nomination  and  ballot-vote.     A  majority  of  the  votes  cast  shall  constitute  an  election. 

The  elections  held  in  all  the  grade  organizations,  to  determine  the  Commanders  thereof,  shall  be  conducted  by  a  disinter- 
ested Officer,  appointed  through  the  Adjutant-General's  Department  for  such  specific  purpose. 

Vacancies  shall  be  filled  as  in  first  elections,  and  for  the  unexpired  term  only. 

At  an  election  held  for  Field  and  General  Officers— at  an  "Assembly,"  by  sealed  written  proxies,  or  jointly— a  majority  of 
the  Officers  entitled  to  vote  should  be  represented,  that  the  election  shall  be  unquestionably  legal. 

MONEYS  RECEIVABLE  AND  PAYABLE. 

COST    OF   WARRANTS    AND    COMMISSIONS,   ETC. 

Initial  outfits  for  Cantons,  consisting  of  Warrant,  three  degree  books,  proclamation,  military  blanks,  etc.,  shall  be  fur- 
nished Cantons,  newly  instituted,  at  a  cost  of  $20.  The  Warrant,  degree  books,  and  proclamation  shall  be  supplied  by  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  for  which  $10  of  said  outfit  amount  shall  be  covered  into  its  treasury;  the  other  supplies  shall  be 
furnished  by  the  Adjutant-General's  Department,  and  the  money  derived  from  sale  of  same  be  turned  over  to  the  Quarter- 
master-General. 

The  same  outfit  shall  be  furnished  Cantons  created  from  bodies  already  organized,  composed  of  Odd  Fellows,  who  have 
attained  the  Royal  Purple  Degree,  and  who  desire  to  be  merged  into  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  at  actual  cost,  $10. 
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Degree  books  and  other  degree  supplies  shall  all  be  furnished  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  as  provided  by  law  at  the 
present  time. 

All  Officers'  commissions  shall  be  made  out  in  the  Adjutant-General's  department,  and  fees  charged  and  collected  for  the 
same,  as  follows  :

Which  moneys  shall  be  covered  into  the  Quartermaster-General's  Department,  to  be  used  to  pay  the  salary  of  the  chief 
clerk  and  defray  the  expense  of  hall  and  sundries  incident  to  the  Military  Council,  etc. 

Officers  of  all  grades  above  the  rank  of  Lieutenant,  shall,  upon  having  passed  the  offices  for  which  they  were  commis- 
sioned, by  active  service  rendered,  be  entitled  to  obtain  retired  commissions,  which  shall  hold  for  life,  or  good  behavior,  and  be 
issued  upon  application  therefor  and  the  payment  of  the  fee  of  two  dollars  ($2). 

Clerks,  Accountants,  and  Standard-Bearers  of  Cantons  should  procure  non-commissioned  warrants,  since  the  two  former 
are  elective  Officers  of  the  body,  and  the  latter  a  non-commissioned  Officer,  specially  recognized  by  the  Organic  law ;  and 
because  previous  orders  requiring  the  procuring  of  warrants  for  the  three,  were  approved  by  the  action  of  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  endorsing  the  reports  and  orders  of  the  Commander.  It  is  not  absolutely  necessary  for  the  Guard,  Sentinel,  and  Picket 
to  procure  non-commissioned  warrants,  though  it  is  recommended.'^  The  fee  for  a  warrant  for  a  non-commissioned  Officer  is 
one  dollar  ($1). 

The  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant  shall  issue  to  Chevaliers  of  defunct  Cantons,  certificates  of  honorable  discharge 
upon  application  therefor,  and  the  payment  of  a  fee  of  one  dollar  ($1),  which,  together  with  certified  evidence  of  good  standing 
in  a  subordinate  Encampment,  may  be  deposited  with  other  Cantons,  and  by  means  thereof  membership  therein  obtained. 

COST    OF    RITUALS. 

Each  Canton,  operating  under  a  Warrant,  will  be  allowed  to  purchase  three  additional  Rituals.     Grand  Cantons,  operat- 
ing under  Grand  Canton  Warrants  only,  will  therefore  be  limited  to  three  original  and  three  additional  Rituals — six  in  all 
Components  of  Grand  Cantons,  holding  and  operating  under  separate   Warrants,  will  be  allowed  to  procure  three  additional 
Rituals.     Additional  Rituals,  purchased  under  the  above  provisions,  will  be  supplied  to  Cantons  at  $2.50  per  copy. 
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Officers  in  command  of  BattaHons,  Regiment*  Brigades,  and  Divisions  will  be  allowed  to  ^«J^ 
each,  ^dividual  official  use;  and  the  Commanders  of  Departments,  ^^^^^^^^^s 
allowed  to  procure  a  set  of  three  Rituals,  each  for  Headquarters  purposes.

The  work  ou  Tactics,  as  prepared  under  the  supervision  of  the  Lie—General  shall  be  sold  by  <^Ch^W«* 
as  supplies-  and  the  moneys  received  for  the  same  shall  be  covered  into  the  Headquarters  Fuud,  and  be  appropriated 
toward  defraying  the  general  expense  account  until  further  orders  from  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.

— 1.  for  Cantons   all  as  prepared  by  the  Lieutenant-General,  are  hereby  authorized  to  be  sold  from  Army  Headquarters 
supplies ,Z  -'uey  "  be  covere/iuto  a  Headquarters  Fund  to  help  defray  the  expenses  of  the  various  offices  at  Army 

HeadqTh?Lieu,e„a„t.Ge„eral  shall  prepare  forms  for  the  transfer  of  Chevaliers  from  one  Canton  to  another, *--■ 
out  the  Department,  a  form  of  honorable  discharge  from  a  Canton,  a  form  of  application  to  a   Canton    for   membership, 


which,  together  with  the  condensed  Organic  Law  and  general  By-Laws  for  the  government  of  Cantons,  prepared  by  the  Lieu- 
tenant-General, shall  be  published  and  sold  by  the  Chief  of  Supplies  ;  the  proceeds  derived  from  said  sales  to  be  covered 
into  a  Headquarters  Fund  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  various  incidental  expenses,  etc. 

The  Organic  Regulations  and  By-Laws  for  Cantons  (S-4), applications  for  both  active  and  honorary  membership  (S-i  and 
S-2),  and  certificates  of  honorable  discharge  (S-3),  must  be  ordered  of  the  Chief  of  Supplies  at  Army  Headquarters  by  the 
Commandants  of  Cantons. 

Seals,  book  and  stationery  supplies,  consisting  of  Tactics, Chevaliers'  Roster,  Commandant's  money  order  book,  Account- 
ant's receipt  book,  Roll-Call  of  Canton,  regulation  P.  M.  letter  heads  and  envelopes,  must  be  ordered  directly  from  the  Chief  of 
Supplies  at  Army  Headquarters. 

P.  M.  letter-heads,  handsomely  lithographed,  and  envelopes,  with  blue-gold  Degree  emblem  and  return  address,  will  be 
supplied  to  Cantons  and  Officers  generally  at  cost,  as  an  accommodation.  Orders  must  express  plainly  that  which  is  desired, 
and  they  will  be  filed  and  given  to  the  lithographer,  whenever  a  sufficient  number  are  received  10  justify  a  run  and  the  pulling 
of  the  sheets.  A  small  stock  of  letter-heads  and  envelopes  for  the  various  Staff  Corps. is  kept  on  hand,  and  small  orders  from 
Officers  of  the  several  Departments  can  be  supplied  promptly. 

All  supplies  shall  be  sold  directly  from  Army  Headquarters,  at  such  reasonable  prices  as  may  be  determined  upon  by  the 
Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant,  and  previous  legislation  in  regard  thereto,  in  conflict  with  the  above,  is  hereby  repealed. 

Under  authority  embraced  in  paragraph  above,  all  supplies  whatsoever,  other  than  Rituals,  will  hereafter  be  furnished 
direct  from  Army  Headquarters,  and  at  the  reasonable  prices  embraced  within  cost  list  below.  This  law,  however,  shall  not 
prevent  the  sale  of  supplies  now  on  hand  and  held  by  Commanders  of  Departments. 

The  following  are  the  prices  charged  for  supplies  furnished  upon  requisition  of  the  Commander,  or  directly  from  Army 
Headquarters  :  Rituals  in  exchange  for  those  of  first  edition,  50c.  each;  Rituals  for  Officers,  $2.00  each  ;  additional  Rituals  for 
Cantons,  $2.50  each;  Tactics,  bound  in  cloth,  $1. 00  per  copy,  $10.80  per  dozen  copies,  or  $80.00  per  hundred  copies,  and  bound 
in  morocco,  $2. 00  per  copy;  Chevalier's  Roster,  $2  .00;  Commandant's  money  order  book,  $1.25;  Accountant's  receipt  book,  $[.25; 
Roll-Call  of  Canton,  50c,  or  the  entire  set  of  the  four  blank  books  next  above  named,  $4-5°;  blanks  (S-i  and  2)  applications 
for  active  and  honorary  membership,  respectively,  3c.  each;  blanks  (S-3)  certificate  of  honorable  discharge,  10c.  each;  pam- 
phlets (S-4)  Organic  Regulations  and  By-Laws,  $10.00  per  hundred- the  name  and  number  of  Canton  and  Department  and 
filling  of  blanks  in  By-Laws  to  be  printed  without  additional  cost;  stationery  at  cost — 500  lithograph  letter-heads,  in  pads,  $2.50; 
500  small  envelopes,  with  printed  return  address,  $1.65  ;  500  large  official  envelopes,  with  printed  return  address,  $2.25. 

All  seals  must  be  made  after  the  pattern  and  design  on  file  at  Army  Headquarters.  Seals  will  be  constructed  under  the 
supervision  of,  and  be  inspected  by,  an  Assistant  Adjutant  General,  and  be  furnished  to  Cantons  at  the  nominal  cost  of  $5  each. 
Where  Cantons  possess  old  seals  of  the  U.  D.  Camp,  or  Temple  of  the  P.  C,  they  can  be  remodeled  and  fitted  with  new  dies, 
etc.,  but  the  impressions  must  be  inspected  and  approved  before  use.  It  is  recommended  that  old  seals  be  retained  with  the 
other  archives  of  the  bodies,  especially  since  but  little  money  can  be  saved  by  using  them,  as  the  die  is  the  principal  cost  of  the  seal. 
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CANTON    TAX   AND   MONEY    PERCENTAGE  'PAYABLE   TO    COMMANDERS    OF    DEPARTMENTS,  DIVISIONS,    AND   ARMY   CORPS. 

Instead  of  the  present  fees  charged  for  the  commissions  and  non-commissioned  warrants  of  Canton  Officers,  an  annual 
"Canton  Tax"  shall  be  collected,  of  twelve  dollars  for  each  Canton  operating  under  Warrant,  and  an  amount  from  each  Grand 
Canton,  operating  under  Warrant,  of  ten  dollars  for  each  Component;  and  that  commissions  and  non-commissioned  warrants 
shall  be  issued  to  Officers  of  Cantons  which  have  paid  the  Canton  Tax,  without  cost. 

The  above  law,  substituting  the  "  Canton  Tax"  in  place  of  the  charge  of  specified  fees  for  commissions  and  non-com- 
missioned warrants  for  Canton  Officers,  shall  go  into  effect  on  and  after  the  next  anniversary  muster,  April  26,  1888. 

Ten  per  cent,  of  all  moneys  received  from  Organizations  and  Chevaliers  in  Departments,  for  commissions  and  supplies 
shall  be  paid  over  by  the  Lieutenant-General  to  the  Commanders  thereof,  and  be  by  them  covered  into  the  Department  treas- 
uries, and  be  applied  in  payment  of  the  general  expenses. 

Five  per  cent,  of  all  moneys  received  from  Organizations  and  Chevaliers  in  Grand  Departments  and  Divisions  for  com- 
missions and  supplies,  after  deducting  the  ten  per  cent.  Department  fund,  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  Lieutenant-General  to  the 
Commanders  thereof,  and  be  by  them  covered  into  the  respective  treasuries,  and  be  applied  in  payment  of  the  general  expenses. 

Two  per  cent,  of  all  moneys  received  from  Organizations  and  Chevaliers  in  Army  Corps,  for  commissions  and  supplies, 
after  deducting  the  amounts  paid  to  Department,  Grand  Department,  or  Division  Commanders,  shall  be  paid  over  by  the  Lieu- 
tenant-General to  the  Commanders  thereof,  and  be  by  them  covered  into  the  treasuries  of  the  Army  Corps,  respectively,  and  be 
applied  in  payment  of  the  general  expenses. 

The  above  laws,  requiring  the  distributing  of  certain  percentages  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  revenue  to  Commanders  of 
Departments,  Grand  Departments,  Divisions,  and  Army  Corps,  shall  go  into  effect  on  April  26,  1888. 

Each  Canton  shall  furnish  its  armory,  supply  suitable  equipment,  and  defray  all  necessary  expenses — purchasing  printed 
supplies  from  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  and  the  Adjutant-General's  Department. 

MISCELLANEOUS. 

Financial. 

Where  an  Officer  handles  moneys  belonging  to  the  organization,  a  bond  of  suitable  amount  and  nature  shall  be  demanded 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  the  fiduciary  trust. 

The  Commandant  of  a  Canton  shall  see  that  the  Accountant-elect  gives  competent  and  satisfactory  security  for  his  trusts 
before  he  is  allowed  to  enter  upon  the  duties  of  his  office. 

All  moneys  to  be  expended  by  the  Quartermaster-General,  shall  be  paid  by  order  of  the  Lieutenant-General. 

Errors  in  moneys  paid  to  the  Lieutenant-General,  and  of  which  a  portion  is  required  to  be  paid  to  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge,  can  not  be  corrected  after  they  have  passed  into  the  hands  of  the  Grand  Secretary  of  that  Grand  Body  and  are  posted 
upon  the  books,  except  by  action  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 
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All  Officers  and  Chevaliers  are  hereby  instructed  to  send  exact  amounts,  only,  for  commissions,  warrants,  supplies,  etc., 
that  the  necessity  of  keeping  "  open  accounts  "  may  be  avoided. 

Officers,  Chevaliers,  and  Cantons  should  recollect  that  all  fees  for  commissions,  warrants,  and  supplies  are  cash,  and 
that  accounts  will  not  be  opened  for  small  sums,  owing  to  the  great  amount  of  unnecessary  labor  that  such  practice  would  entail 
upon  the  force  at  Army  Headquarters. 

Each  Officer  in  command  of  a  grade  organization  shall  have  and  be  expected  to  exercise  a  watchful  supervision  over  the 
various  Components  of  his  Command. 

Majors  of  separate  Battalions,  Colonels  of  Regiments,  Brigadiers  commanding  Brigades,  Generals  of  Divisions  and  Army 
Corps,  and  the  Lieutenant-General,  shall  respectively  audit  the  accounts  of  their  Staff  Officers  holding  fiduciary  trusts,  and  shall 
attest  all  reports  of  a  financial  nature,  after  they  have  been  audited  and  found  to  be  correct. 

The  heads  of  the  various  Staff  Corps  of  the  Army  shall  determine  upon  and  prepare  suitable  forms  for  subordinate  reports, 
and  the  several  Staff  assistants  in  the  different  grade  organizations  shall  fill  out  blanks,  and  make  annual  reports  to  their  respec- 
tive chiefs,  as  herein  described. 

COMMISSIONS. 

The  Lieutenant-General's  commission  shall  be  issued  directly  by  the  Grand  Sire,  attested  by  the  Grand  Secretary  of  the 
Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  I,  O.  O.  F.  All  other  commissions  shall  be  issued  by  authority  of  the  Grand  Sire  as  the  head  of  the 
Order,  but  shall  be  signed  by  the  Lieutenant-General,  as  his  active  representative  and  Commander  of  the  Army,  and  be 
attested  by  the  Adjutant-General,  Deputy  Adjutant-General,  or  an  Assistant  Adjutant-General. 

All  commissions  shall  date  from  the  time  of  their  acceptance. 

No  Officer,  except  the  Commandant  of  a  Canton  or  a  special  Aid-de-Camp  on  the  Staff  of  the  Lieutenant-General,  shall 
hold  two  commissions  at  one  and  the  same  time.      This,  however,  shall  not  prevent  a  detail  for  a  special  purpose. 

The  Commandant  of  a  Canton  may  hold  a  battalion  or  regimental  field  commission,  or  be  a  special  Aid-de-Camp  on  the 
Staff  of  the  Lieutenant-General. 

So  soon  as  the  Army  of  Patriarchs  Militant  shall  be  organized  upon  the  elective  basis,  then  it  shall  be  improper  and 
irregular  for  one  Chevalier  to  hold  two  positions  at  the  same  time,  except  that  such  privilege  shall  be  granted  to  him  by  a 
Dispensation  from  the  Lieutenant-General. 

Upon  the  reception  of  the  official  returns  reporting  the  names  of  Officers-elect,  with  acceptances  of  the  Officers  appended, 
and  fees  for  commissions  inclosed,  the  commissions  will  issue  and  be  forwarded  direct,  or  to  the  commanding  Officers  of  the 
various  Bodies. 

Upon  the  reception  of  their  commissions,  Officers  assigned  to  command  Battalions  and  Regiments  will  assume  command 
thereof,  appoint  their  Staffs  respectively,  and  foi»svard  the  names  and  acceptances  of  the  Chevaliers  comprising  the  same, 
together  with  fees  for  commissions,  through  military  channels,  to  the  Lieutenant-General  that  the  nominations  may  be  approved 
and  commissions  issue. 
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Upon  the  reception  of  the  official  returns,  at  Army  Headquarters,  reporting  the  Brigadiers-elect,  to  command  the  various 
Brigades  of  the  Army,  their  commissions  will  issue  and  be  forwarded  direct. 

The  Brigadiers-elect  upon  the  reception  of  their  commissions  will  assume  command  of  the  Brigades  to  which  they  are 
assigned,  appoint  their  Staffs  and  forward  their  nominations  through  military  channels,  inclosing  the  acceptances  of  the  Cheva- 
liers appointed  and  fees  for  commissions,  that  the  nominations  may  be  approved  and  the  commissions  issue. 

Upon  the  reception  of  the  official  returns  reporting  the  Major-Generals-elect  to  command  the  various  Divisions  Of  the 
Army,  their  commissions  will  issue  and  be  forwarded  direct. 

The  Major-Generals-elect,  upon  the  reception  of  their  commissions,  will  assume  command  of  the  Divisions  to  which  they 
are  assigned,  appoint  their  Staffs,  and  forward  the  names  of  Chevaliers  nominated,  inclosing  their  acceptances  and  fees  for 
commissions,  that  the  nominations  may  be  approved  and  the  commissions  issue. 

Officers  can  not  properly  discharge  the  duties  of  office  until  they  are  commissioned,  and  superior  Officers  should  see  that 
acceptances  and  fees  are  forwarded  promptly. 

Officers  of  the  grade  of  Captain  and  upward,  at  the  expiration  of  their  commissions,  will  be  allowed  to  wear  their  uni- 
forms; but  if  they  desire  to  wear  the  honorable  chevron  of  office  past  upon  their  sleeves,  and  have  their  names  appear  in  the 
roster  of  retired  Officers,  they  will  make  application  for  and  obtain  retired  commissions. 

PARADE. 

Cantons  shall  not  turn  out  in  public  for  purely  display  purposes  with  less  than  twenty-seven  Chevaliers,  rank  and  file. 

Cantons  may  parade  upon  occasion  of  the  burial  of  a  Chevalier  with  less  than  the  minimum  number  prescribed  for  turn- 
ing out  in  public;  and  at  other  times  with  less  than  twenty-seven,  rank  and  file,  by  order  of  the  Commander  of  the  Department. 

General  parades  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  shall  be  formed  as  prescribed  by  rules  laid  down  by  the  Commander,  and  by 
those  within  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Tactics. 

In  the  general  parades  of  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  embracing  Organizations  of  Patriarchs  Militant, 
Encampments,  and  Subordinate  Lodges,  the  formation  of  the  procession  shall  be  as  expressed  in  the  foregoing  paragraphs  for 
the  Patriarchs  Militant ;  and  the  Lodges  and  Encampments  shall  be  formed  according  to  law  enacted  by  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  at  its  session  in  1883. 

In  all  general  parades  of  the  Order,  where  one  or  more  Divisions  of  the  Army  of  Patriarchs  Militant  take  part,  the  said 
Military  Body  shall  form  on  the  right  of  the  line,  and  the  General  in  Command  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  shall  take  escort 
charge  of  and  move  the  procession;  and  when  there  are  a  few  detachments  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  only,  they  shall  form 
on  the  right  of  the  line,  and  the  Commanding  Officer  shall  report  his  command  to  the  Chief  Marshal  as  escort  to  the  civic 
procession. 

A  Canton  or  other  Organization  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  may  be  allowed  to  parade  at  any  point  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Department,  in  which  it  is  located,  under  Dispensation  from  the  Commander  of  the  Department. 
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A  Canton  or  other  Organization  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  may  be  allowed  to  parade  at  any  point  within  the  bounds  of 
the  Grand  Department  or  Division,  in  which  it  is  located,  under  Dispensation  from  the  Officer  in  command  of  the  Grand 
Department  or  the  Major-General  of  the  Division. 

An  organized  Body  of  Patriarchs  Militant  may  be  allowed  to  parade  at  any  point  within  the  bounds  of  the  Army  Corps 
to  which  it  is  attached,  under  Dispensation  from  the  Corps  Commander. 

A  Canton  or  other  Organization  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  may  be  allowed  to  parade  anywhere  under  Dispensation  from 
the  Lieutenant  General,  Commander  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant. 

All  organized  Bodies  of  Patriarchs  Militant  desiring  to  go  from  one  point  to  another,  and  desiring  to  parade  at  places 
other  than  at  those  at  which  they  are  located,  shall  obtain  a  Dispensation  Order  from  the  proper  Officers  ere  they  move,  and  a 
violation  of  this  law  shall  be  sufficient  cause  for  court-martial. 

All  General,  Field,  and  commissioned  Staff  Officers  must  report  for  inspection,  review,  and  general  parade  mounted  and 
equipped  according  to  the  requirements  of  law,  unless  specially  excused  by  the  commanding  General. 

The  colors  belonging  to  the  various  Cantons  and  Battalions  will  be  under  the  control  of  the  Colonels  of  the  Regiments  of 
which  the  said  organizations  form  a  part,  and  will  be  condensed  and  formed  in  line  with  appropriate  color  guards. 

All  bands  of  music,  with  Cantons  and  Battalions,  will,  for  the  time  of  inspection,  review,  and  parade,  be  under  the  control 
of  the  regimental  Officer  in  command,  and  will  be  consolidated  and  placed  on  the  right  of  the  Regiments  respectively. 

Chevaliers  holding  active  membership  in  Cantons  will  not  be  allowed  to  turn  out  in  uniform  and  parade  with  their  En- 
campments in  an  Odd  Fellows'  procession  where  the  Patriarchs  Militant  form  a  part.  All  Chevaliers  appearing  in  uniform  in 
public  processions  of  the  Order,  embracing  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  must  parade  with  their  respective  Cantons,  unless  excused 
by  the  Lieutenant-General.     Disobedience  to  this  law  will  furnish  grounds  for  a  court-martial. 

Permission  will  be  granted  to  Chevaliers,  allowing  them  to  parade  with  their  Lodges  and  Encampments  in  processions 
embracing  their  Cantons,  whenever  sufficient  reason  for  so  doing  shall  be  presented  to  the  Lieutenant-General;  but,  in  all  cases 
where  such  permission  shall  be  granted,  the  Chevaliers  acting  under  said  permits  must  parade  in  ordinary  Lodge  or  Encamp- 
ment regalia. 

Full  Battalions  will  be  allowed  to  have  bands  of  music  at  the  option  of  the  Colonels  of  their  respective  Regiments. 
Battalion  colors  must  be  massed  with  those  of  the  Regiment,  but  Cantons  will  unfurl  and  parade  their  banners. 
Chevaliers  of  all  grades,  composing   the  rank   and  file  of  the  Army,  will  appear  in  dress  uniform  as  prescribed  by  law, 
when  on  inspection,  parade,  and  review,  without  local  badge  or  jewel,  and  with  handkerchief  and  watch  chain  concealed. 

Organizations  not  possessing  the  regulation  baldric,  may  at  their  option  wear  the  old  baldric,  but  in  no  instance  will  the 
old  gauntlet  be  allowed  to  be  worn,  since  all  Chevaliers  in  the  line  must  wear  white  gloves. 

Chevaliers  will  not  be  allowed  to  drop  out  of  line,  unless  for  unavoidable  cause,  and  then  only  by  permission  of  the 
Officers  in  command  of  their  respective  Cantons. 

Under  the  law  a  Canton  can  not  be  compelled  to  turn  out  for  parade  or  drill  except  on  the  26th  of  April,  when  ordered 
by  a  superior  Officer  under  penalty  of  court-martialand  punishment  such  as  it  may  see  fit  to  inflict;  but  a  Canton  may,  when  so 
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ordered,  determine  by  vote  whether  it  will  or  will  not  turn  out,  and  inform  the  Officer  of  its  decision,  without  incurring  the  pen- 
alty of  a  court-martial.  (Decision  of  the  Grand  Sire.)  The  practical  effect  of  this  decision  is,  that  Cantons  will  be  compelled 
to  turn  out  for  parade  or  drill  on  April  26th,  the  anniversary  of  the  Order,  when  so  ordered  by  a  superior  Officer. 

A  Canton  is  allowed  to  purchase  the  P.  M.  colors  for  ritualistic  purposes ;  and  when  the  body  parades  as  a  Canton,  it 
may  also  display  the  P.  M.  colors  in  conjunction  with  the  P.  M.  banner. 

'  RETIRED    OFFICERS,  AND    POSITIONS    OF   ON    PARADE. 

All  officers  above  the  rank  of  and  not  including  that  of  Lieutenant  shall,  on  expiration  of  their  commissions,  hold  a 
retired  rank  of  the  highest  office  obtained,  and  be  assignable  upon  special  duty. 

Retired  Officers  above  the  rank  of  Lieutenant  (being  in  uniform),  when  with  Cantons,  may  form  on  the  right  of  the 
Canton,  according  to  size,  at  the  option  of  the  Commandant,  but  have  no  other  distinction  on  parade.  However,  if  sufficient 
in  numbers,  they  may  form  the  right  Platoon. 

In  Battalion  formation  the  Colonel  may,  at  his  option,  form  a  Canton  of  such  retired  Officers,  as  the  right  Canton  of 
the  1  st  Battalion,  and  assign  competent  Officers  to  its  command,  keeping  in  view,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  rank  and  compe- 
tency of  the  Officers  so  assigned. 

DEPARTMENTS  AND  GRAND  DEPARTMENTS. 

The  district  organization  of  the  forces  constituting  this  military  branch  of  the  Order  shall  be  by  States,  Territories,  Pro- 
vinces, etc.,  wherein  there  are  at  the  time  Grand  Encampment  jurisdictions  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F. 

Thus,  all  the  Cantons  within  the  limit  of  any  such  Grand  jurisdiction  shall  be  formed  into  a  military  command  and  be 
termed  a  Department.  And  if  it  comprises  from  four  to  six  Cantons,  the  Department  shall  be  commanded  by  a  Battalion 
Major;  if  six  to  ten  Cantons,  by  a  Lieutenant-Colonel;  if  ten  to  sixteen  Cantons,  by  a  Colonel;  if  two  to  four  Regiments,  by 
a  Brigadier;  if  two  to  four  Brigades,  by  a  Major-General.  And  in  each  instance  the  commanding  Officer  within  the  Depart- 
ment shall  have  control  of  its  management,  under  the  law. 

When  four  (4)  Cantons  shall  have  mustered  into  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  in  any  Department,  the  Adjutant-General  shall, 
in  the  name  of  the  Lieutenant-General,  issue  orders  for  the  election  of  the  Battalion  Major,  whereupon  the  Battalion  organiza- 
tion shall  be  formed  after  the  manner  previously  described.  Additional  Cantons  shall  likewise  be  formed  into  Battalions. 
When  two  Battalions  shall  have  been  mustered  into  the  service,  an  order  of  similar  character  shall  be  issued  for  the  election  of 
a  Lieutenant-Colonel  to  command;  and  in  a  like  manner  for  the  Officers  of  a  Regiment,  Brigade,  and  Division. 

All  troops  within  Departments  numbering  less  than  a  Division  must  be  formed  into  Regiments,  Brigades,  and  Divisions, 
as  the  requirements  of  the  service  may  demand,  with  those  of  the  nearest  Departments,  and  Officers  be  selected  as  hereinbefore 
prescribed. 
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For  perfecting  the  mobilization  of  the  Army,  the  Lieutenant  General  shall  so  combine  the  troops  of  the  different  Depart- 
ments as  to  band  together  the  Chevaliers  of  near  and  congenial  jurisdictions  in  the  organization  of  Regiments,  Brigades,  and 
Divisions. 

Where  the  troops  of  Departments  are  combined  with  those  of  other  Departments  in  the  formation  of  Brigades  and 
Divisions,  the  combined  Departments  shall  be  designated  as  Grand  Departments,  and  be  commanded  by  general  Officers. 

Several  Departments  or  Grand  Departments,  forming  a  general  section  of  the  country,  will  be  denominated  a  Division. 

The  Cantons  in  a  Department  to  which  there  has  not  been  assigned  a  Commander,  will  report  to  the  special  Aid-de- 
Camp  of  the  Lieutenant-General  in  such  Department. 

Department  Commanders  will  proceed  to  organize  their  respective  Departments  by  forming  the  Cantons  therein  into 
Battalions  and  Regiments,  according  to  the  number  of  Cantons  in  the  Department.  They  will  consider  the  congenialties,  prox- 
imity, and  desires  of  the  Cantons  in  the  formation  of  Battalions  and  Regiments;  they  will  keep  in  view  the  possibilities  of 
growth  in  the  Department,  and  consequently  form  Battalions  of  three  component  Cantons,  where  there  is  a  probability  of 
having  another  and  fourth  Canton  in  the  immediate  section  in  the  near  future;  and  otherwise  organize  under  provisions  of  law. 

The  Commanders  of  Army  Corps,  Divisions,  Brigades,  Grand  Departments,  and  Departments  will  appoint  suitable  Staff 
Officers,  with  rank,  and  of  Staff  Corps,  as  provided  by  law,  report  their  names  and  acceptances  of  appointments  to  Army 
Headquarters,  that  commissions  may  issue;  and  officially  publish  said  appointments  to  their  respective  commands. 

MILITARY  COUNCIL. 

A  Military  Council,  consisting  of  the  Field  and  General  Officers  of  the  Army,  shall  be  held  annually,  at  least  one  week 
prior  to  the  meeting  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge.  Such  Body  shall  have  the  right  to  determine  upon  and  profier  such  legis- 
lation, relating  to  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  as  it  may  deem  proper  and  expedient,  and  shall  present  the  same  to  a  high  commission 
consisting  of  the  Grand  Sire,  Deputy  Grand  Sire,  and  Chairman  of  the  Judiciary  Committee  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

Such  Commission  shall  report  the  legislation  proposed  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  for  its  action ;  but  this  shall  not 
preclude  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  from  originating  legislation  for  this  Degree. 

The  Lieutenant-General  shall  be  elected  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  the  first  year  as  a  provisional  Commander,  and 
be  vested  with  all  necessary  power,  in  addition  to  that  herein  specified,  that  may  be  requisite  for  the  successful  organization 
of  the  Army;  but  his  appointments  shall  stand  only  for  the  year,  or  until  the  regular  elections  can  be  held,  etc.  The  Lieuten- 
ant-General shall  preside  over  the  Military  Council,  and  shall  vote  as  a  member,  and  in  case  of  a  tie,  shall  give  another  and 
casting  vote. 

When  the  Military  Council  is  in  session,  the  Lieutenant-General  will  occupy  the  principal  chair,  with  an  Aide  on  each 
side.  The  Captain-General  will  sit  further  to  his  left,  and  be  accompanied  by  an  Aide,  and  shall  preside  during  the  temporary 
absence  of  the  Lieutenant-General.  The  Adjutant  and  Quartermaster-Generals  shall  both  sit  to  the  right  of  the  presiding 
Officer,  the  Adjutant-General  being  nearest  his  station.     An  Officer  of  the  Day,  with  Sentinel,  shall  have  charge  of  the  door. 
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The  members  of  the  Military  Council  comprise  all  General  Officers  of  the  Army  in  active  commission,  regardless  of 
corps  or  command,  and  the  Field  Officers  of  Battalions  and  Regiments. 

It  is  to  the  best  interest  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  that  the  Military  Council  shall  be  convened  during  the  summer 
months,  and  that  the  annual  parade  of  the  Army  shall  occur  at  the  time  and  place  selected  by  the  Commander  P.  M.  for 
holding  the  Council. 

As  a  general  rule  to  be  followed  in  determining  the  points  at  which  to  convene  the  Military  Council,  the  Commander  P. 
M.  should  consider  the  accessibility  of  the  location,  its  fitness  for  a  parade  and  display  occasion,  and  the  possibility  of  making 
cheap  excursion  rates  for  the  round  trip  thereto  from  the  greatest  number  of  points  where  P.  M,  troops  are  located. 

A  Board  of  thirteen  Officers  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant  to  draft  rules  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  Military  Council  when  in  session,  and  present  such  general  suggestions  as  they  may  deem  important,  and  to  the 
interest  of  the  Degree  and  Army,  and  make  report  thereof  at  the  next  annual  session  of  the  Military  Council. 

GENERAL. 

Military  maneuvers,  etc.,  under  the  law,  shall  be  authorized  by  authority  of  the  Commandants  of  each  grade  organization, 
viz.:  Canton,  Battalion,  Regiment,  Brigade,  Division,  Army  Corps,  and  Army;  and  the  Army  regulations  of  the  United  States, 
except  where  they  conflict  with  these  provisions,  shall  serve  as  a  code  by  which  the  Officers  and  Chevaliers  shall  be  governed. 

A  majority  vote  shall  determine  all  questions  in  every  grade  organization,  and  the  presiding  Officer  (if  of  the  command) 
shall  vote  as  a  member  of  the  body,  and  in  case  of  a  tie  vote,  shall  also  give  the  casting  vote. 

The  countersign  necessary  for  gaining  entrance  into  a  Canton  shall  be  universal ;  shall  be  selected  annually  by  the  Grand 
Sire,  and  be  communicated  by  him  to  the  Lieutenant-General,  who  shall  cause  its  promulgation  throughout  the  rank  and  file  of 
the  Patriarchs  Militant.     This  annual  word  should  be  given  at  the  outer  door. 

All  Uniform  Degree  Camps  should  merge  into  Cantons  of  Patriarchs  Militant  and  become  subordinate  to  this  Organization. 
All  Bodies   which   merged  into  Cantons  prior  to  the  first  of  January,  1886,  are  allowed  to  retain  their  old  Charters,  or 
Warrants  of  authority  for  original  organization,  as  instruments  of  historical  interest. 

All  Bodies  desiring  to  join  the  Degree  by  merging  into  a  Canton,  must  apply  for  the  necessary  military  Warrant,  Officers' 
commissions,  etc.,  as  soon  as  practicable;  and  until  the  Adjutant-General's  Department  can  be  organized,  all  such  applications 
must  be  made  out  to  the  Lieutenant-General,  who,  under  his  provisional  powers,  will  see  that  the  organization  is  effected  upon 
an  equitable  basis. 

Until  the  various  Staff  Departments  are  properly  arranged  and  gotten  into  working  order,  and  have  time  to  prepare  suit- 
able military  blanks,  any  form  of  application  or  report  setting  forth  plainly  the  purposes  of  the  signers,  will  be  recognized. 

The  right  of  appeal  through  proper  military  channels  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  by  any  Chevalier,  from  the  action 
of  his  Canton,  and  by  any  Canton  from  the  action  of  any  Officer  provided  for  by  this  legislation,  is  expressly  granted. 
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The  general  organization  of  Patriarchs  Militant,  embracing  the  Department  Commanders,  their  Staffs,  etc.,  shall  be 
printed  as  an  annex  to  the  proceedings  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge. 

The  Assistant  Grand  Secretary  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  I.  O.  O.  V.  shall  be  chief  clerk  to  the  Adjutant-Gen- 
eral, until  otherwise  provided  by  the  Military  Council.  The  chief  clerk  shall  receive  for  such  service  $300  per  annum  from 
the  Patriarchs  Militant,  after  the  first  year. 

There  being  a  possible  misconception  of  the  term  "  Staff  Captain,"  it  is  hereby  defined  as  any  Staff  Officer  of  a  Battalion 
or  Regiment,  or  attached  to  any  Department  of  the  Staff  of  the  Army,  holding  rank  with  the  grade  of  Captain. 

The  nomination  and  recommendation  of  Chevaliers  for  appointment  to  Field  and  Staff  positions,  must  be  forwarded 
through  the  Commanders  of  Departments,  etc.,  and  no  Officer  shall  exercise  the  functions  of  office  until  commissioned,  or  until 
his  appointment  is  published  by  General  Orders  from  Army  Headquarters.  Applications  for  commissions  for  Staff  Officers, 
emanating  from  Officers  having  the  right  to  appoint  them,  must  be  accompanied  by  the  proper  fees. 

The  names  of  Chevaliers  and  recommendations  for  their  appointment  to  office  must  be  forwarded  through  regular  mili- 
tary channels ;  even  the  nominations  of  the  personal  Staffs  of  Brigadiers,  and  of  the  Commanders  of  Departments  should  be 
forwarded  through  the  Generals  of  Divisions  and  Army  Corps  as  a  personal  courtesy. 

The  Commanders  of  Departments,  Grand  Departments,  Brigades,  Divisions,  Army  Corps,  and  General  Officers  otherwise 
assigned,  will  forward  to  the  Deputy  Adjutant-General,  at  Army  Headquarters,  duplicates  of  all  orders  issued  by  them. 

All  Officers  issuing  "  General  Orders"  must  forward  two  copies  of  such  orders  immediately  to  the  Lieutenant-General 
at  Army  Headquarters. 

Chevaliers  in  uniform  will  refrain  from  frequenting  bar-rooms  and  places  where  intoxicating  drinks  are  sold,  and  from 
any  and  all  improper  places,  under  penalty  of  a  court-martial,  if  reported. 

Chevaliers,  Cantons,  or  other  Organizations  of  Patriarchs  Militant,  shall  be  and  are  hereby  prohibited  from  publishing 
and  selling  forms,  plates,  books,  etc.,  of  the  nature  of  those  sold  by  the  Chief  of  Supplies  at  Army  Headquarters,  as  supplies, 
under  penalty  of  paying  a  royalty  for  each  and  every  one  sold  in  disobedience  to  this  regulation,  equal  to  the  profit  derived 
from  the  sale  of  said  supplies  of  similar  nature;  the  Lieutenant-General  to  determine  all  cases  of  infringement  on  the  supply 
privilege  hereby  granted  to  the  Patriarchs  Militant  Headquarters  Fund. 

The  Commander  of  a  Department,  and  Brigadiers  and  Colonels,  or  Colonels  and  Lieutenant-Colonels,  or  Lieutenant- 
Colonels  and  Majors,  or  Majors,  or  Commandants  of  Cantons,  as  the  case  may  be,  owing  to  the  command  forming  the  Depart- 
ment, shall  constitute  a  Board  of  Officers  to  determine  the  manner  by  and  through  which  a  military  fund  sufficient  for  Head- 
quarters purposes  shall  be  raised,  and  that  all  Brigades,  Regiments,  Battalions,  Cantons,  and  Chevaliers  shall  respect  and  obey 
the  reasonable  demands  of  such  Boards  of  Officers. 

After  January  1,  1887,  all  applicants  for  Warrants  to  establish  Cantons  shall  possess  regulation  uniforms,  and  appear 
dressed  in  the  same  upon  the  mustering  of  the  Canton. 

The  Lieutenant-General  shall  have  and  is  hereby  clothed  with  power  to  convene  courts-martial  for  the  purpose  of  investi- 
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gating  any  and  all  acts  perpetrated  by  a  Chevalier,  Canton,  or  other  Organization  of  the£P.|M.,  and  shall  approve  or  reject  the 
finding  of  the  court-martial  as  he  may  deem  proper. 

The  Commanders  of  Departments  shall  assign  newly  mustered  Cantons  to  Battalions  and  Regiments,  and  report  such 
acts  of  assignment  to  Colonels  of  Regiments,  Generals  of  Brigades,  Divisions,  and  Army  Corps,  and  to  the  Lieutenant-General. 

Honorary  members  of  Cantons  are  required  to  have  fatigue  caps,  belts,  and  swords,  in  order  that  they  may  work  their  way 
in  and  out  of  cantonments.  They  are  not  required  to  have  a  dress  uniform,  nor  are  they  required  to  parade  in  public.  They 
are  required  to  pay  their  proportionate  part  toward  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Canton;  and  since  they  can  not  be  ordered 
upon  active  service,  they  may  discuss,  but  will  not  be  allowed  to  vote  upon  questions  brought  before  the  Canton. 

The  general  law  states  that  honorary  members  shall  not  be  required  to  purchase  uniforms,  which,  however,  does  not 
prevent  the  necessity  of  honorary  members  possessing  caps,  belts,  and  swords  when  they  visit  Cantons,  since  the  same  are 
necessary  to  work  the  Degree.  It  is  therefore  requisite  that  such  class  of  members  shall  have  the  required  equipment,  whether 
they  own  it  or  have  the  use  of  it,  as  the  property  of  the  Canton. 

Cantons  are  recommended  to  procure,  and  have  accessible  at  the  Out-posts,  a  limited  supply  of  fatigue  caps,  belts,  and 
swords  for  the  use  of  honorary  members  and  visiting  Chevaliers  generally,  who  may  be  without  the  necessary  equipment  to 
work  the  Degree. 

Under  the  law  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  establishing  the  Degree  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  honorary  members 
can  not  be  required  to  wear  a  cap,  belt,  and  sword  in  order  to  sit  in  a  Canton.  (Decision  of  the  Grand  Sire.)  The  organic 
law  of  the  Degree  requires  that  a  Chevalier  shall  be  clothed  "  with  a  fatigue  cap,  belt,  and  sword,"  for  the  purpose  of  working 
into  and  out  of  a  cantonment.  Therefore,  Cantons  should  have  a  limited  number  of  caps,  belts,  and  swords  for  the  use  of 
visiting  Chevaliers  and  honorary  members. 

Warrant  members  of  Cantons,  which  were  formerly  organized  and  uniformed  Bodies  of  Royal  Purple  Degree  Patri- 
archs, whether  U.  D.  Camps,  Temples  of  the  P.  C,  or  Uniform  Battalions  of  R.  P.  D.  P.'s,  who  do  not  appear  for  muster 
within  the  limit  prescribed  by  law,  should  be  dropped  from  the  rolls. 

The  Patriarchs  Militant  year  ends  with  the  anniversary  of  the  Order,  the  26th  day  of  April,  and  the  25th  or  27th  inst. 
when  the  26th  falls  on  Sunday,  and  the  Countersign  shall  be  promulgated  by  the  various  Commandants  of  Cantons  at  the 
muster  and  inspection  of  their  commands  on  such  day;  and  in  order  that  it  may  be  received  in  due  season,  it  must  be  promul- 
gated from  Army  Headquarters,  through  military  channels,  in  ample  time  prior  thereto  to  allow  of  its  transmission  to  the  Line 
and  Field  Officers  in  command  of  Cantons  before  the  anniversary  parade. 

Officers  and  members  of  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  are  entitled  to  visit  Cantons  during  the  terms  of  their  active  mem- 
bership in  that  Grand  Body,  regardless  of  membership  in  a  Canton,  on  the  ground  that  they  are  members  of  the  creative  Body, 
and  as  such,  have  access  to  and  a  knowledge  of  the  Degree  in  every  particular,  and  through  means  of  such  knowledge  and 
their  Sovereign  membership,  they  are  entitled  to  visit  a  Body  subordinate  to  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  under  provisions  of 
law :   that  is,  they  will  be  required  to  work  their  way  in  a  cantonment  as  any  Chevalier. 
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All  official  communications,  of  whatsoever  nature,  intended  to  reach  Army  Headquarters,  must  be  forwarded  through 
regular  military  channels,  and  other  and  unofficial  communications  forwarded  direct  must  be  marked  "unofficial,"  in  the 
heading. 

The  attention  of  all  Chevaliers  and  Organizations  of  Patriarchs  Militant  is  hereby  called  to  the  provision  of  law,  prohib- 
iting the  construction  of  seals,  and  the  publication  and  sale  of  books  and  documents,  infringing  upon  the  rights  of  the  P.  M.,  as 
guaranteed  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge,  with  regard  to  furnishing  supplies,  etc.,  under  penalty  of  paying  a  royalty,  as 
hereinbefore  expressed. 

As  a  guard  against  delays,  unavoidable  or  otherwise,  and  of  all  natures  whatsoever,  an  Adjutant-General  at  Army  Head- 
quarters, in  addition  to  forwarding  orders  through  military  channels,  will  (at  his  discretion)  transmit  to  the  Clerks  of  Cantons, 
in  care  of  the  Commandants  thereof,  one  copy,  marked  unofficial,  and  such  Officers  will  respect  and  obey  the  same  in  the 
absence  of  orders  transmitted  through  regular  military  channels. 

To  save  expense  in  postage,  blank  forms,  upon  which  to  make  returns  of  elections,  and  upon  which  to  make  report  of  the 
muster  and  inspection  on  the  26th  of  April,  will  be  mailed  directly  to  the  Clerks  of  Cantons,  and  duplicate  copies  of  the  same 
will  be  mailed  to  Commanders  of  Divisions,  Grand  Departments,  and  Departments,  through  military  channels. 

The  Clerks  of  Cantons  will  ascertain  fully  all  information  to  be  written  in  the  muster  and  inspection  report,  and  especially 
that  giving  the  number  of  Chevaliers  who  were  influenced  in  joining  the  Order  by  a  desire  to  obtain  a  Military  Degree. 

The  Clerks  of  Cantons,  generally,  should  affix  the  seal  of  the  respective  bodies  to  all  official  papers  forwarded,  emanating 
from  the  body,  or  from  themselves  as  election  Officers. 

Commandants  of  Cantons,  generally,  will  see  that  the  history  of  the  original  organization  of  the  bodies  from  which  the 
Cantons  sprang  respectively,  properly  authenticated,  is  prepared  and  forwarded  to  the  Lieutenant-General,  that  data  may 
thereby  be  obtained  from  which  to  compile  the  register,  showing  the  relative  rank  of  the  Cantons  comprising  the  Army  of 
Patriarchs  Militant. 

Chevaliers  or  organized  bodies  of  Patriarchs  Militant  will  refrain  from  using  their  uniforms,  or  loaning  them  to  others  to 
be  used  for  purposes  other  than  those  pertaining  to  or  connected  with  the  Independent  Order  of  Odd  Fellows,  wherein  the 
Military  Branch  is  represented. 

The  Commanders  of  the  various  military  Organizations  of  Patriarchs  Militant,  from  the  Commandant  of  a  Canton  to  the 
Major-General  of  an  Army  Corps,  inclusive,  will  see  that  sufficient  and  proper  records  are  kept  of  the  various  military  matters 
passing  through  their  hands;  and  the  Commanders  of  Departments  are  especially  charged  with  the  duty  of  seeing  that  the 
Assistant  Adjutant-Generals  of  the  Departments  respectively,  shall  keep  a  sufficient  and  proper  record  of  all  transactions,  military 
and  otherwise,  within  the  Department. 

Unofficial  election  returns  forwarded  direct  to  Army  Headquarters  are  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  engrossing  clerks 
to  prepare  commissions,  etc.,  promptly,  but  the  commissions  and  non-commissioned  warrants  will  not  issue  until  such  official 
returns  are  received. 
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Candidates  for  field  positions  of  Battalions  and  Regiments  should  attend  the  "  Assembly  "  of  the  Line  Officers  of  such 
bodies  respectively,  that  those  elected  may  take  part  in  the  election  of  Field  Officers  of  higher  grades. 

Officers  in  command  of  grade  organizations,  who  are  required  to  indorse  official  papers,  with  their  approval  or  disad- 
proval,  to  be  transmitted  through  military  channels,  should  perform  such  duty  in  person  to  avoid  the  possibility  of  error. 

Assistant  Adjutant-Generals  in  transmitting  official  papers,  except  returns  wheieon  full  instructions  are  printed,  should 
sign  the  name  of  the  Officer  commanding  the  Department,  Brigade,  Division  or  Army  Corps,  and  make  the  paper  official 
over  their  own  signatures. 

The  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant  shall  appoint  and  commission  an  Assistant  Adjutant-General  with  rank  of 
Brigadier,  who  shall  be  a  salaried  Officer  on  duty  at  Army  Headquarters,  and  who  shall  receive  as  compensation  for  his  entire 
services,  a  sum  of  not  less  than  twelve  hundred  nor  more  than  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  payable  monthly.  The  said 
amount  to  be  paid  out  of  the  General  Fund  of  Patriarchs  Militant. 

The  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant  shall,  where  there  are  two  or  more  Officers  of  the  same  grade  in  command  of 
troops  within  a  Department,  assign  one  to  the  command  of  the  Department. 

The  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant  shall  have  power  to  relieve  an  Officer  who  fails  to  discharge  the  duties  of  his 
office,  and  may  assign  temporarily  the  Officer  next  in  rank  to  the  command,  and  make  report  thereof  to  the  Military  Council  at 
the  first  session  thereafter. 

The  Commanders  of  Battalions,  Regiments,  Brigades,  Divisions,  and  Army  Corps  shall  hold  active^membership  in  a 
Canton  forming  part  of  the  command,  except  where  for  good  and  satisfactory  reasons  the  Commander  P.  M.  shall  deem  proper 
to  grant  and  issue  a  Dispensation  to  the  contrary. 

The  general  correspondence  from  Officers  and  Chevaliers  within  the  territory  comprising  the  Army  Corps  shall  be 
answered  first  by  the  Corps  Commanders,  and  not  be  forwarded  to  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant  unless  of  great 
importance,  and  necessary  that  he  should  personally  a'nswer  it. 

On  and  after  December  i,  1887,  all  unofficial  correspondence  from  Officers  and  Chevaliers  desiring  general  information 
relating  to  the  Patriarchs  Militant,  must  be  forwarded  to  the  Major-Generals  in  command  of  Army  Corps,  respectively,  who  will 
answer  such  communications,  and  their  answers  will  be  final,  unless  the  queries  and  subjects  in  the  premises  shall  be  of  sufficient 
importance  to  be  forwarded  to  Army  Headquarters,  and  in  such  instances  they  must  be  transmitted  through  military  channels. 

It  is  advisable  to  procure  a  camp  outfit  for  the  Army,  and  with  that  view  the  Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant  is  hereby 
authorized  to  raise  moneys,  by  contribution,  from  Cantons,  Officers,  Chevaliers,  other  Odd  Fellows,  and  the  people  generally; 
and  when  a  sufficient  amount  shall  have  been  obtained,  to  purchase  tents  and  other  equipment  for  the  Army. 

Hereafter,  in  estimating  the  strength  of  Cantons  in  the  roster  of  Battalions  and  Regiments,  the  active  Chevaliers  only, 
shall  be  reported  as  bearing  swords,  and  the  mention  of  honorary  members  shall  be  made  as  such. 

Orders  issued  by  superior  Officers  in  plain  violation  of  the  law  creating  the  Degree  are  of  no  binding  force  upon  Cantons 
or  Chevaliers,  and  may  be  disregarded. 
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A  Chevalier  can  not  be  expelled  from  membership  in  a  Canton  without  trial,  "and  any  action  without  such  trial  is  null 
and  void,  and  does  not  prejudice  the  right  of  the  Canton  to  proceed  in  legal  form."  (See  General  Law  for  the  Government  of 
Cantons,  and  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Appeals  on  the  appeal  of  Chevalier  P.  H.  Stearns  from  the  action  of  Grand  Can- 
ton Worcester,  No.  3,  of  Massachusetts,  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  Proceedings,  session  1887.) 

Commanders  of  Departments  are  the  ranking  Officers  in  command  of  troops  therein,  unless  special  Officers  shall  be 
designated  by  the  Lieutenant-General.  Officers  in  command  of  Grand  Departments,  Divisions,  and  Army  Corps,  with  Head- 
quarters in  a  Department,  will  not,  without  special  orders,  assume  command  of  the  Department. 

The  Ritual,  Tactics,  Ceremony  for  burial  of  a  Chevalier,  Ceremony  for  laying  corner  stones  of  public  edifices,  Organic 
Regulations  and  general  By-Laws  for  the  government  of  Cantons  are  published  in  book  and  pamphlet  form,  and  are  hereby 
referred  to  as  part  of  the  code  of  laws  for  Patriarchs  Militant. 

Commanders  of  Departments  will  mail  applications  for  Warrants  to  establish  Cantons  direct  to  the  Commander  P.  M., 
without  fowarding  the  same  through  military  channels,  for  the  reasons  that  the  applicants  for  a  Canton  are  not  properly  in  the 
Army  until  mustered,  and  therefore  not  under  the  control  of  Brigade,  Division,  or  Corps  Commanders. 


BANNERS,  FLAGS,  AND    UNIFORMS. 

PATRIARCHS  MILITANT  BANNER. 
The  Patriarchs  Militant  Banner  shall  be  36  inches  wide  by  54  inches  long,  and  be  made  after  the  following  design  : 

FRONT. 

White  banner  silk,  with  purple  silk  velvet  lambrequin,  trimmed   with   gold  lace   fringe  and  tassels. 

Escutcheon  Shield. 

Top — Black  silk  velvet,  bearing  gold  embroidered  eye  and  rays  of  light  and  three  links. 

Peace  Quarter — Medium  blue  silk  velvet  ground,  bearing  silver  embroidered  lamb,  couchant. 

War  Quarter — Scarlet  silk  velvet  ground,  bearing  gold  embroidered  lion,  rampant. 

Chevron — Cloth  of  gold  ground,  with  scarlet  silk  embroidered  motto — Pax  aut  Bellum. 

Degree  Quarter — Purple  silk  velvet  ground,  bearing  eight  gold  embroidered  crossed  crooks  and  swords. 

The  initial  letters  P.  and  M.,  in  old  English  type,  shall  be  embroidered  in  gold  in  the  lower  corners  of  the  banner,  and 
I.  O.  O.  F.,  similarly  embroidered  in  plain  Roman  type,  in  the  lower  center. 

The  lambrequin  shall  contain,  in  gold  embroidery,  the  name  of  the  Canton,  and  the  location  may  be  appropriately  embroi- 
dered beneath  the  escutcheon. 

(See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 


BACK. 

Scarlet  banner  silk,  trimmed  with  gold  lace  and  fringe. 

Escutcheon  Shield. 

Body — Cloth  of  gold,  bearing  at  top  the  name,  "Patriarchs  Militant,"  embroidered  with  scarlet  silk  and  silver  bullion, in 
old  English  letters ;  and  in  the  center  a  purple  silk  velvet  Norman  shield,  cotticed  with  scarlet  silk  velvet  on  gold  rays  of  light, 
bearing  the  gold  embroidered  motto — Justitia  Universalis — on  the  scarlet  band;  and  in  upper  corner  a  gold  embroidered 
crown ;  and  a  scarlet  and  silver  embroidered  crossed  crook  and  sword  beneath  the  Norman  shield,  showing  the  crook  and 
handle  above  shield,  and  the  points  below.     All  as  per  patterns  of  design. 

The  banner  must  be  suitably  mounted  for  carrying  during  parades,  etc.,  and  to  each  end  of  the  cross-bar  must  be 
attached  an  appropriate  gold  and  scarlet  cord,  with  heavy  gold  bullion  tassels.  The  staff  must  be  surmounted  with  a  gilded 
globe  bearing  a  gold  crown. 

Banners  may  be  made  of  less  costly  material,  with  painted  escutcheons  and  inscriptions,  and  they  may  be  even  more 
elaborately  embellished,  but  in  all  instances  the  design  must  be  adhered  to  in  every  particular.      (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

Each  separate  Battalion  and  Regiment  shall,  when  on  parade,  carry  the 

PATRIARCHS  MILITANT   COLORS, 

which  shall  be  attached  with  rings  to  an  appropriate  staff,  surmounted  with  a  gilded  eagle. 

The  flag  shall  be  36  inches  wide  by  54  inches  long,  and  consist  of  three  equal  vertical  stripes,  thus — purple  silk  next  to 
the  staff,  white  silk  in  the  center,  and  scarlet  silk  next  to  the  wind  —as  shown  by  design.  The  letters  P.  and  M.  in  old  Eng- 
lish, must  be  embroidered  in  gold  upon  the  purple  and  scarlet  stripes  on  each  side,  that  the  initials  may  show  as  on  pattern. 
Upon  the  center  stripe  a  scarlet  and  gold  embroidered  crown  upon  silver  and  gold  embroidered  crossed  crook  and  sword 
must  be  appropriately  worked;  and  the  flag  must  be  trimmed  with  gold  bullion  fringe. 

There  must  be  a  fine  gold  cord,  with  gold  bullion  tassels,  of  suitable  dimensions,  suspended  from  the  eagle. 

This  flag  may  be  made  even  more  elaborate  by  embroidering  crossed  crooks  and  swords  plentifully  on  either  or  both 
purple  and  scarlet  stripes;  and  it  may  be  made  less  expensive  by  using  silk  embroider}'.     (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

GUIDONS  OR   MARKERS. 

Guidons  may  be  used  at  the  option  of  Commanders,  and  shall  consist  of  a  small  swallow-tailed  flag  24  inches  wide  by  36 
inches  long,  the  upper  half  to  be  scarlet,  and  the  lower  half  to  be  white,  the  swallow-tail  cut  to  be  half  the  length  of  the  gui- 
don, with  gold  embroidered  crown  on  crossed  crook  and  sword,  which  may  be  enclosed  within  three  links  in  the  center.  This 
flag  shall  tie  upon  a  suitable  staff  with  spear  head. 
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HEADQUARTERS  FLAG  FOR  A  COLONEL  COMMANDING  A  REGIMENT. 
A  Colonel  shall  display  at  his  headquarters  the  Regimental  flag  in  conjunction  with  the  P.  M.  Colors,  and  the  same 
may  be  borne  by  a  Color  Sergeant  on  parade  occasions.  It  will  consist  of  a  combined  blue  and  gold  banner-silk  field,  with 
gold  silk  at  top  and  to  the  wind,  and  blue  silk  at  bottom  and  next  the  staff,  joined  diagonally  from  top  at  staff  to  bottom  at  wind, 
40  inches  wide  by  60  inches  long,  and  shall  bear  the  special  design  of  an  eagle  standing  upon  the  P.  M.  [Norman]  shield 
escutcheon,  clutching  a  sword  in  one  claw,  an  olive  branch  in  the  other,  and  flying  a  blue  streamer  from  beak,  bearing  the 
motto,  " Pax  aut  Bdlum ;"  the  sky  of  design  to  be  light.  All  to  be  appropriately  embroidered  in  silk  floss  and  gold  and  silver 
bullion  ;  or  it  may  be  handsomely  painted  upon  the  flag  in  oil  colors.  Above  the  said  design,  and  within  a  gold-bordered  scarlet 
banner-silk  scroll,  must  be  embroidered  in  gold  bullion,  in  old  English  letters,  the  name  "  Patriarchs  Militant ; "  and  parallel 
with  the  under  side  of  the  flag,  upon  a  white  banner-silk,  gold  bordered  panel,  with  ornamental  scroll  ends,  must  be  embroidered 
in  gold  bullion,  with  suitable  shadings,  the  name  of  the  regiment,  thus:  "  First  Massachusetts."  The  flag  shall  be  attached 
with  gilt  rings  to  an  appropriate  staff,  surmounted  with  a  gilded  eagle.  There  must  be  a  fine  gold  cord,  entwined  with  scarlet 
silk,  having  gold  bullion  tassels  of  suitable  dimensions,  suspended  from  the  eagle.     (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

HEADQUARTERS    FLAG    FOR    A    BRIGADIER    COMMANDING    A    BRIGADE. 

A  Brigadier  shall  display  at  his  headquarters  the  Brigade  flag  in  conjunction  with  the  P.  M.  Colors,  and  the  same  may  be 
borne  by  his  Banneret  on  parade  occasions.  It  will  consist  of  a  scarlet  banner-silk  field,  40  inches  wide  by  60  inches  long, 
edged  on  all  sides,  except  on  that  next  the  staff,  with  rich  yellow  silk  fringe,  and  shall  bear  the  emblematic  P.  M.  three  links 
worked  in  silver  bullion  so  as  to  form  the  sides  of  an  equi-angular  triangle,  with  a  point  of  the  triangle  at  the  zenith,  and  a  silver 
bullion  five-pointed  star  embroidered  directly  above  it;  the  triangle  must  embrace  the  emblematic  gold  crown,  surmounted 
with  a  lion's  paw  in  scarlet,  with  crimson  shading  and  gold  and  silver  bullion  high  lights,  all  embroidered  upon  a  dark  purple 
banner-silk  inclosed  ground.  Along  the  elevated  sides  of  the  triangle  must  be  appropriately  embroidered  in  silk  floss  an  olive 
branch  ;  and  beneath  the  side  of  the  triangle,  parallel  with  the  under  side  of  the  flag,  upon  a  dark  purple  gold-bordered  panel, 
must  be  embroidered  in  gold  bullion,  in  old  English  letters,  the  motto,  "Pax  aut  Be/lum."      Above  the  entire  design,  within  a 

gold-bordered  scroll  must  be  embroidered  in  gold  bullion  with  silver  high  lights,  " Brigade  of  the  Division  of  the  ." 

The  flag  shall  be  attached  with  gilt  rings  to  an  appropriate  staff,  surmounted  with  a  gilded  eagle.  There  must  be  a  fine  gold 
cord  entwined  with  purple  silk,  having  gold  bullion  tassels  of  suitable  dimensions,  suspended  from  the  eagle.  (See  design  in 
Addendum  H.) 

HEADQUARTERS    FLAG    FOR    A    MAJOR-GENERAL    OF    DIVISION. 

A  Major-General  of  a  Division  shall  display  at  his  headquarters  the  Division  flag  in  conjunction  with  the  P.  M. 
Colors,  and  the  same  may  be  borne  by  his  Banneret  on  parade  occasions.  It  will  consist  of  a  medium  blue  banner-silk  field, 
40  inches  wide  by  60  inches  long,  edged  on  all  sides, except  on  that  next  the  staff,  with  rich  yellow  silk  fringe,  and  shall  bear  the 
emblematic  three  links  worked  in  silver  bullion  so  as  to  form  the  sides  of  an  equi-angular  triangle,  with  a  point  of  the  triangle 
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at  the  zenith,  inclosing  the  emblematic  crown  upon  crossed  crook  and  sword,  embroidered  in  gold  bullion  upon  a  scarlet 
banner-silk  inclosed  ground.  Above  and  on  each  side  of  a  vertical  line  extended  from  the  apex  must  be  embroidered  in 
silver  bullion  a  five-pointed  star;  opposite  the  left  elevated  side  of  the  triangle  (looking  toward  the  flag),  on  the  blue  silk  field, 
must  be  embroidered  in  silver  bullion  the  emblematic  lamb,  couchant ;  and  opposite  to  the  other  elevated  side  of  the  triangle, 
on  the  blue  field,  must  be  embroidered  in  gold  bullion  the  emblematic  lion,  rampant.  Beneath  the  side  of  the  triangle,  parallel 
with  the  under  side  of  the  flag,  must  be  embroidered  upon  a  scarlet,  gold-bordered  panel,  in  gold  bullion,  the  motto  "  Justitia 
Universalis."      Above  the  entire  design,  within  a  gold-bordered  scroll,  must  be  embroidered  in  gold  bullion,  with  silver  bullion 

high  lights,  "  Division  of  the ."     The  flag  shall  be  attached  with  gilt  rings  to  an  appropriate  staff,  surmounted  with  a  gilded 

eagle.  There  must  be  a  fine  gold  cord  entwined  with  scarlet  silk,  having  gold  bullion  tassels  of  suitable  dimensions,  suspended 
from  the  eagle.     (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

HEADQUARTERS  FLAG-  FOR  A  MAJOR-G-ENERAL  COMMANDING-  AN  ARMY  CORPS. 
A  Major-General  in  command  of  an  Army  Corps  shall  display  at  his  headquarters  the  Corps  flag  in  conjunction  with  the 
P.  M.  Colors,  and  the  same  may  be  borne  by  his  Banneret  on  parade  occasions.  It  will  consist  of  a  gold  colored  banner-silk 
field,  40  inches  wide  by  60  inches  long,  edged  on  all  sides,  except  on  that  next  the  staff,  with  rich  yellow  silk  fringe,  and  shall 
bear  the  emblematie  three  links  worked  in  silver  bullion  so  as  to  form  the  sides  of  an  equi-angular  triangular,  with  a  point  of 
the  triangle  at  the  zenith,  inclosing  a  dark  purple  banner-silk  ground  bearing  the  "Pax  aut  Bellum"  escutcheon,  and  within  the 
angle  above  it  a  gold  bullion  embroidered  star  of  special  design,  after  the  pattern  of  the  additional  insignia  of  office  for  a  Major- 
General  commanding  an  Army  Corps.  Above,  and  on  each  side  of  a  vertical  line  extended  from  the  apex  of  the  triangle,  must 
be  embroidered  in  silver  bullion  a  five-pointed  star.  Starting  from  each  of  the  lower  angles  of  the  triangle  and  extending 
curved  upward  along  its  elevated  sides  must  be  appropriately  embroidered  in  silk  floss  an  oak  branch,  and  beneath  the  side  of 
the  triangle,  parallel   with   the   under  side  of  the  flag,  upon  a  dark  purple  gold-bordered  panel,  must  be  embroidered  in  gold 

bullion  old  English  letters,  " Army  Corps."   Above  the  entire  design,  upon  a  gold-bordered  scarlet  scroll,  must  be  embroidered 

in  gold  bullion,  with  silver  high  lights,  the  motto  :  "Be  merciful  unto  those  who  can  no  longer  resist."  The  flag  shall  be  attached 
with  gilt  rings  to  an  appropriate  staff,  surmounted  with  a  gilded  eagle.  There  must  be  suspended  from  the  eagle  a  fine  purple 
and  scarlet  silk  entwined  cord,  having  gold  bullion  tassels  of  suitable  dimensions.  The  Corps  badge  may  be  embroidered  in 
the  center  of  the  blank  field  each  side  of  the  triangle.     (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

HEADQUARTERS    FLAG    FOR    THE    COMMANDER    OF    PATRIARCHS    MILITANT. 

The  Lieutenant-General  shall  display  at  his  headquarters  the  Commander's  flag,  in  conjunction  with  the  P.  M.  Colors,  and 
the  same  may  be  borne  by  his  Banneret  on  parade  occasions.  It  will  consist  of  a  dark  purple  silk  field,  40  inches  wide  by  60 
inches  long,  edged  on  all  sides  except  that  next  the  staff,  with  rich  yellow  silk  fringe;  and  shall  bear  the  emblematic  P.  M. 
[Norman]  shield  made  of  the  cloth  of  gold,  bearing  a  scarlet  cottice,  edged  with  silver  bullion  radiated  borders,  having  the  motto 
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"  Justitia  Universalis,"  wrought  upon  it  in  gold  bullion ;  and  the  crown  embroidered  in  scarlet,  with  crimson  shadings  and  silver 
high  lights.  A  steel  gauntlet  grasping  a  Chevalier's  sword,  with  a  white  silk  (gold  ornamented)  glove  thrown  across  it,  must  be 
embroidered  on  the  shield  and  flag  after  the  manner  of  design,  with  the  Latin  words  Pax  and  Bellum  inlaid  with  gold  bullion 
upon  the  white  glove  and  scarlet  silk  upon  the  steel  gauntlet,  respectively.  A  silver-gold  helmet,  resting  over  the  center  point 
of  the  top  of  the  Norman  shield,  must  be  appropriately  embroidered  in  gold  and  silver  bullion  and  silk  floss.  Three  five- 
pointed  silver  bullion  stars  must  be  embroidered  above  the  casque  of  the  helmet  in  a  slightly  curved  line  with  the  center  star 
the  largest  and  at  the  zenith.  The  motto,  "In  dispensing  justice,  the  glove  of  silk  ouhveigheth  the  gauntlet of steel ',"  in  gold  embroidery, 
must  be  worked  within  a  gold-bordered  ornamental  scroll  of  white  silk  over  the  top  of  the  entire  emblematic  design.  From 
the  lower  half  of  the  Norman  shield,  golden  rays  representing  light,  must  be  appropriately  embroidered  with  gold  bullion. 
Beneath  all  and  in  a  straight  line  parallel  with  the  side  of  the  flag,  upon  a  rose-pink,  gold-bordered  panel,  must  be  worked,  in 
old  English  letters,  "Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant."  The  flag  shall  be  attached  with  gilt  rings  to  a  suitable  staff,  surmounted 
with  the  P.  M.  gilded  globe  and  crown  ornament.  There  must  be  a  fine  gold  cord,  having  gold  bullion  tassels  of  suitable 
dimensions,  suspended  from  the  globe.      (See/ design  in  Addendum  H.) 

BANNER    OF    CHIVALRY. 

The  Banner  of  Chivalry,  fastened  to  an  appropriate  cross-bar,  shall  be  suspended  from  a  hardwood  lance,  with  gilded 
battle-axe  spear  head.  It  shall  be  constructed  after  the  pattern  of  the  special  design  on  file  at  Army  Headquarters,  and  be  made 
of  the  following  materials,  viz.: 

FRONT. 

Scarlet  banner-silk,  with  purple  banner  silk  lambrequin,  trimmed  with  gold  lace,  fringe  and  tassels  ;  bearing  the  cross  of 
the  "Decoration  of  Chivalry"  of  suitable  dimensions,  made  of  white  banner-silk  appropriately  embroidered  with  gold  bullion 
and  scarlet  silk  floss.     The  lambrequin  shall  have  embroidered  thereon,  in  gold  bullion,  "Banner  of  Chivalry." 

BACK. 

Blue  banner-silk,  trimmed  with  gold  lace  and  fringe,  having  embroidered  in  the  center  thereof,  in  gold  bullion,  the  P.  M. 
monogram,  encircled  by  the  motto,  "Be  just,  merciful,  honorable,  and  brave"  and  surrounded  by  an  ornamental  wreath. 

JEWELS    AND    BADGES. 

A  jewel  may  be  worn  upon  the  watch  chain,  or  in  any  other  appropriate  manner,  and  shall  consist  of  the  escutcheons  of 
the  Degree,  placed  with  backs  together.  Upon  top  center  there  may  be  placed  a  circular  tent,  or  other  ornament,  with  attachmen  t 
to  fasten  to  chain,  and  the  Norman  shield  may  be  placed  on  golden  rays,  or  the  escutcheons  may  be  placed  on  each  side  of 
golden  rays  or  a  many  pointed  star.  The  three  links  may  be  placed  on  either  escutcheon,  and  "  Patriarchs  Militant"  maybe 
abbreviated  P.  M.     (See  design  in  Addendum  II.) 
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^u^^r0"  S^rf  Pin  may  be  made  by  paSsing  a  Cr°°k  and  sword  throuSh  a  raised  crown-  with  jewels  *//#//*,*. 
Ihe  Military  Council  may  adopt  such  other  jewels  as.it  may  deem  proper. 

Special  jewels  for  the  general  Officers  of  the  Army  having  distinctive  insignia  for  the  various  grades  of  such  Officers  in 
command  of  troops,  and  on  the  staff,  have  been  designed,  and  samples  manufactured  (see  colored  pattern  plates  in  Addendum 
H)  Such  jewels  are  intended  for  dress  and  parade  occasions,  and  may  be  worn  on  the  left  breast  at  the  option  of  the  Officer 
entitled  thereto. 

A  jewel  of  special  design  may  be  worn  by  general  Officers.  It  shall  consist  of  a  breast  star,  3^  inches  in  outer  diam- 
eter, after  the  genera  pattern  of  the  star  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  of  France,  with  disk  of  dead  gold  encircled  by  a  raised 
wreath  of  oak  and  olive  branches,  the  arms  of  the  star  shall  be  of  scarlet  enamel,  bordered  with  gold,  all  placed  upon  a 
circle  of  golden  rays,  and  the  disk  shall  bear : 

For  Commander-in-Chief— K  raised  regal  crown  of  scarlet  enamel  and  gold 

For  Lieutenant-General-A  raised  helmet  of  dark  enamel  and  gold  over  a  naked  sword,  all  above  the  Commander's  baton. 

For  Major-General  commanding  troops-The  «  Pax  aut  Bellum  "  escutcheon  in  colored  enamels,  silver  and  gold 

For  Brigadier  commanding  troops-  A  raised  crown  and  lion's  paw  of  scarlet  enamel  and  gold 

For  General  Officers  upon  the  Staff-K  raised  letter  «  S  »  (old  English)  of  gold,  set  with  brilliants.

UNIFORM. 

RESOLUTIONS    PASSED    BY    THE    SOVEREIGN    GRAND    LODGE: 

Resolved,  That  it  is  the  sense  and  feeling  of  this  Grand  Lodge  that  no  pronounced  changes  shall  be  made  in  the  uniform 
of  the  Patriarchs  Militant;  that  the  Lieutenant-General  shall  have  power  to  make  such  minor  alterations,  additions,  etc.,  as 
may  be  necessary  to  complete  and  systematize  the  uniform,  but  it  is  the  intention  of  this  Sovereign  Grand  Body  not  to  alter 
the  uniform  adopted  at  its  last  session. 

Resolved,  That  the  Patriarchs  Militant  uniform  be  and  is  hereby  denominated  a  regalia,  and,  as  such,  can  be  worn  by 
Chevaliers  when  visiting  Lodges  and  Encampments  of  the  Order. 

(The  uniform  is  explained  by  printed  descriptions  and  plates  of  design,  showing  colored  representations  of  its  various 
grades,  which  are  intended  to  give  a  proper  idea  of  the  general  appearance  of  the  uniforms  of  different  Officers;  but  in  the 
construction  of  outfits  of  such  character,  the  text  must  govern  in  the  making  up  of  uniforms,  etc.) 

The  uniform  of  the  Patriarchs  Militant  shall  be  as  follows : 

COAT    (FULL    DRESS.) 

All  Officers  above  the  rank  of  Captain,  and  all  Staff  Officers,  shall  wear  the  double-breasted  military  frock  coat,  made 
of  black  broadcloth,  the  skirts  to  extend  from  one-half  to  two-thirds  the  distance  from  the  hip  down  to  the  bend  of  the  knee  ; 
with  a  standing  collar  not  less  than  one  nor  more  than  one  and  one-half  inches  in  height,  to  hook  in  front  at  the  bottom  and 
slope  upward  and  backward  at  an  angle  of  thirty  degrees  on  each  side ;  cuffs,  three  inches  wide,  to  go  around  the  sleeves  par- 
allel with  lower  edge,  and  with  three  small  buttons  on  the  under  seam;  pockets  in  the  back  folds  of  skirts,  and  four  large  but- 
tons in  rear,  two  at  hip  and  two  lower.  « 

For  Commander-in-Chief — The  coat  shall  have  two  rows  of  gold  buttons  on  the  breast,  eleven  in  each  row  placed  in  groups, 
four  in  top  and  bottom  groups,  and  three  in  center  group ;  the  collar  and  cuffs  shall  be  of  black  silk  velvet,  and  the  collar  may 
be  standing  or  turned  down  at  option. 

For  Lieutenant-General — The  coat  shall  have  two  rows  of  gold  buttons  on  the  breast,  ten  in  each  row,  placed  in  groups, 
of  three  at  top  and  bottom,  with  four  in  center  group;    the  collar  and  cuffs  must  be  of  black  silk  velvet. 

For  Captain  and  Major-Generals — The  same  as  for  Lieutenant-General,  except  there  shall  be  nine  buttons  in  each  row  on 
breast,  placed  in  groups  of  threes. 

For  Brigadier — The  same  as  for  Major-General,  except  there  shall  be  eight  gold  buttons  in  each  row,  placed  in  groups 
of  twos. 
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For  Colonel,  Lieutenant- Colonel,  Major,  and  Staff  Captain-The  same  as  for  Brigadier,  except  that  there  shall  be  nine  gold 
buttons  in  each  row  on  the  breast,  placed  at  equal  distances,  and  the  collar  and  cuffs  shall  be  of  the  same  material  as  the  coat 

For  Captain,  Lieutenant,  and  Fnsign-The  same  as  for  Colonel,  except  that  the  coat  shall  be  single-breasted,  with  one  row 
ot  nine  gold  buttons  placed  equi-distant,  and  two,  instead  of  three,  small  buttons  on  sleeves. 

For  Chevaliers— The  same  as  for  Captain,  except  without  cuffs,  the  sleeve  to  be  plain  from  shoulder  to  wrist 

Commissioned  Officers  on  the  Staff  of  a  separate  Battalion,  with  the  exception  of  the  Assistant  Surgeon  who  ranks  as  a 
Captain,  will  wear  single-breasted  coats.     All  commissioned  Officers  on  the  Staff  of  a  Regiment  will  wear  double-breasted  coats. 

COAT  (undress)  for  all  grades.

For  Comi?iander-in- Chief  and  Lieutenant- General — A  black  silk  plush  folding  or  stiff  chapeau,  embroidered  at  the  top  of 
the  sides  with  gold  bullion,  decorated  with  special  gold  bullion  embroidered  emblems,  and  bearing  on  top  a  fountain  plume 
of  white  Polish  coque  feathers. 

For  Captain- General  and  Major-Generals  commanding  Army  Corps— A  black  silk  plush  folding  or  stiff  chapeau,  embroi- 
dered around  the  top  of  the  sides  with  gold  bullion,  or  embroidery  lace,  one  inch  wide,  decorated  with  special  gold  bullion 
embroidered  emblems,  and  bearing  on  top  a  plume  made  ol  white  ostrich  tips,  and  on  each  peak  a  gold  bullion  chapeau 
tassel.     (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Officers — Folding  or  stiff  chapeau  of  black  silk  plush,  trimmed  on  right  side  with  black  satin  rosette  edged  with 
scarlet,  gold  and  black  points,  having  black  silk  velvet  center,  with  gold  embroidered  wreath  and  crown,  per  pattern ;  on  left 
side,  scarlet  and  black  satin  rosette,  oval  in  form, with  crossed  crook  and  sword  in  gold  embroidery  on  black  silk  velvet  center;

plume  of  white  and  purple  ostrich  feathers  over  crown  of  chapeau,  from  front  to  rear,  drooping  over  back — the  feathers  to  be 
so  arranged  as  to  show  white  at  top,  heavily  fringed  with  purple  on  each  side;  for  line  and  regimental  Officers,  the  plume  shall 
be  of  scarlet  and  white  ostrich  feathers,  with  scarlet  on  top,  heavily  fringed  with  white  on  each  side.  Slashing  for  Major-Gen- 
erals,  other  than  Corps  Commanders,  of  two  inch  wide  gold  lace,  diagonally  across  both  peaks  on  each  side;  for  Brigadiers  and 
Staff  Officers,  of  one  and  one-half  inch  wide  gold  lace ;  for  Field  Officers,  of  one  inch  wide  gold  lace ;  for  Line  Officers,  of 
one  and  three-fourths  inch  wide  black  silk. 

For  Chevaliers  -The  same  as  for  Line  Officers,  except  a  stiff  instead  of  folding  chapeau,  and  white  and  purple  ostrich 
feathers  over  crown,  with  purple  on  top,  all  drooping  over  rear  peak  of  chapeau,  and  so  arranged  as  to  show  plume  of  purple 
fringed  with  white  on  each  side.

For  Commissioned  Officers-^  same,  except  the  lower  or  shoulder  end  must  be  widened  as  per  pattern. 
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General  Officers  in  command  of  troops,  and  the  Officers  comprising  the  Staff  Departments  of  the  Army,  shall  wear 
shoulder  knots  after  pattern  of  designs  on  file  at  Army  Headquarters,  with  raised  fields  of  black  silk  velvet  for  general  Officers, 
and  scarlet  silk  velvet  for  other  Officers  of  the  Staff  Corps,  bordered  and  looped  with  gold  bullion  embroidery  or  gold  wire 
cord,  having  a  dead  gold  bullion  embroidered  crown,  with  bright  gold  ornaments,  and  a  scarlet  silk  velvet  cap  to  crown  on 
black  fields,  and  a  purple  silk  velvet  cap  to  crown  on  scarlet  fields,  upon  the  shoulder  disk ;  and  Corps  insignia  embroidered  in 
gold  and  silver  bullion,  etc.,  on  the  shank,  as  follows:  For  Generals  of  all  grades  in  command  of  troops,  a  dead  gold  gauntlet 
grasping  a  bright  gold  baton;  for  the  Chief  of  Staff  and  Officers  of  the  General  Staff  Corps,  a  dead  gold  lion,  rampant;  for 
the  Adjutant-General  and  Officers  of  the  Adjutant-General's  Department,  a  bright  gold  sword  and  dead  gold  quill  pen,  crossed, 
with  points  toward  collar — right  and  left;  for  the  Inspector-General,  and  Officers  of  the  Inspector-General's  Department,  a  gold 
head  and  neck  of  an  eagle,  with  bright  piercing  eye,  embroidered  with  beak  toward  the  collar — right  and  left ;  for  the  Quar- 
termaster-General and  Officers  of  the  Quartermaster-General's  Department,  a  dead  gold  money  pouch,  with  bright  gold  cord 
and  scarlet  silk  $  on  the  pouch ;  for  the  Commissary-General  and  Officers  of  the  Commissary-General's  Department,  a  dead 
gold  cornucopia  spilling  fruit ;  for  the  Chief  of  Equipment  and  Officers  of  the  Equipment  Department,  two  bright  gold  swords, 
crossed,  with  points  toward  collar;  for  the  Surgeon-General  and  Officers  of  the  Surgeon-General's  Department,  a  dead  gold 
caduceus,  facing  shoulder;  for  the  Judge- Advocate-General  and  Officers  of  the  Judge-Advocate-General's  Department,  gold 
weighing  scales,  evenly  balanced,  with  bright  gold  cords  and  dead  gold  cups;  for  Aids-de-Camp,  a  dead  gold  oak  leaf  and 
acorns;  for  the  Chaplain-General  and  Chaplains  of  Divisions  and  Brigades,  an  open  Bible  embroidered  with  gold  bullion  on 
white  corded  silk,  facing  to  the  front — right  and  left;  for  Bannerets  to  General  Officers,  two  dead  gold  flags  flying  from  bright 
gold  staffs,  crossed.  Padded  shoulder-knots  of  the  first  design  shall  be  worn  by  the  Fieid  Officers  of  Regiments  and  Battalions, 
only ;  and  there  shall  be  no  change  whatever  in  the  uniforms  of  Chevaliers  and  Officers  of  Cantons,  and  in  the  uniform  of  the 
Field  and  Staff  Officers  of  Regiments  and  Battalions;  except,  that*  the  commissioned  Staff  of  Regiments  and  Battalions  shall 
wear  an  insignia  of  office  on  a  scarlet  velvet  circular  mount,  placed  on  the  center  of  the  disk  of  the  shoulder-knot ;  such  cir- 
cular mount  to  be  one  and  a  half  inches  in  outer  diameter,  and  have  its  circumference  embroidered  so  as  to  form  a  raised  gold 
band  one-eighth  of  an  inch  wide,  with  a  bright  gold  thread  entwined  around  the  band.  The  insignia  of  office  shall  be  as 
follows:  For  an  Adjutant,  a  bright  gold  sword  and  a  dead  gold  quill  pen,  crossed,  with  points  toward  collar;  for  a  Quarter- 
master, a  dead  gold  money  pouch,  with  bright  cold  cord  and  scarlet  silk  $  on  the  pouch ;  for  a  Commissary,  a  dead  gold  cornu- 
copia, spilling  fruit;  for  a  Surgeon  and  Assistant  Surgeon,  a  dead  gold  caduceus;  for  a  Chaplain,  an  open  Bible  embroidered 
with  gold  bullion  on  white  corded  silk,  facing  the  shoulder ;  for  a  Banneret,  two  dead  gold  flags  flying  from  bright  gold  staffs, 
crossed.     (See  Plate  of  Designs,  in  Addendum  H.) 

The  foregoing  regulations  for  new  shoulder-knots  shall  not  apply  to,  or  be  an  immediate  requirement  of,  Officers  who 
have  already  procured  uniforms,  for  they,  at  their  option,  will  be  allowed  to  wear  the  shoulder-knots  they  already  possess  until 
such  are  unfit  for  display.  However,  all  Officers  purchasing  new  uniforms  must  conform  to  the  above  regulations  and  obtain 
the  shoulder  knots  of  the  new  design.  The  mounts  for  the  commissioned  Staff  of  Regiments  and  Battalions  can  be  easily 
fastened  on  existing  shoulder-knots,  and  will  cost  seventy-five  cents  to  one  dollar  per  pair. 
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Major-Generals  of  Divisions;  Major-Generals,  commanding  Army  Corps;  the  Captain-General;  the  Lieutenant-General, 
Commander  of  Patriarchs  Militant;  and  the  Grand  Sire,  Commander-in-Chief  ex-officio,  may,  at  option,  upon  dress  occasions, 
wear  general  Officers'  gold  epaulettes. 

The  insignia  upon  epaulettes  shall  be  of  silver,  and,  in  other  respects,  similar  to.that  prescribed  for  shoulder-knots. 

AIGUILLETTES. 

Adjutants  of  Battalions  and  Regiments,  and  Officers  of  the  Adjutant  and  Inspector-General's  Department,  and  Aids- 
de-Camp  shall  wear  aiguillettes,  as  per  pattern. 

The  Chiefs  of  Staffs  and  Bannerets  of  Brigades,  Divisions,  Army  Corps,  the  Army,  and  Officers  attached  to  the  General 
Staff  Corps  (except  Generals),  shall  wear  aiguillettes. 

INSIGNIA    OF    RANK. 

The  insignias  for  the  Degree  and  for  rank  are  designed  by  combining  the  English  system  of  placing  grade  marks  on  the 
collars  and  sleeves,  with  the  American  plan  of  denoting  the  office  by  special  insignia  for  the  various  grades,  now  in  use  in  the 
U.  S.  Army.  Thus  the  Degree  mark  for  rank  and  file  is  crossed  crook  and  sword  upon  collar,  and  crown  upon  sleeve;  and  the 
grade  insignia  is  placed  on  or  above  the  Degree  mark  on  collar,  and  is  further  denoted  by  a  system  of  bands  and  chevrons  on  the 
sleeves. 

The  insignia  of  the  rank  of  commissioned  Officers  shall  be  worn  upon  each  side  of  the  collar  and  upon  the  sleeves;  of 
the  non-commissioned  Officers,  upon  the  sleeves  only,  as  follows : 

For  the  Commander-in-Chief — Gold  embroidered  crossed  crook  and  sword,  and  wreath  inclosing  a  gold  bullion  embroidered 
regal  crown,  and  gold  bullion  embroidery,  back  of  the  wreaths,  around  the  entire  collar,  from  wreath  to  wreath,  representing 
entwined  oak  leaves  and  olive  branches.  Upon  the  sleeves,  three  one-half  inch  gold  navy  lace  bands  one-quarter  inch  apart, 
and  one-quarter  inch  above  the  gold  lace  band  nearest  elbow,  embroidered  in  gold  bullion  upon  the  outer  part,  from  seam  to 
seam,  a  band  of  oak  leaves ;  the  first  band  being  placed  on  seam  of  cuff,  and  a  gold  embroidered  crown  above  the  oak  leaf 
band.      (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Lieutenant-General — Gold  embroidered  crossed  crook  and  sword,  and  wreath  inclosing  three  silver  five-pointed  stars, 
the  center  star  above  the  others,  and  gold  embroidered  olive  branch  on  each  side  of  collar;  and  four  one-half  inch  gold  navy 
lace  bands  one-quarter  inch  apart  around  sleeves;  the  first  band  being  placed  on  seam  of  cuff,  and  a  gold  embroidered  crown 
on  sleeves  above  last  band.     (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Captain- General — The  same  as  for  Lieutenant-General,  except  that  there  will  be  two  silver  stars  within  wreath,  and 
three  one-half  inch  gold  navy  lace  bands  around  sleeves.      (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Major-General  commanding  Army  Corps — The  same  as  for  Captain-General,  substituting  for  the  olive  branch  a  gold 
bullion  embroidered  star,  one  inch  in  outer  diameter,  after  the  pattern  of  that  of  the  Legion  of  Honor  of  France  ;  and  there 
will  be  two  one-half  inch  gold  navy  lace  bands  and  two  one-quarter  inch  gold  navy  lace  bands  around  sleeves.  (See  design  in 
Addendum  H.) 
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For  Major-General  of  Division — The  same  as  for  Major-General  commanding  Army  Corps,  omitting  the  gold  embroidered 
stars  back  of  wreaths,  and  there  will  be  two  one-half  inch  gold  navy  lace  bands  and  cne  one-quarter  inch  gold  navy  lace  band 
around  sleeves.     (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Brigadier — The  same  as  for  Major-General  of  Division,  except  there  will  be  one  silver  star  within  wreath,  and  one 
half-inch  gold  navy  lace  band  and  two  quarter-inch  gold  navy  lace  bands  around  sleeves.     (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Colonel — A  silver  embroidered  spread  eagle,  two  and  one-quarter  inches  between  tips  of  wings,  clutching  crossed 
crook  and  sword  three  inches  long,  embroidered  in  gold  bullion,  on  each  side  of  collar,  and  four  quarter-inch  bands  of  gold 
navy  lace  one-quarter  inch  apart  around  sleeves,  beginning  at  cuff,  and  gold  embroidered  crown  above  last  band.  (See  design 
in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Lieutenant-Colonel — The  same  as  for  Colonel,  except  a  three-quarters  inch  silver  embroidered  leaf  on  intersection  of 
crossed  crook  and  sword.     (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Major— The  same  as  for  Lieutenant-Colonel,  with  gold  instead  of  silver  leaf.      (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Captain — The  same  as  for  Major,  except  three  three-quarters  inch  silver  embroidered  bars,  placed  vertically  on 
crossed  crook  and  sword  on  collar,  and  three  gold  navy  lace  bands,  only,  around  sleeves.     (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Lieutenant — The  same  as  for  Captain,  with  two  silver  embroidered  bars  on  collar,  and  two  gold  navy  lace  bands 
around  sleeves      (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Ensign — The  same  as  for  Lieutenant,  except  one  silver  embroidered  bar  on  collar,  and  one  gold  navy  lace  band 
around  sleeves.      (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

All  commissioned  Staff  Officers  shall  wear  insignia  of  rank  upon  the  sleeves  of  the  uniform  coat  similar  to  that  desig- 
nated for  the  Officers  appointing  them,  or  upon  whose  staffs  they  are  assigned. 

For  Non- Commissioned  Officers — The  collar  shall  have  the  crossed  crook  and  sword  embroidered  in  gold,  as  for  commis- 
sioned Officers,  but  the  insignia  of  rank  shall  be  placed  upon  the  sleeves,  beginning  three  inches  from  the  wrist  and  extending 
upward  toward  the  elbow,  and  shall  consist  of  chevrons  made  of  three  gold  navy  lace  stripes  one-half  inch  wide,  defined  with 
a  narrow  scarlet  silk  braid  one-eighth  inch  wide  between  the  stripes. 

The  chevrons  shall  be  mainly  after  pattern  of  U.  S.  Army,  but  inverted,  and  the  stripes  shall  extend  entirely  around  the 
sleeves,  the  angle  in  front,  with  crown  above  and  insignia  below  in  gold  embroidery. 

Insignia  for  Sergeant-Major — An  arc  of  three  bars  under  chevron.     (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Quartermaster-Sergeant — A  tie  of  one  bar  under  chevron.     (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Commissary-Sergeant — A  cornucopia  under  chevron.      (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Color- Sergeant — Crossed  flags  under  chevron.      (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Equipment- Sergeant — Crossed  swords  under  chevron.     (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Hospital- Sergeant — Crossed  caduceus  under  chevron.     (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Trumpeter — A  trumpet  under  chevron  of  two  instead  of  three  stripes.      (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 
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For  Chevalier — The  same  as  for  non-commissioned  Officer,  except  the  sleeves  shall  contain  the  gold  embroidered  crown, 
only,  placed  four  inches  above  the  wrist  end  of  the  sleeves. 

RETIRED    OFFICERS'  CHEVRON. 

Retired  Officers,  in  addition  to  the  uniform  of  the  office  past,  shall  wear  upon  the  front  of  the  sleeves  a  half-inch  gold 
navy  lace  band,  diagonally  from  inner  to  outer  seam  and  above  the  crown,  as  shown  upon  plate.    (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

BALDRIC. 

A  leather  baldric  shall  be  worn  by  all  Officers  and  Chevaliers  over  their  left  shoulder,  beneath  the  shoulder  knot,  and 
under  the  right  arm,  so  that  the  pouch  or  dispatch  box  will  be  above  the  belt.  The  pouch  shall  be  made  of  black  patent 
leather,  with  gilt  ends  and  binding,  and  have  a  raised  gilt  crown  inclosed  on  cover.  It  shall  be  made  sufficiently  large  to 
contain  a  rubber  gossamer  cape,  to  be  used  in  case  of  rain,  etc.  The  baldric  must  have  a  front  ornament  consisting  of  gilded 
metallic  escutcheon  shields  connected  by  gold  plated  chains,  and  appropriate  buckles  and  ornaments  on  back. 

For  General  Officers  —The  baldric  shall  be  three  inches  wide,  be  made  of  Russia  leather,  with  embroidered  edges,  and 
elaborately  embroidered  with  gold  bullion.     (See  designs  in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Field  and  Staff  Officers — The  same,  except  it  shall  be  scarlet  enamel  leather  two  and  one-half  inches  wide,  and  the 
baldric  face  mounting  shall  be  all  gold  lace  two  inches  wide. 

For  Line  Officers — The  same,  two  inches  wide,  made  of  gold  and  scarlet  interwoven  striped  lace,  thus — five  rows  of 
gold  with  four  rows  of  scarlet  between,  mounted  upon  scarlet  leather. 

For  Chevaliers — The  same,  faced  with  gold  and  silk  interwoven  webbing,  as  follows :  Three  rows  of  gold  lace  three- 
eighths  inch  wide,  two  rows  of  purple  silk  one-quarter  inch  wide,  with  a  row  of  one-eighth  inch  wide  scarlet  silk  on  outer  edges. 

BELT. 

For  General  Officers — It  shall  be  made  of  one  and  three-quarters  inches  wide  Russia  leather,  elaborately  embroidered 
with  gold  bullion,  with  slings  of  the  same  material,  and  shall  fasten  with  an  emblematic  buckle,  bearing  raised  crown  upon 
crossed  crook  and  sword.     Of  oak  leaf  pattern  for  Commander-in-Chief.     (See  design  in  Addendum  H ) 

For  Field  and  Staff  Officers — The  same,  but  the  face  of  the  belt  shall  be  all  gold  lace  mounted  upon  scarlet  enameled 
leather,  so  as  to  show  one-quarter  inch  scarlet  above  and  below,  with  slings  of  same  material  showing  one  eighth  inch  scarlet 
on  each  side,  and  emblematic  buckle. 

For  Line  Officers — The  same,  faced  with  one  and  three-quarters  inches  wide  gold  and  scarlet  webbing,  interwoven  in 
stripes,  thus  :  Four  rows  of  gold  with  three  rows  of  scarlet  between — with  three  gilt  barrel  chains  hung  from  emblematic 
slides,  with  emblematic  buckle. 

For  Chevaliers — It  shall  be  made  of  one  and  three-quarters  inches  wide  black  leather,  faced  with  an  interwoven  band  of 
gold  lace,  and  purple  and  scarlet  silk,  as  follows :  One-eighth  inch  scarlet  on  upper  and  lower  edges,  one-half  inch  purple 
center,  bordered  on  each  side  with  three-eighths  inch  wide  gold  lace. 
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SWORD. 

For  Mounted  Officers— A  sword  of  new  pattern,  with  nickel  plated  steel  scabbard  and  gold  plated  mountings;  with 
double  guard  hilt  and  ivory  grip,  and  appropriate  emblems.     (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

For  Line  Officers  and  Chevaliers— A  sword  of  new  pattern,  with  nickel  plated  steel  scabbard  and  gold  plated  mountings; 
with  scroll  guard  and  wrapped  black  grip,  and  appropriate  emblems.      (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

SWORD    KNOTS. 

For  General  Officers— A  gold  cord,  with  acorn  ends. 
For  other  Officers— A  gold  lace  strap,  with  bullion  tassel. 

BELT   SASH. 

(To  be  worn  around  the  waist,  under  the  belt,  and  tied  at  the  left  hip.) 

For  General  Officers — A  buff  silk  net  sash,  with  silk  bullion  fringe  ends. 

Upon  occasions  of  general  inspection,  review,  and  parade,  Major-Generals  commanding  Divisions  may  leave  off  their 
baldrics,  and  wear  their  sashes  across  the  body,  over  the  left  shoulder,  beneath  the  shoulder  knot,  and  so  as  to  tie  below  the 
right  arm,  under  the  belt,  with  the  fringe  ends  hanging  down  about  ten  to  fifteen  inches,  respectively. 

GRADE   SASH. 

(In  lieu  of  the  baldric,  which  is  dispensed  with,  and  to  be  worn  from  the  left  shoulder  and  cross  beneath  the  belt  under  right  arm.) 

For  Commander-in-Chief—  A  scarlet,  watered  silk  sash  with  gold  bullion  embroidered  olive  branch  in  front,  and  gold 
bullion  fringe  ends. 

For  Lieutenant-  General—  A  gold,  watered  silk  sash  with  gold  bullion  fringe  ends. 

For  Major- General,  commanding  Army  Corps— A  bright  blue,  watered  silk  sash  with  gold  bullion  fringe  ends. 

General  Officers  will  not  be  required  to  wear  sashes  denoting  command,  or  baldrics,  except  when  in  command  of  troops 
in  the  field;  which,  however,  does  not  allude  to  the  buff  sash  to  be  worn  under  belt. 

GLOVES. 

General  Officers -Shall  wear  buff  undressed  kids,  or  of  other  appropriate  material,  without  gauntlets,  but  always  buff  in 
color. 

For  other  Officers  and  Chevaliers — White  gloves,  without  gauntlets. 

BUTTONS. 

Large  and  small,  shall  have  raised  crown  on  crossed  crook  and  sword  and  be  gilded. 

All  General,  Field,  and  Staff  Officers  will  wear  the  regulation  P.  M.  Staff  buttons.  All  Chevaliers  and  Line  Officers  will 
wear  the  regulation  P.  M.  buttons.      (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 
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BOOTS    OR    LEGGINGS. 

Field  and  General  Officers  and  their  Staffs,  when  mounted,  may,  at  option,  wear  black  enameled  leather  cavalry  boots 
or  leggings,  of  P.  M.  pattern,  with  gilt  metal  spurs. 

SADDLE    HOUSINGS. 

General  Officers  shall  use  saddle  covers  of  dark  blue  cloth,  with  two  bands  of  one  inch  wide  gold  lace  around  the  edges, 
placed  one-half  inch  from  edge,  and  three-fourths  inch  apart.  On  the  rear  corners  on  each  side  shall  be  embroidered  in  gold 
the  emblematic  Crown  of  the  Degree,  three  and  one-half  inches  wide,  and  one,  two,  or  three  one  and  one-quarter  inches  silver 
embroidered  stars,  according  to  the  rank  of  the  General. 

All  other  mounted  Officers  shall  use  similar  saddle  covers,  except  there  shall  be  one  band  of  one  inch  wide  gold  lace  only, 
and  the  gold  embroidered  crown  without  lurther  device. 

All  bridles  and  trappings  for  the  use  of  mounted  men  shall  be  made  after  military  patterns  out  of  appropriate  materials. 

TURM    OF    HORSE. 

Officers  and  file  Cavaliers  of  a  "  Turm  of  Horse"  shall  wear:  A  blue-black  cloth  covered  cork  helmet  of  special  design  ; 
the  uniform  coats  they  already  possess  as  retired  Officers,  with  Field  Officers'  shoulder  knots  and  gold  shoulder  aiguillettes  and 
helmet  cords,  and  may  have  the  skirts  shortened  so  as  to  appear  as  nearly  like  pattern  design  as  possible  ;  white  duck  riding 
trousers  and  black  enameled  leather  cavalry  leggings,  with  gilt  metal  spurs  after  pattern.  The  rank  and  file  shall  equip  with 
Staff  Officers'  gold  faced  belts  and  baldrics,  mounted  Officers' swords,  and  in  addition  thereto  carry  polished  hard  wood,  jointed, 
nickeled  spear-head  lances,  nine  feet  in  length,  bearing  pennants;  and  when  mounted,  the  lances,  if  not  in  use,  shall  rest  in 
sockets  affixed  to  the  right  stirrup,  extend  upward  and  pass  back  of  the  right  shoulders,  to  which  they  shall  be  attached  with 
gold  flexible  cords— all  as  per  pattern-samples  at  Army  Headquarters.      (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

In  the  organization  of  a  "Turm  of  Horse"  the  file  Cavaliers  may  as  a  body  procure  military  riding  jackets  after  pattern 
of  design,  to  be  used  at  practice  drills,  etc.     (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 

LANCE   PENNANTS. 

All  lance  pennants  shall  be  made  of  banner-silk,  be  twelve  inches  wide  at  staff,  and  be  cut  so  as  to  form  an  isosceles 
triangle,  with  apex  twenty-four  inches  from  base  at  staff;  and  have  ornately  painted  on  both  sides,  in  gold,  the  Patriarchs  Mili- 
tant crown  over  crossed  crook  and  sword,  with  the  point  of  the  sword  and  butt  of  the  crook  joined  by  the  emblematic  ' '  three 
links."  For  a  file  Cavalier  of  a  "  Turm  of  Horse,"  the  pennant  shall  be  of  two  colors,  purple  next  the  staff  and  scarlet  to  the 
wind,  with  the  seam  from  the  top  of  pennant  at  staff  to  the  center  of  its  lower  side ;  for  a  Major  commanding  a  Platoon,  the 
pennant  shall  be  scarlet;  for  a  Lieutenant-Colonel  commanding  a  Troop,  the  pennant  shall  be  purple;  and  for  the  Colonel  com- 
manding a  "Turm  of  Horse,"  the  pennant  shall  be  white.     (See  design  in  Addendum  H.) 
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BANDS    AND    DRUM    CORPS. 

Special  uniforms  for  Patriarchs  Militant  Bands  and  Drum  Corps  have  been  designed,  and  samples  manufactured. 
The  text  for  construction  will  be  found  in  the  details  prepared  by  the  Chief  of  Equipment.     (See  designs  in  Addendum  H.) 

GENERAL. 

All  General,  Field,  and  Staff  Officers  are  expected  to  uniform  up  to  the  requirements  of  the  regulations  for  Patriarchs 
Militant  uniforms,  without  modification. 

All  Canton  and  Line  Officers  should  uniform  in  accordance  with  provisions  of  law,  and  up  to  the  requirements  of  the 
regulation,  if  possible.  If  belonging  to  Cantons  formed  from  old  Organizations,  they  should  have  their  uniforms  modified 
according  to  provisions  of  law,  immediately,  and  uniform  up  to  regulation  as  soon  thereafter  as  practicable. 

The  foregoing  regulations  for  uniform  shall  not  preclude  and  prevent  existing  organizations  which  merge  into  the 
Patriarchs  Militant,  from  wearing  the  uniform  already  in  use  and  owned  by  them  after  undergoing  appropriate  and  necessary 
alterations;  but  whenever  a  new  outfit  for  a  Canton  is  obtained,  it  shall  conform  to  the  regulations  specified. 

Departments  may  determine  whether  they  will  wear  the  old  or  the  new  uniform,  but  whenever  the  old  uniform  is  retained 
it  must  be  modified  by  wearing  the  new  insignias  of  the  Degree  and  rank,  on  collar  and  sleeves,  and  the  shoulder-knots;  and 
white  gloves. 

The  purple  baldric  now  in  use  need  not  be  discarded,  but  may  be  worn  during  encampment  parades  instead  of  the  collar. 

Previous  legislation  not  inconsistent  with  the  foregoing  may  be  altered  and  arranged  to  suit  the  exigencies  of  the  Pro- 
visional Period,  by  the  Lieutenant-General,  in  conjunction  with  the  Committee  on  Supervisory  Control. 

All  legislation  in  conflict  with  the  requirements  of  the  Degree  of  Patriarchs  Militant  is  hereby  repealed,  but  all  the  rights 
of  the  Uniformed  Degree  Camp,  and  of  Uniformed  Patriarchs,  under  former  legislation,  are,  for  the  present,  expressly  reserved 
to  them,  except  so  far  as  relates  to  the  secret  work. 

All  previous  legislation  repealed  or  made  void  by  subsequent  acts  of  the  Military  Council  and  the  Sovereign  Grand 
Lodge  has  been  omitted.
